The  New  German  Pharmacopoeia. 


The  fifth  edition  of  the  German  Pharmacopoeia  has  been 
published  this  week  and  will  come  into  force  on  January  1, 
1911.  The  title  of  the  work  has  been  changed  to  "  Deutsches 
Arzneibuch,-'  and  many  other  changes  have  been  made  both 
in  principle  and  statement.  Thus  trade-marked  names  are 
introduced,  wholesale  manufacturers  are  specifically  referred 
to  as  producers  and  testers,  and  fine  physical  instruments  (e.g., 
the  polariscope)  are  introduced  for  testing  purposes.  A  full 
preliminary  review  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  begins  on  p.  52. 
Articles  and  Communications. 

We  deal  editorially  with  some  new  facts  in  regard  to  the 
Ceylon  grasses  which  yield  citronella,  lemon-grass,  and  similar 
oils  (p.  49). 

Dr.  W.  Harrison  Martindale  finds  that  the  manufacturers' 
directions  for  making  injections  of  Salvarsan  ("  606")  need 
amplification,  and  he  supplies  the  requisite  information  in  aa 
article  on  p.  51. 

Mr.  C.  A.  Hill  explained,  at  the  evening  meeting  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  this  week,  the  reason  why  dispensing- 
solutions  of  sodium  salicylate  crystallise — viz.,  formation  of  a 
hydrated  salt  (p.  54). 

Whatever  difference  of  opinion  there  may  be  about  stan- 
dards for  citronella  oil,  it  is  now  being  largely  sold  in  London 
on  the  geraniol-standard.  See  our  article  on  p.  49,  explaining 
how  the  geraniol  is  estimated,  and  Mr.  J.  C.  Umney's  letter 
on  p.  66. 

The  Chemists'  and  Druffffists'  Diary  for  1911  has  been 
despatched  this  week  to  all  subscribers  in  the  United  King- 
dom and  on  the  European  Continent.  A  brief  article  regard- 
ing the  Diary  and  the  prize-competitions  arising  from  it  will 
be  found  on  p.  48. 

The  Report  on  Unqualified  Medical  Practice  has  aroused 
much  contempt,  as  well  as  indignation,  among  chemists,  as 
may  be  seen  by  reference  to  Winter  Session  reports.  Mr. 
W.  F.  Wells  spoke  strongly  about  it  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  in  Dublin  (p.  65),  and  correspondents 
also  write  on  the  subject  (p.  67). 

Mr.  J.  C.  Umney  gives  data  and  reasons  in  a  communica- 
tion to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  which  conclusively  prove 
that  English  peppermint  oil  is  chemically  and  physically 
distinct  from  Italian  and  French  oils.  The  reason  why 
some  foreign  observers  assert  to  the  contrary  appears  to  be 
that  the  oils  they  have  examined  were  adulterated  (p.  54). 

Legal  Proceedings. 

Reports  from  the  Courts  are  exceptionally  numerous  and 
interesting.    They  begin  on  p.  57. 

A  dental  wax  contract  action  (Invicta  Co.  v.  Ash)  is  re- 
ported on  p.  40. 

The  licensing  authority  in  Manchester  has  taken  proceed- 
ings against  two  chemists  for  selling  Wincarnis  with  Quinine 
without  a  licence.  The  Magistrate  is  considering  his  judg- 
ment (p.  41). 

A  Metropolitan  Magistrate  has  ruled  that  obesity  is  an 
ailment  for  the  purposes  of  the  Medicine  Stamp-duty  Act, 
and  that  "  Phatolene  "  sold  as  an  entire  drug  contains  added 
matter,  so  that  it  is  dutiable  (p.  41). 

An  action  in  which  officers  of  the  British  Optical  Associa- 
tion are  the  plaintiffs,  and  Colonel  Sewell,  clerk  to  the 
Spectacle-makers'  Company,  and  others  are  defendants,  has 
been  in  the  Courts  this  week  (p.  40). 

Mr.  Justice  Phillimore  and  Mr.  Justice  Horridge,  sitting 
as  a  Divisional  Court  of  King's  Bench,  London,  heard  on 
Wednesday  counsel  for  the  appeal  against  Judge  Harington'B 
decision  fining  the  unlicensed  employe  of  a  licensed  poison- 
vendor  for  selling  "  XL-All  "  insecticide.  Their  Lordships 
sustained  the  conviction  but  permitted  the  appellant  to  go 
further.  See  special  report  on  pp.  57-9,  and  our  observations 
on  the  matter  (p.  50). 

Trade  and  Market  Matters. 


At  the  annual  sale  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company's  castorum 
on  Wednesday  sensationally  high  prices  were  paid,  as  the 
result  of  extreme  and  wild  competition  (p.  61). 

Although  few  changes  have  occurred  in  market  prices  the 
business  tone  is  satisfactory  considering  the  approaching 
close  of  the  year.  Menthol  continues  its  advance,  and 
American  peppermint  oil  is  firmer.  German  refined  camphor 
and  English  tartaric  acid  from  makers  is  dearer.  Turpentine 
and  ammonia  sulphate  are  dearer.  A  moderate  supply  of 
first-  and  second-hand  drugs  was  offered  at  auction  (p.  60).

Brevities. 

The  recently  completed  alterations  have  resulted  in 
a  considerable  improvement  to  the  shop-front  of  Messrs. 
Thompson  &  Capper,  chemists,  Darley  Street,  Bradford. 

The  Lutterworth  Urban  and  Rural  District  Councils 
have  arranged  with  Mr.  A.  Buswell,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Lutterworth,  to  keep  a  supply  of  antitoxin  for  the  use 
of  the  medical  officers. 

Royal  Warrants  of  Appointment  have  been  granted  by 
his  Majesty  the  King  to  J.  &  -J.  Colman,  Ltd.,  purveyors 
of  mustard  and  starch;  Lever  Bros.,  Ltd.,  soapmakers; 
the  Vinolia  Co.,  Ltd.,  soap  manufacturers. 

The  Spectacle-makers'  Company  are  holding  a  livery 
dinner  at  De  Keyser's  Royal  Hotel,  London,  E.C.,  on 
January  20,  when  the  Lord  Mayor  and  Sheriffs  will  be 
guests  of  the  Master,  Mr.  Harry  Lawson,  M.P. 

During  a  heavy  storm  at  Northallerton  on  December  13 
considerable  damage  was  done  to  the  warehouse  of  Mr. 
•Geo.  Hird,  chemist  and  druggist.  Owing  to  the  very 
high  wind  half  the  building  was  blown  down,  the  top 
storey  being  completely  wrenched  off. 

The  honorary  medical  staff  of  the  Newcastle  infirmary 
have  resigned  en  bloc  owing  to  a  suggestion  by  the  House 
Committee  that  undue  preference  had  been  given  in  select- 
ing patients  for  admission  to  the  hospital.  It  was  sug- 
gested that  certain  persons  who  had  paid  doctors  fees  for 
consultation  were  admitted  before  their  turn.  The  matter 
was  to  be  considered  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  House  Com- 
mittee on  Thursday. 

During  the  inquiry  held  at  Swansea  into  the  sudden 
death  of  Benjamin  Davies,  licensed  victualler,  it  was  stated 
that  deceased  suffered  from  chronic  kidney  and  heart 
trouble,  and  had  been  taking  pills  and  medicine  from  a 
St.  Clears  chemist.  The  Coroner,  in  addressing  the  jury, 
commented  on  the  absurdity  of  poor  people  "throwing 
their  money  away  on  pills  and  medicine  which  could  do 
them  no  good."  A  verdict  of  death  from  natural  causes 
was  recorded. 

Optical  Convention. 

At  a  meeting  of  opticians  held  in  Burlington  House, 
London,  W.,  this  week,  it  was  resolved  to  hold  the  second 
Optical  Convention  in  1912.  The  chair  was  taken  by  Dr. 
R.  T.  Glazebrook,  F.R.S.,  and  a  committee  was  nominated 
to  carry  on  the  work  of  organisation.  The  main  objects 
of  the  Convention  were  specified  as  being  (1)  the  holding 
of  an  exhibition  of  optical  and  allied  instruments  ;  (2)  the 
preparation  of  a  catalogue  of  optical  and  allied  instruments 
of  British  manufacture  to  serve  as  a  convenient  work  of 
reference  for  all  users  of  optical  and  scientific  instruments, 
not  necessarily  to  be  limited  to  instruments  actually  exhi- 
bited ;  (3)  the  holding  of  meetings  for  the  reading  of 
papers,  and  for  discussions  and  demonstrations  on  optical 
subjects;  and  (4)  the  publication  of  a  volume  of  "Pro- 
ceedings," in  which  these  papers  would  be  collected 
together. 

Northampton  Institute. 
The  distribution  of  prizes  to  the  students  of  the  North- 
ampton Institute,  Clerkenwell,  London,  E.C.,  took  place 
on  December  8.  Mr.  L.  B.  Sebastian  was  in  the  chair,  and 
Lord  Alverstone  (Lord  Chief  Justice  of  England)  pre- 
sented the  prizes  and  certificates.  Dr.  Walmsley,  the  Prin- 
'cipal,  in  his  report,  again  referred  to  the  inadequate 
accommodation  for  the  technical  optics  department.  The 
land  for  the  new  institute  has  been  purchased,  and  the 
Educational  Committee  of  the  London  County  Council  is 
deliberating  whether  or  no  to  make  a  grant  of  money  so 
that  the  building  can  be  put  in  hand.  The  optical  depart- 
ment seems  to  have  held  its  own,  judging  by  the  list  of 
awards— many  of  them  in  the  advanced  classes.  The 
Spectacle-makers'  Company's  prizes  were  won  by  0.  F.  E. 
Fichtel  (visual  optics),  L.  Collins  optical  instruments), 
and  A.  H.  Morris  and  F.  Etheridge  (optical-instrument 
workshop  practice).  Mr.  James  Aitchison's  prizes  were 
won  by  C.  Nicholson  and  C.  J.  Jones.    Messrs.  Newbold 


&  Bulford  also  gave  two  prizes,  the  winners  being  J 
Francis  and  E.  L.  Young.

In  the  Courts. 

At  the  Croydon  Borough  Bench  on  December  12,  John 
Wood  (45),  described  as  a  chemist,  and  Rosalie  Wood, 
his  wife  (35),  of  37  Cecil  Road,  Croydon,  charged  on 
a  warrant  with  neglecting  three  of  their  five  children, 
were  remanded  on  bail. 

At  Colne  County  Court  on  December  7,  judgment  was 
reserved  in  the  case  of  Thos.  Starkie,  chemist's  assistant, 
of  Barnoldswick,  who  sued  James  Horsfield,  dentist, 
Nelson,  for  501.  for  breach  of  contract.  Plaintiff  alleged 
that  defendant  had  not  carried  out  the  contract  to  teach 
him  dentistry,  for  which  the  above  sum  was  paid.  The 
defence  was  that  plaintiff  himself  put  an  end  to  the  contract. 

At  the  Isle  of  Wight  County  Court  on  December  7, 
before  Judge  Percy  Gye,  Wood  Bros.,  chemists,  East  Cowes, 
sued  A.  W.  Hull,  grocer,  Newport-road,  East  Cowes,  for 
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21.  4s.  2c?.,  due  for  goods  supplied.  Defendant  repudiated 
the  debt,  stating  that  it  was  contracted  by  his  wife's  first 
husband.  The  Judge,  after  inspecting  plaintiffs'  books, 
agreed  with  defendant's  statement,  and  gave  judgment  in 
his  favour. 

At  the  Marylebone  Police  Court  on  December  10,  a 
young  Spaniard,  named  Jose  Llopis,  of  New  Southgate, 
pleaded  guilty  to  stealing  three  motor-cycles,  valued  at 
1121.  It  appeared  that  the  machines,  one  of  which 
belonged  to  Richard  P.  Cundall,  pharmacist,  of  Tower 
Road,  Dartford,  were  advertised  for  sale.  Prisoner 
obtained  permission  to  make  a  trial  run,  and  nothing  more 
was  seen  of  him  until  he  was  arrested.  The  prisoner  was 
remanded. 

Sheffield  Notes. 

The  funeral  of  the  late  Councillor  Alfred  Russell  Fox, 
of  Sheffield,  took  place  on  December  7,  when  there  were 
many  expressions  of  public  regret.  A  posse  of  police 
headed  the  funeral  procession,  and  mounted  police  rode  by 
the  hearse.  Alderman  Colver,  who  represented  the  Lord 
Mayor,  was  accompanied  by  several  members  of  the  City 
Council.  The  Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical 
Society's  representatives  were  Messrs.  George  Squire, 
J.  Austin,  J.  Evans,  H.  Antcliffe,  F.  Medley,  and  H.  G. 
Williams.  Members  of  various  lodges  of  Freemasons  and 
of  the  following  bodies  were  also  present  :  Sheffield  Re- 
form Club,  Crookesmoor  Liberal  Association,  Crookesmoor 
Conservative  Association,  Sheffield  Branch  of  the  National 
Association  of  Medical  Herbalists,  Sheffield  Microscopical 
Society,  and  the  Overseers  of  Sheffield  and  Eeclesall.

Mr.  F.  J.  Gibson's  shop-window  in  Gooch  Street  has  an 
effective  window-display  consisting  of  a  special  line  of 
balsam  of  aniseed,  which  has  a  good  reputation  in  that 
district. 

Mr.  H.  W.  Jones's  paper  on  Mr.  Wootton's  book  was 
well  received,  and  an  agreeable  meeting  resulted.  The 
attendance,  although  representative,  was  not  numerous 
owing  to  climatic  influences,  in  which  Jupiter  Pluvius 
played  a  great  part.  Mr.  Corfield  was  an  excellent 
chairman. 

Lancashire  Notes. 

Women  doctors  are  to  be  admitted  at  last  to  the  Man- 
chester Royal  Infirmary.  The  posts  open  are  to  be  called 
"  Qualified  Clinical  Assistantships." 

A  verdict  of  manslaughter  was  returned  in  the  Salford 
case  last  week  against  Walter  Speak,  traveller  in  the 
employ  of  Messrs.  Harrison  &  Sons. 

Most  of  the  chemists'  windows  are  tastefully  dressed 
•with  perfumes  and  Christmas  gifts.  A  notable  feature  is 
the  ticketing  of  the  articles  with  price  in  plain,  bold  figures, 
following  the  line  of  the  big  emporiums. 

Mr.  H.  M.  Hallsworth,  of  Manchester  University,  has 
been  appointed  lecturer  at  the  Armstrong  College,  New- 
castle-on-Tyne,  while  Mr.  C.  A.  Edwards,  M.Sc,  has  been 
appointed  scientific  adviser  to  Messrs.  Bolckow,  Vaughan  & 
Co.,  Ltd. 

At  St.  Helens,  on  December  9,  the  United  Alkali  Co. 
were  fined  51.  and  costs  for  a  breach  of  the  Factory  Act  by- 
employing  eight  boys  all  night  in  the  drum-making  depart- 
ment at  Baxter  Works,  Parr,  on  September  30.  The  de- 
fence was  that  a  breakdown  in  the  machinery  had 
threatened  the  stoppage  of  four  works  through  shortage  of 
drums. 

Window-dressing  Competitions. 

Skipton  is  inaugurating  a  shopping  festival  to  commence 
on  December  17  and  concluding  on  Christmas  Eve.  The 
chemist  competitors  are  Mr.  W.  H.  Green,  Caroline  Square, 
and  Mr.  T.  L.  Irving,  Sheep  Street. 

Chemists  in  Newport,  Mon.,  have  shown  that  they  are 
fully  alive  to  the  advantages  of  special  window-displays,  for 
several  of  them  won  prizes  in  the  competitions  which  have 
just  been  held  during  the  Shopping  Carnival  in  that  town. 
Christmas  and  New  Year  gifts  were  the  special  feature  of 


the  displays  in  five  districts.  In  District  1,  W.  E.  Giles  &

An  Infant's  Death. 
"  Death  from  natural  causes  "  was  the  verdict  given  by 
a  Shrewsbury  Coroner's  jury  on  a  female  child  which,  on 
Friday  evening,  November  25,  was  unwell,  and  was  taken 
to  the  Salop  Infirmary,  where  the  house  physician,  Dr. 
Cruiekshank,  said  it  was  suffering  from  colic,  and  gave 
the  nurse  two  powders.  These  were  given  to  the  child,  but 
it  died  on  the  Sunday  morning.  Dr.  Cruiekshank  re- 
fused to  give  her  a  death  certificate,  and  asked  the 
woman  to  bring  the  child  to  the  Infirmary. — At  the  in- 
quest, the  Coroner  (Mr.  R.  E.  Clarke),  speaking  to  Dr. 
Cruiekshank,  said  that  he  would  not  swear  him,  but  asked 
an  explanation  of  his  taking  in  a  dead  child  to  the  In- 
firmary. It  was  a  most  improper  thing  to  do  to  use  his 
own  discretion  and  trespass  on  the  dead  body  of  a  little 
child  without  any  permission  from  him.  After  the  verdict 
was  given,  one  of  the  jurors  asked  if  there  was  any  trace 
of  poison,  whereupon  the  Coroner  said  :  "If  you  wish 
another  doctor  called  in,  I  will  have  one  called.  I  will  ad- 
journ the  inquest  if  you  wish  it."— The  jury,  after  de- 
liberating for  a  few  seconds,  said  they  did  not  think  it  was 
necessary. 

Poison-lieenees . 

The  Morley  (Yorks)  Town  Council  have  renewed  the 
poison-licence  of  Mr.  Jas.  Henry  Spencer,  of  Queen 
Street. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Newport  (Mon.)  Town  Council  on 
December  13,  a  report  was  presented  in  favour  of  the 
revocation  of  the  Watch  Committee's  recommendation  that 
the  application  for  a  poison-licence  by  Keene  &  Pitts  should 
be  refused.  Mr.  Robjent  opposed  the  granting  of  the 
licence.  The  matter  had  been  before  the  committee 
several  times,  but  Mr.  Robjent  moved  that  the  matter  be 
again  referred  back  to  the  committee.  The  amendment 
was  lost,  and  the  licence  accordingly  granted.  Mr. 
Wright  then  gave  notice  to  move  at  the  next  meeting  a 
motion  that  in  future  no  licences  should  be  granted  to 
applicants  who  were  not  chemists. 

Football. 

Baiss  Bros.  &  Stevenson  F.C.  v.  Jacob  Walters.— 
These  old  rivals  took  the  field  at  Stamford  Hill  on  De- 
cember 10.  Walters,  who  were  the  heavier  combination, 
were  on  the  aggressive  throughout  the  first  half,  but  could 
only  score  once.  Wythe  equalised  matters  soon  after  the 
interval,  and  also  scored  again  later  with  a  nice  shot.

French  News. 

(From  the  "C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 

The  Tragic  Side  of  Divorce.- — M.  Noblet,  a  phar- 
macist of  Garancieres,  near  Rambouillet,  who  was  divorced 
from  his  wife  some  time  ago,  was  shot  at  and  killed  by  the 
latter  last  Sunday.  It  appears  there  was  great  incompati- 
bility of  temper  between  the  two,  and  it  was  constant 
quarrelling  which  led  to  the  divorce.  But  unfortunately, 
after  the  separation,  they  continued  to  live  in  the  same 
locality  and  were  constantly  meeting,  which  proved  each 
time  to  be  the  excuse  for  mutual  recriminations.  Usually 
one  of  the  parties  beat  a  retreat,  but  on  the  last  fatal 
occasion  the  divorced  wife,  in  an  outburst  of  furious  anger, 
drew  a  revolver  and  fired  at  her  ex-husband.  She  was 
arrested  by  the  gendarmes.  M.  Noblet  was  the  only 
pharmacien  in  the  locality. 

Women  Academicians. — The  candidature  of  Mme.  Curie 
for  the  vacant  seat  in  the  Academy  of  Sciences  has  caused 
a  great  deal  of  interest  here  and  not  a  little  perturbation  in 
University  and  Academic  circles.  The  question  that  pre- 
occupies the  Central  Committee  of  the  five  Academies  form- 
ing the  Institute  of  France  is  the  result  that  might  follow, 
at  some  future  date,  the  admission  of  the  principle  that 
women  can  become  members  of  the  Academies,  for  to  admit 
to  one  is  to  open  the  doors  of  all.  Meanwhile  the  matter 
remains  in  abeyance,  and  will  not  be  settled  before  the  next 
quarterly  meeting  of  the  Academies  in  January.  The 
world  of  science  recognises  Mme.  Curie  as  one  of  its 
pioneers  for  the  share  she  took  in  the  discovery  of  radium, 
which  her  husband  so  loyally  claimed  for  her,  but  the 
question  of  women's  rights  is  not  yet  so  advanced  here  as 
in  Britain. 

Counter-prescribing. — A  Paris  pharmacist  has  just 
been  ordered  to  pay  2,000f.  (80Z.)  damages  claimed  by  a 
servant  girl  as  the  result  of  treatment  by  his  assistant 
for  a  damaged  arm.  The  incident  took  place  in 
April  1907.  The  girl,  Armandine  Cochot,  was  a  cook  in 
a  family  in  the  Rue  de  Rivoli,  and  had  a  fall  on  the  stair- 
case of  the  house  where  she  was  working.  Her  right  arm 
was  hurt  and  she  consulted  a  neighbouring  pharmacist, 
who  gave  her  to  understand  that  the  consequences  of  the 
accident  would  not  be  serious,  and  gave  directions  to  his 
assistant  to  apply  compresses  to  the  injured  arm  for  a  few 
days,  as  surgical  intervention  appeared  unnecessary.  The 
girl's  condition  did  not  improve,  however,  and  when  she 
finally  consulted  a  doctor  it  was  found  that  an  operation 
was  necessary.  This  proved  successful,  but  the  cook  was 
incapacitated  from  working  for  several  days.  The  phar- 
macist was  fined  as  being  responsible  for  the  acts  of  his 
assistant.  The  opinion  among  other  chemists  here  re- 
garding the  case  is  that  he  has  had  hard  luck.  He  evi- 
dently acted  for  the  best  and  as  a  good  Samaritan,  for 
there  was  no  question  of  profit.

Appeal    in    "  Pharmaceutical     Society    V.    Nash  Dismissed. 


IN  Court  VI.  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice,  London,  on 
Wednesday  morning,  December  14,  Mr.  Justice 
Phillimore  and  Mr.  Justice  Horridge,  sitting  as  a 
Divisional  Court  of  King's  Bench,  heard  an  appeal 
from  the  decision  of  Judge  Harington,  at  King- 
ston County  Court  in  June,  in  the  action  raised  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  against  Wil- 
liam James  Nash,  an  assistant  to  James  Nash  &  Sons, 
nurserymen  and  florists,  of  11  High  Street,  Wimbledon, 
for  the  recovery  of  51.,  the  penalty  imposed  by  Section  15 
of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  for  the  illegal  sale  of  poison. 
His  Honour  found  the  charge  proved  against  Nash,  who 
appealed  (C.  &  D.,  June  25,  1910,  p.  946).  Mr.  R.  0.  B. 
Lane  (instructed  by  Messrs.  Rutter,  Veitch  &  Bond)  ap- 
peared for  the  appellant,  and  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  M.P. 
(instructed  by  Messrs.  Flux,  Thompson  &  Quarrell),  for 
the  respondent  Society. 

Among  those  present  in  court  were  Mr.  A.  E.  Hobbs 
(member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council)  and  Mr.  Brem- 
ridge  (the  Secretary),  Mr.  G.  H.  Richards,  manufacturer 
of  "  XL-All  "  insecticide  (which  was  the  poison  sold  by  the 
appellant),  and  Mr.  T.  B.  Dobbs,  Mr.  W.  Johnston.  Mr. 
R.  A.  Robinson,  jun.,  and  Mr.  W.  J.  U.  Woolcock.  Their 
Lordships  came  into  court  at  10.40  a.m.,  and  immediately 
the  case  was  called. 

Argument  for  the  Appellant. 
Mr.  Lane  in  a  few  sentences  explained  the  origin  of  the 
appeal.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  took  proceedings 
■under  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  and  the  Poisons  and  Phar- 
macy Act,  1908,  the  defendant  being  in  the  employ  of  his 
father,  who  carried  on  business  at  Wimbledon  as  a  florist, 
trading  as  Nash  &  Sons.  The  employer  had  applied  to  the 
local  authority — the  Wimbledon  Borough  Council — and  had 
obtained  a  licence,  under  the  Act  of  1908,  to  sell  certain 
preparations  which  admittedly  contained  poison,  but  which 
were  used,  and  intended  to  be  used,  solely  for  horticultural 
and  agricultural  purposes.  That  brought  him  to  what  was 
•really  the  point  and  subject  of  discussion  in  this  case.  As 
-their  Lordships  might  well  imagine,  a  tradesman  who  had 
a  shop  of  any  dimensions  could  not  carry  out  every  sale, 
-every  transaction,  himself.  He  had  to  employ  servants, 
and  their  Lordships  would  hear,  with  regard  to  this  par- 
ticular transaction,  that  all  that  had  to  be  done,  or  could 
"be  done,  was  to  hand  to  the  purchaser  of  this  particular 
preparation  a  sealed  packet.  The  thing  could  not  be  done 
Otherwise  ;  it  must  be  sold  in  a  sealed  packet  or  bottle 
under  certain  regulations  of  the  Privy  Council.  There 
came  along  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  who  represented 
both  the  interests  of  the  chemists  and  presumably  of  the 
public,  and  they  said,  "  No  ;  if  you  wish  to  sell  under  this 
Act  of  1908,  the  actual  person  licensed  is  the  only  person 
who  can  conduct  that  sale  in  any  shape  or  form."  He 
thought  his  learned  friend  would  agree  that  that  was  the 
attitude  the  Society  took  up.  In  other  words,  the  result 
was  that  this  Act  of  1908,  which  was  passed  after  consider- 
able consideration — there  was  a  Commission  held  on  the 
matter,  and  he  thought  his  friend  [Mr.  Glyn-Jones]  ap- 
peared and  gave  evidence — the  Legislature  passed  the  Act, 
and  if  the  contention  of  his  learned  friend  was  correct  it 
must  practically  become  a  dead  letter  so  far  as  the  trades- 
men, whom  it  was  intended  to  benefit,  were  concerned. 
The  Pharmaceutical  Society  proceeded  in  the  County  Court 
against  the  defendant  because  he  sold  to  one  of  the  detec- 
tive-inspectors of  the  Society  a  certain  quantity  of  an 
insecticide  known  as  "XL-All"  insecticide,  a  powder  or 
compound  used  for  fumigating  plants.  He  did  not  know 
that  there  was  any  dispute  as  to  the  facts. 

Their  Lordships  Ask  Questions. 
Mr.  Justice  Horridge  :  You  do  not  deny  it  was  a  sub- 
stance which  is  only  allowed  to  be  sold  if  you  hold  a 
licence  ? 

Mr.  Lane  :  No.  The  question  is,  Am  I  within  the  licence 
and  protected  by  the  Act  of  1908  1 


Mr.  Justice  Phillimore  :  Some  time  or  other  you  will  read 
the  judgment  to  us  '! 

Mr.  Lane  :  Yes,  my  Lord  ;  but  I  want  to  get  the  facts 
first.  It  was  proved  that  the  defendant  handed  over  the 
bottle  as  the  servant  of  J.  Nash  &  Sons,  who  had  the 
licence.  It  was  also  proved  by  Mr.  Nash  that  he  author- 
ised his  son  to  sell  on  his  behalf. 

Mr.  Justice  Phillimore  :  The  question  is  whether  the 
tradesman  may  sell  by  his  assistant,  he  not  being  in  the 
shop  at  the  time  ? 

Mr.  Lane  :  It  comes  to  that,  and  of  course  the  matter  is 
of  considerable  importance  to  this  particular  class  of 
persons,  because  if  the  tradesman  cannot  sell  in  this  way  he 
may  as  well  not  have  a  licence  at  all. 

Mr.  Justice  Phillimore  :  It  is  of  considerable  importance 
on  both  sides.  If  he  can  sell  in  this  way  there  is  very  little 
protection  given  to  the  public. 

Mr.  Lane  :  That  remains  to  be  seen.  When  one  has 
heard  the  facts  of  the  case  one  can  say  what  amount  of  pro- 
tection is  given  or  may  be  necessary  as  compared  with 
selling  ordinary  drugs  in  a  chemist's  shop. 

Mr.  Justice  Horridge  :  Did  not  the  Act  of  1868  prohibit 
the  sale  altogether  by  unqualified  persons,  and  the  1908 
Act  enable  these  licences  to  be  given  ? 

Mr.  Lane  :  Yes  ;  and  my  friend  will  say  that  the  Act  of 
1908  only  amended  the  Act  of  1868. 

Mr.  Justice  Horridge  :  Either  Act  requires  them  to  be 
registered,  and  this  man  was  not  registered  ? 

Mr.  Lane  :  He  was  not  registered ;  he  was  licensed.  If 
you  take  the  licence  before  you,  you  will  see  the  terms 
of  the  licence,  and  I  should  like  to  point  out  that  the 
person  licensed  is  licensed  in  respect  of  "  No.  11  High  Street 
aforesaid,  and  is  hereby  licensed  thereat  to  sell  and  keep 
open  shop."  I  put  some  stress  on  the  word  "thereat," 
because  it  shows  the  licence  is  in  respect  of  those  parti- 
cular premises.  He  is  allowed  to  sell  at  a  particular  place. 
It  will  no  doubt  be  contended  that  the  licence  is  entirely 
a  personal  one,  but  I  say  those  words  are  strong  evidence  of 
the  licence  being  in  respect  of  the  premises. 

Mr.  Justice  Phillimore  :  I  have  known  such  things  in 
English  law  as  a  licence  to  a  person  whereby  practically  a 
place  is  licensed,  but  I  do  not  know  why  there  should  not 
be  a  licence  to  a  particular  person  to  sell  at  a  particular 
place,  wherein  the  double  condition  is  required — to  be 
served  by  a  particular  person  at  a  particular  place. 

Mr.  Lane  :  One  knows  that  may  be  so,  but  if  one  con- 
siders the  circumstances  of  this  case  I  think  it  is  possible 
to  find  a  distinction.  Your  Lordships  will  find  that  it  is 
necessary  that  the  authority  granting  these  licences  shall 
consider  the  needs  of  the  neighbourhood.  I  refer  your 
Lordships  to  Sub-section  2  : 

"Before  granting  a  licence  under  this  section  the  local 
authority  shall  take  into  consideration  whether  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood the  reasonable  requirements  of  the  public  respect- 
ing the  purchase  of  such  poisonous  substances  are  satisfied." 

I  say  that  is  very  strong  evidence  that  the  licence  is  in- 
tended to  be  one  "in  respect  of  the  particular  premises. 

Decisions  under  the  1868  Act. 

Mr.  Justice  Phillimore  :  The  Act  of  1868  speaks  of  a 
man  selling  and  keeping  open  shop.  I  do  not  know 
whether  there  are  decisions  on  this  matter  or  not;  one  does 
not  carry  them  in  one's  head.  But  are  there  decisions 
which  say  whether  under  that  Act  anybody  can  sell  except 
a  pharmaceutical  or  dispensing  chemist  or  his  apprentices 
and  assistants  registered  under  Section  4? 

Mr.  Lane  :  No,  I  cannot  say  there  are  decisions  that 
anyone  except  those  persons  can  sell ;  but  there  are,  in  fact, 
two  decisions,  one  in  the  House  of  Lords,  which  is  a  diffi- 
culty unless  your  Lordships  hold  that  the  Act  of  1908  is  to 
be  read  apart  from  the  Act  of  1868. 

Mr.  Justice  Phillimore  :  Wider  than  the  Act  of  1868  ? 

Mr.  Lane  :  Yes. 
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Mr.  Justice  Pliillimore  :  The  privilege  under  the  Act  of 
1868  to  sell  or  keep  open  shop  means  to  sell  himself  or  by 
a  specially  qualified  assistant  under  Section  4? 

Mr.  Lane  :  Yes. 

Mr.  Justice  Pliillimore  :  And  does  not  mean  that  he 
may  leave  anybody  in  his  employment  to  sell  for  him  ? 

Mr.  Lane  :  No  j  that  has  been  dealt  with.  There  can  be 
no  question  that  until  this  Act  of  1908  nobody  could  sell 
poisons  except  a  qualified  chemist.  Section  15  of  the  [ 
1868  Act,  counsel  continued,  undoubtedly  created  an  ! 
offence  here  if  it  applied.  Section  15  was  the  important 
one,  but  he  pointed  out  that  that  Act  and  that  section 
applied  entirely,  so  he  submitted,  to  pharmaceutical 
chemists  or  persons  who  were  purporting  to  sell  or  to  com- 
pound, and  the  mischief  aimed  at,  and  the  protection  ! 
necessary  for  the  public,  was  to  see  that  an  unqualified 
man  should  not  be  left  in  a  shop  where  there  would  be 
a  large  number  of  poisonous  drugs  about.  With  that 
nobody  could  quarrel,  and  the  two  cases  that  had  been 
decided  applied  to  that  matter.  The  House  of  Lords' 
case  was  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  the  London  and 
Provincial  Supply  Association,  Ltd.,  and  the  other  case 
was  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  Wheeldon.  With 
regard  to  those  decisions,  the  judicial  interpretations  put 
upon  the  words  of  the  statute  were  upon  the  basis  that 
the  public  ought  to  be  protected  in  respect  of  what  he 
(counsel)  said  were  purely  pharmaceutical  matters,  and 
naturally  the  interpretation  was  of  the  strictest  kind. 
The  Judges  in  those  cases  went  upon  the  basis  that  there 
was  undoubtedly  a  particular  danger  to  be  dealt  with, 
and  they  dealt  with  it.  Section  17  of  the  same  Act  said 
that  all  poisonous  preparations  which  were  sold  by  these 
persons  had  to  be  labelled  in  a  particular  manner. 

Mr.  Justice  Horridge  :  And  for  the  purposes  of  con- 
victing them  the  persons  who  sold  were  made  to  be  their 
agents  ? 

Mr.  Lane  :  Yes.    Now  what  is  proposed  to  be  done 
here,  and  what  undoubtedly  has  been  done,  is  rather 

A  Departure  from  the  General  Law. 
The  person  who  is  being  sued  in  this  case  is  the  assistant 
himself,  and  not  the  licensed  person. 

Mr.  Justice  Phillimore  :  It  was  the  same  thing  in 
Wheeldon  ? 

Mr.  Lane  :  Yes.  What  I  want  to  point  out  is  that  it 
is  a  departure  from  the  general  law.  If  you  take  the 
analogy  of  a  liquor-licence,  a  barmaid  or  barman  breaks 
the  law,  and  the  sale  is  considered  to  be  the  sale  by  the 
licensed  person. 

Mr.  Justice  Phillimore  :  So  apparently  it  is  here. 

Mr.  Lane  :  Under  Section  17. 

Mr.  Justice  Phillimore  :  That  does  not  warrant  a  man 
selling  by  an  unqualified  person  and  avoiding  his  own 
responsibility. 

Mr.  Lane  :  There  is  another  case  in  which  a  man  sells 
liquor  and  has  not  the  necessary  licence. 

Mr.  Justice  Phillimore  :  Is  it  worth  going  back  to  these 
things  after  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  Wheeldon  ? 
That  seems  to  decide  in  terms  that  a  qualified  man  cannot 
throw  his  mantle  over  an  unqualified  servant  and  say, 
"  He  is  properly  selling  because  he  is  selling  for  me." 

Mr.  Lane  :  Logically,  and  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act 
of  1868,  that  is  the  result.  One  cannot  dispute  that.  The 
Act  of  1908  was  passed  after  very  considerable  considera- 
tion, and  after  a  Commission  had  been  held  and  the  various 
interests  and  parties  affected  had  been  considered.  Sec- 
tion 2  dealt  with  the  sale  of  articles  entirely  for  horti- 
cultural and  agricultural  purposes.  One  saw  that  what 
the  Legislature  wished  to  do  was  to  license  a.  particular 
class  of  persons,  such  as  ironmongers  and  seedsmen,  the 
object  being  to  license  them  so  long  as  they  purported  to 
sell  the  things  in  a  particular  way  and  under  the  restric- 
tions laid  down  by  the  Privy  Council. 

Mr.  Justice  Phillimore  :  The  purchaser  must  receive  a 
sealed  packet  or  sealed  vessel,  but  there  is  nothing  to  say 
that  the  actual  vendor  may  make  the  packet  up  from  a 
much  larger  bulk. 

Mr.  Lane  said  the  Act  stated  that  a  poisonous  substance 
should  not  be  sold  except  in  an  enclosed  vessel  as  received 
from  the  manufacturer.    The  object  was  that  seedsmen 
and  ironmongers  should  simply  act  as  distributors. 
Mr.  Justice  Horridge  :  Cannot  he  be  a  manufacturer? 


Mr.  Lane  :  In  practice  he  is  never.  He  ' is  not  a  duly- 
qualified  chemist,  and  cannot  make  these  things. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  No  one  is  debarred  from  making  any- 
poison. 

Mr.  Lane  said  the  way  in  which  the  articles  were  dis- 
tributed was  that  a  particular  sealed  bottle  or  packet  was- 
handed  down.  What  was  intended  to  be  conferred  by  the- 
section  would  be  rendered  practically  useless  if  a  licensed 
person  could  not  by  his  assistants  do  the  manual  act  of" 
handing  the  packet  down.  If  a  man  duly  licensed  could' 
not  sell  in  that  way,  the  Act  was  a  nullity. 

Mr.  Justice  Phillimore  :  If  all  he  has  to  do  is  to  hand  a 
particular  bottle  to  the  person  who  asks  for  it,  what  is  the- 
advantage  of  having  the  premises  licensed  at  all  ? 

Mr.  Lane  :  That  is  rather  a  difficult  question  to  answerr 
but  it  may  be  said  that  nothing  connected  with  poisons-- 
should  be  conducted  sub  rosa. 

Mr.  Justice  Phillimore  :  I  do  not  see  why  two  people 
should  not  be  licensed  in  the  same  shop. 

Mr.  Lane  :  That  would  not  satisfy  the  Society.  They 
want  everybody  who  touches  these  things  to  be  licensed. 
Counsel,  at  the  request  of  the  Court,  then  read 

The  Judgment  or  Judge  Harington. 
The  following  is  the  material  part  quoted  : 

The  Act  of  1868  was  passed  to  safeguard  the  public  against, 
the  sale  of  poisons  by  persons  lacking  a  competent  and  prac- 
tical knowledge  in  respect  of  them.    From  the  passing  of  the- 
Act  of  1868  up  till  April  1,  1909,  when  the  Poisons  and1 
Pharmacy  Act  of  1908  came  into  operation,  nobody  but  a. 
duly  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist  could  sell  poison 
scheduled  under  the  Act.    It  appears  to  me  that  the  only- 
point  I  have  to  decide  is  as  to  the  interpretations  to  be  put 
upon  the  words  "  the  person  so  selling  "  in  the  Act  of  1908.  I' 
cannot  think  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  by 
that  Act  to  relax  the  public  safeguards  in  connection  with 
the  sale  of  poisonous  substances.    All  that  the  Act  appears- 
to  me  to  do  is  to  enable  persons  other  than  duly  registered 
pharmaceutical  chemists  to  sell,  where  the  requirements  of 
the  neighbourhood  demand  it,  these  poisonous  substances  for- 
agricultural  purposes,  but  under  restrictions  equally  strin- 
gent with  those  of  the  Act  of  1868,  and  these  restrictions  are 
that  the  person  who  sells  must  be  duly  licensed  by  the  local 
authority.    Under  the  Act  of  1868,  for  the  purpose  of  that 
Act,  the  seller  must  be  a  pharmaceutical  chemist ;  under  the- 
Act  of  1908,  for  the  purposes  of  that  Act,  the  seller  must  be- 
-a  lioence-holder  under  the  local  authority.  His  Honour  further- 
said  the  question  in  this  case  was,  Who  was  the  seller  ?  There 
was  unquestionable  authority  on  the  point  under  the  Act  of 
1868,  and,  assuming  that  he  was  right  in  holding  that  the- 
relative  positions  of  a  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist 
under  the  Act  of  1868  and  a  person  licensed  by  the  local 
authority  under  the  Act  of  1908  were  similar,  it  seemed  to- 
him  that  the  decisions  on  the  point  would  apply  equally  to-- 
the  latter  Act.    It  appeared  to  his  Honour  that  it  was  not  the 
intention  of  the  Legislature  when  the  Act  of  1908  was  passed' 
to  relax  the  restrictions  imposed  by  the  earlier  Act.    In  his; 
opinion,  therefore,  the  defendant  in  the  present  case  had' 
incurred  the  penaltj'. 

Mr.  Lane  with  this  completed  his  argument,  and  sub- 
mitted that  the  appeal  should  be  acceded  to. 

Reply  for  the  Respondent  Society. 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  then  rising  on  a  nod  from  Mr.  Justice- 
Phillimore,  said  that  his  learned  friend  was  wrong  in  say- 
ing that  the  1868  Act  differed  in  principle  from  the  1908- 
one,  by  applying  only  to  medicines  compounded  and  sold 
by  pharmaceutical  chemists  and  chemists  and  druggists. 

Mr.  Justice  Phillimore  dissented  from  this  observation, 
remarking  that  he  did  not  understand  Mr.  Lane  to  use- 
this  argument. 

Mr.  Lane  signified  agreement  with  his  Lordship. 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  continuing,  submitted  that  the  deci- 
sion in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  Wheeldon  was  con- 
clusively in  his  favour,  and  disposed  of  Mr.  Lane's  argu- 
ment about  sealed  packets,  for  the  poison  sold  by  Wheeldon) 
was  packed. 

Mr.  Justice  Phillimore  :  What  is  that  you  say  ? 
Mr.    Glyn-Jones  :    It  was   a  packed  poison — Battle's-- 
Vermin  Killer.  , 

Mr.  Justice  Horridge  (reading  from  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  s- 
book,  p.  385)  :  "  A  packet  of  Battle's  Vermin  Killer." 

[Both  their  Lordships  looked  at  the  passage  and  con- 
versed.] 
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Mr.  Justice  Phillimore  (to  Mr.  Glyn-Jones)  :  We  won't 
rirouble  you  further. 

Judgment  for  the  Society. 
Their  Lordships  consulted  briefly,  then 
Mr.  Justice  Phillimore,  in  giving  judgment,  said  : 
I  think  that  the  effect  of  the  later  Act  was  to  add 
tip  the  category  of  persons  who  could  sell  certain 
poisons.  Under  the  Act  of  1868  after  making  de- 
ductions for  people  qualified  by  service  whose  cases 
..have  now  disappeared,  nobody  but  properly  qualified 
persons  under  Section  1  could  sell  poisons.  The  decisions 
-of  the  Court  had  established  that  that  meant  personal 
sale,  and,  at  any  rate,  in  their  absence  unqualified  persons 

•  could  not,  as  their  agents  or  servants,  justify  selling 
poisons.  Then  comes  the  Act  of  1908,  which  for  the  pur- 
pose of  sales  of  certain  poisons  adds  to  the  category  of 
persons  who  can  sell,  and  adds  to  the  category  of  qualified 
persons  under  Section  1  of  the  Act  of  1868  licensed  persons 
under  the  Act  of  1908.    Those  licensed  persons  can  seli 

"those  poisons  just  as  qualified  persons  could.  Just  as  quali- 
fied persons  could  not  shield  an  unqualified  servant,  so 
those  licensed  persons  could  not  shield  an  unqualified 
person.    I  think  that  the  decision  of  the  County-court 

•  Judge  was  right;  his  decision  must  be  affirmed,  and  this 
appeal  dismissed. 

Mr.  Justice  Horridge  :  It  seems  to  me  that  under  the 
Act  of  1908  it  is  intended  that  the  protection  of  the  public, 
which  had  previously  been  created  by  the  two  authorities 
under  the  Act  of  1868,  had  been  continued,  and  only 
specific  persons  selected  by  the  local  authority  should  have 
the  licence;  and  there  is  no  reason  to  extend  that  provi- 
sion so  as  to  include  persons  in  their  employ  when  the  local 
authority  has  selected  particular  persons  to  be  licensed 
under  the  Act.  I  agree  with  the  judgment  of  my  brother 
;and  with  the  judgment  of  the  County-court  Judge,  which, 
if  I  may  say  so,  is  extremely  well  expressed,  and  that  this 
appeal  be  dismissed  with  costs. 

Mr.  Lane  (after  consulting  Mr.  Dobbs,  who  sat  behind 
;him)  :  I  am  instructed  to  ask  for  leave  to  go  further. 
Mr.  Justice  Phillimore  :  Yes,  you  may  go  further. 


Legal  Reports. 


Trade  Law. 

Bicbromate  for  Bicarbonate  of  Potash.— A  Sheffield 
.publican  named  Fred  Tom  Gunson,  who  had  been  seriously 
ill  in  consequence  of  taking  a  dose  of  bichromate  of  potash 
•purchased  by  him  as  bicarbonate,  sued,  in  the  Sheffield 
'County  Court  on  December  8,  Mr.  C.  A.  Gardner,  trading  as 
-John  Clark  &  Co.,  manufacturing  chemist,  75  West  Street, 
Sheffield,  for  101.  damages.  The  bichromate  had  been  sup- 
plied to  a  messenger  sent  by  the  plaintiff  with  a  slip  of 
paper  on  which  was  written  "  bicarbonate  of  potash."  The 
messenger  stated  that  he  had  made  the  purchase  at  defen- 
dant's shop,  but  when  communicated  with  defendant  denied 
liability.  His  assistants  had  told  him  they  remembered 
nothing  at  all  about  the  matter,  and  that  if  a  written  order 
■were  handed  in  they  would  not  have  passed  the  paper  back 
again.  It  was  argued  for  the  defence  that  the  messenger 
had  been  altogether  mistaken  in  regard  to  the  shop.  How- 
•  over,  his  Honour  held  that  the  bichromate  had  been  obtained 
at  defendant's  shop,  though  obviously  it  had  been  supplied 
in  mistake  and  not  wilfully.    He  awarded  4/.  damages. 

What  is  a  Structure  ?— At  Bow  Street  Police  Court, 
before  Mr.  Curtis  Bennett,  on  December  14,  Messrs.  A.  &  F. 
Pears,  Ltd.,  were  summoned  for  having  erected  a  structure 
without  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  London  County  Council : 
and,  alternatively,  for  extending  beyond  the  general  line  of 
buildings  a  projection  from  a  building  without  the  permission 
of  the  London  County  Council,  contrary  to  the  provisions 
-of  Sections  22  and  73' (8)  of  the  London' Building  Act.  1894 
'(57  &  58  Vic,  c.  213).  Mr.  Bodkin,  on  behalf  of  the  Council, 
said  that  the  subject  of  contention  was  a  projecting  orna- 
mental iron  canopy  or  framework  over  the  entrance  to 
Messrs.  Pears' s  premises  in  New  Oxford  Street.  It  was  18  ft. 
long,  1  ft.  10  in.  in  depth,  and  projected  4  ft.  6  in.  from  the 
front  of  the  building.  Its  shape  was  rectangular,  and  it  was 
evidently  a  heavy,  permanent,  and  substantial  thing.  He 
•sited  authorities  for  his  contention  that  it  was  a  "  structure." 
Mr.  Dalby  contended  that  the  canopy  was  not  a  structure  or 
projection  as  defined  by  the  London  Building  Act.  The 
Magistrate  said  he  was  of  opinion  that  the  canopy  was  a 


permanent  structure  put  up  and  made  part  of  a  building,  and 
he  thought  the  consent  of  the  Council  ought  first  to  have  been 
obtained.  He  made  an  order  for  the  structure  to  be  removed 
within  one  month,  and  imposed  a  penalty  of  20s.  on  each  of 
the  two  summonses,  with  10/.  10s.  costs.  On  an  application 
by  Mr.  Dalby,  the  Magistrate  decided  to  state  a  case  for  tho 
superior  Court. 

Assistant's  Wages  During-  Illness. -The  case  of 
Titmas  v.  the  Doncaster  Mutual  Co-operative  Society,  de- 
cided by  Judge  Alien,  of  the  Doncaster  County  Court,  on 
December  7,  raised  the  question  of  the  employer's  liability 
for  the  wages  of  an  assistant  during  his  illness.  The  plaintiff, 
Mr.  John  H.  Titmas,  chemist  and  druggist,  Timperley, 
Cheshire,  sued  the  Society  to  recover  461.  6s.,  balance  of  wages 
due,  representing  twenty-three  weeks'  salary  at  21.  2s.  weekly, 
less  21.  paid  on  account.  Mr.  W.  Coutts  Trotter,  on  behalf 
of  the  plaintiff,  stated  that  his  client  was  on  August  28, 
1908,  appointed  manager  of  the  drug-department  at  the 
Society's  Woodlands  branch.  Previous  to  the  appointment 
he  saw  the  Secretary  and  certain  members  of  the  Society. 
There  was  no  written  contract,  but  there  was  a  minute  upon 
the  records  showing  that  the  appointment  had  been  made  at 
42s.  weekly.  He  entered  upon  his  duties  in  the  middle  of 
September  1908,  and  carried  them  out  until  the  end  of  De- 
cember 1909,  when  he  had  an  attack  of  influenza.  He  was 
unable  to  work  after  December  30,  and  remained  ill  in  bed  at 
his  lodgings  until  February  1910.  On  the  advice  of  his  people  he 
went  away  to  them  in  Cheshire,  but  was  quite  unable  to  do  any 
work  untd  May  1910.  After  having  been  ill  for  five  months, 
plaintiff  wrote  a  letter  to  the  defendant  Society  stating  that 
he  regretted  that  it  would  be  a  long  time  before  he  could 
resume  his  duties,  and  therefore  he  was  obliged  to  give  up 
his  appointment.  He  was  paid  his  wages  for  the  first  week 
that  he  was  off  work,  but  for  no  more.  On  May  23  there 
was  a  meeting  of  the  committee  of  the  Society,  and  the  re- 
signation was  accepted.  On  June  13  the  Secretary  wrote  the 
plaintiff  regretting  the  circumstances  which  necessitated  his 
resignation,  and  adding  that  they  could  not  accept  any 
liability  in  respect  of  any  claim,  although  the  committee 
were  prepared  to  make  him  a  grant  of  2/.  That  sum,  how- 
ever, he  accepted  only  on  account.  Evidence  as  to  the 
plaintiff's  illness  was  given.  For  the  defendant  Society,  its 
President,  Councillor  Wightman,  Mayor  of  Doncaster,  stated 
that  the  arrangement  made  with  the  plaintiff  was  that  he  was 
to  receive  a  weekly  salary  for  working  a  specified  number  of 
hours.  The  holidays  and  hours  were  fully  explained.  Mr. 
T.  E.  Ellison  (counsel  for  the  Society)  argued  that  plaintiff, 
having  left  his  employment  in  a  voluntary  manner,  had 
waived  every  obligation.  His  Honour  held  that  plaintiff 
was  entitled  to  his  wages  up  to  May  10,  and  gave  a  verdict 
for  35/.  16s. 


High  Court  Cases. 

[Unless  where  otherwise  stated  the  actions  are  in  the  High 
Courts  of  Justice,  London.] 

National  Cash  Register  Case. 

The  action  brought  by  Mr.  J.  R.  Riley,  an  Accrington 
tobacconist,  against  the  National  Cash  Register  Co.,  Ltd., 
for  alleged  misrepresentations  by  one  of  the  company's- 
agents  was  concluded  on  Friday,  December  9,  before  Mr 
Justice  Grantham  and  a  special  jury.  After  about  twt 
hours'  deliberation  the  jury  disagreed.  Mr.  Justice 
Grantham  remarked  that  this  was  most  unfortunate.  It 
would  only  entail  further  expense  to  the  parties  if  the  jury 
could  not  agree.  The  foreman  said  there  was  one  member 
of  the  jury  who  dissented  from  his  fellows,  and  no  agree- 
ment was  possible.    The  jury  were  accordingly  discharged. 

On  Saturday  Mr.  Powell,  K.C.,  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiff, 
applied  for  an  immediate  re-trial.  Mr.  McCall,  K.C., 
opposed.  The  Court,  Counsel  said,  had  no  power  to  make 
such  an  order,  and  it  would  be  impossible  for  his  clients  to 
get  a  fair  trial  while  the  papers  were  yet  ringing  with 
Friday's  result.  Mr.  Justice  Grantham  postponed  giving 
his  decision,  saying  that  he  did  not  want  to  retry  the  case 
himself,  and  there  was  difficulty  about  getting  another 
Judge  to  take  it  next  week.  As  to  Mr.  MeCall's  contention 
that  his  clients  would  not  have  a  fair  hearing  if  the  case 
came  on  immediately,  his  Lordship  said  that  the  foreman 
of  the  jury  in  this  case  came  to  him  that  morning  and  said 
that  the  parties  had  not  had  a  fair  trial.  From  the  first,  the 
foreman  said,  one  of  their  number  had  intimated  to  the 
others  what  he  would  do,  and  from  a  remark  made  by  a 
juryman  before  the  jury  retired  to  consider  their  verdict  his 
Lordship  said  he  felt  certain  he  knew  what  would  happen. 
It  was  his  duty  to  sav  that  if  jurymen  broke  their  oath 
in  that  way,  it  was  a  very  serious  question  whether 
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proceedings  could  not  be  taken  against  them.  His  Lordship 
postponed  his  decision  until  Tuesday,  when  he  stated  that 
he  could  not  expedite  the  trial. 

Chemist's  Business  Dispute. 
The  motion  in  the  action  of  Knowles  v.  Roberts  was 
again  before  Mr.  Justice  Neville  in  the  Chancery  Division 
on  Friday,  December  9  (see  C.  &  D.,  December  10,  p.  853). 
It  was  for  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  in  the  business 
of  Knowles  &  Co.,  Seymour  Street,  W.,  and  for  an  in- 
junction to  restrain  the  defendant  from  carrying  on  busi- 
ness as  Knowles  &  Co.  or  under  any  other  name  calculated 
to  lead  to  the  belief  that  it  was  the  plaintiffs'  business. 
It  was  alleged  that  the  defendant,  who  had  been  manager, 
had,  by  misrepresentation,  succeeded  in  obtaining  from  the 
plaintiffs  (two  ladies)  the  whole  of  their  business  effects, 
and  had  continued  to  carry  on  business  in  their  name. 
Mr.  Peterson,  K.C.,  for  the  plaintiffs,  now  applied  for  a 
further  postponement,  and  without  discussion  his  Lordship 
allowed  the  motion  to  stand  over,  no  date  being  mentioned. 

Dentists'  Modelling-wax. 
An  action  was  heard  on  Monday,  December  12,  in  the 
King's  Bench,  before  Mr.  Justice  Ridley  and  a  special 
jury,  in  which  the  Invicta  Manufacturing  Co.,  Ltd.,  pro- 
ceeded against  Claudius  Ash,  Sons  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  upon  a 
verbal  agreement  made  on  January  29,  1909,  between  Mr. 
W.  E.  Ganey  for  the  plaintiffs  and  Mr.  J.  Higson  for  the 
defendants,  the  plaintiffs  promising  to  instruct  the  defen- 
dants in  the  method  of  manufacture  of,  and  the  nature  of, 
the  machinery,  plant,  and  ingredients  necessary  for  the 
production  of  wax  for  dental  operations,  and  also  agreed 
to  supply  certain  materials  for  this  purpose ;  and  that  in 
consideration  of  this  the  defendants  promised  to  purchase 
from  the  plaintiffs  modelling-wax  to  an  amount  to  be  after- 
wards agreed  upon,  or  to  pay  the  plaintiffs  fair  and 
reasonable    remuneration.    The   claim    added    that  the 
plaintiffs  fulfilled  their  part  of  the  bargain,  and  that  the 
defendants  agreed  to  give  to  the  plaintiffs  one-half  of  the 
amount  of  their  modelling-wax  orders  for  two  years  from 
December  25,  1909.    The  plaintiffs  alleged  also  that  the 
defendants  had  failed  to  give  the  plaintiffs  orders  or 
reasonable  remuneration,  and  in  lieu  of  this  they  claimed 
410?.    For  the  defence  it  was  stated  that  the  defendants 
agreed  to  purchase  modelling-wax  during  1909,  and  carried 
out  that  agreement  till  the  plaintiffs  repudiated  the  agree- 
ment.   The  defendants  further  alleged  that  the  machine 
supplied  was  worn  and  out  of  order,  and  that  other  parts 
of  the  equipment  were  old. — At  the  opening  of  the  defen- 
dants' case  Mr.  Justice  Ridley  held  that  the  Statute  of 
Frauds  had  a  bearing  on  the  case,  and  that,  consequently, 
there  must  on  the  point  of  the  breach  of  contract  be  judg- 
ment for  the  defendants  because  the  contract  was  not  in 
writing.    After  the  evidence,  his  Lordship,  in  summing 
up,  stated  that  the  matter  left  for  the  jury  was  a  very 
small  one,  owing  to  the  effect  of  the  legal  objection.  But, 
his  Lordship  added,  the  smaller  the  difference  between 
persons  the  more  they  fight  about  it.    He  asked  the  jury 
to  assess  the  value  of  the  machinery,  which  they  put  at 
421.  lis.,  and  judgment  for  that  amount,  with  costs,  was 
entered  in  favour  of  the  plaintiff  company,  and  judgment 
with  costs  for  the  defendant  company  on  the  Statute  of 
Frauds  issue. 

Optical  Differences. 

Before  Mr.  Justice  Ridley  and  a  special  jury,  in  the 
King's  Bench  Division,  there  came  up  for  hearing  on 
Tuesday,  December  13,  an  action  by  the  British  Optical 
Association  and  others  against  Sewell  and  others.  For  the 
plaintiffs  there  appeared  Mr.  McCall,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  Lionel 
Leach.  Mr.  Holman  Gregory,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  Charles  ap- 
peared for  Colonel  Sewell  and  Mr.  Jennings.  Mr.  Joel 
represented  Mr.  Jameson ;  and  a  fourth  defendant,  Mr. 
Ridyard,  was,  it  was  stated,  insane,  and  therefore  unable 
to  attend  the  court. 

Mr.  McCall  stated  that  the  action  was  brought  for  mali- 
cious prosecution  and  conspiracy.  The  defence  was  a  total 
denial  of  the  allegations  of  the  plaintiffs'.  The  plaintiffs 
were,  first,  the  Association,  which  was  registered  as  a 
company  by  permission  of  the  Board  of  Trade  without 
using  the  word  "limited"  attached  to  its  name.  The 
other  plaintiffs  were  the  Secretary  of  the  Association  and 


certain  members  of  the  Council.    The  defendants  were 
Colonel  Sewell,  clerk  to  the  Spectacle-makers'  Company ; 
Mr.  Jennings,  a  solicitor  ;  Mr.  Ridyard,  who  acted  as  a 
clerk  to  a  solicitor  ;  and  Mr.  Jameson,  who  was  editor-in- 
chief  of  a  paper  owned  by  Colonel  Sewell.    The  complaint 
was  that  the  defendants  conspired  to  take  criminal  proceed- 
ings, and  did  take  these  proceedings,  against  the  plaintiffs 
for  various  technical  breaches  of  the  Companies  Act,  and 
plaintiffs  also  said  these  proceedings  were  avowedly  taken 
with  the  intention  of  damaging  the  individual  plaintiffs, 
and,  if  possible,  ruining  the  competition  of  the  plaintiff 
Association.    The  British  Optical  Association  had  existed 
since  1895,  and  had  been  a  great  success.    It  had  insti- 
tuted examinations  of  people  who  carried  on  business  as 
opticians  for  the  purpose  of  testing  their  knowledge  of 
spectacles  and  certain  apparatus.    The  Spectacle-makers' 
Company  started  similar  examinations,  which  also  became- 
very  popular.     In  1899  the  Spectacle-makers'  Company 
passed  a  rule  under  which  they  declined,  or  took  the  power 
to  decline,  the  examination  of  any  person  holding  a  certi- 
ficate not  approved  by  them.      Negotiations  took  place 
between  the  plaintiffs  and  the  Spectacle-makers'  Company 
for  the  purpose  of  arriving  at  a  common  form  of  examina- 
tion.   These  negotiations  broke  down.    There  were  libel 
actions  as  to  what  had  happened  in  rival  newspapers.  Ito 
1906   the    defendants   took  out  twenty-two  summonses 
against  the  plaintiff  Association  for  various  technical 
breaches  of  the  Companies  Acts.    These  summonses  were- 
in  the  names  of  two  members  of  the  plaintiff  Association,, 
who,  plaintiffs  said,  had  been  indemnified  by  the  defen- 
dants against  the  costs  and  risks  of  taking  the  proceedings. 
The  summonses,  with  one  exception,  were  dismissed,  and' 
one  of  the  claims  in  this  action  consisted  of  the  amount 
of  the  expense  to  which  plaintiffs  had  been  put  in  defend- 
ing the  action.    They  were  obliged  to  spend  in  this  way 
360Z.    When  the  proceedings  before  the  magistrate  ended, 
the  two  persons  who  had  instituted  the  proceedings  ap- 
pealed to  the  plaintiffs  not  to  ask  for  costs  against  them. 
This  request  was  acceded  to.    Afterwards  certain  corre- 
spondence came  to  the  knowledge  of  the  plaintiffs.    On  this 
correspondence  they  based  their  claim  of  a  conspiracy. 

Mr.  Charles  said  the  magistrate  offered  to  state  a  case 
for  the  High  Court  on  the  summonses. 

Mr.  McCall  admitted  that  this  was  so,  but  he  added  that 
the  defendants  never  took  up  the  case  which  the  magistrate- 
offered  to  state. 

Answering  the  Judge,  Mr.  McCall  stated  that  the  sum- 
mons on  which  the  magistrate  convicted  was  that  which 
complained  that  a  copy  of  the  Memorandum  and  Articles 
of  Association  could  not  be  obtained  when  applied  for. 

Mr.  Charles  said  a  fine  of  11.  was  imposed  and  five 
guineas  costs  given,  which,  however,  were  not  taken. 

Evidence  in  support  of  the  plaintiffs'  case  was  then 
given.  The  witnesses  were  Mr.  Sutcliffe  (Secretary  of 
the  B.O.A.),  Mr.  W.  J.  Wright  (Westminster),  and  Mr. 
P.  G.  Allder  (Luton). 

Mr.  Holman  Gregory  stated  that  the  defendants  should 
have  their  defences  looked  at  individually.  Neither  of 
his  clients  was  going  to  justify  some  of  the  things  Mr. 
Jameson  had  done ;  but  he  ventured  to  suggest  that  there 
was  no  evidence  before  the  Court  regarding  Colonel 
Sewell  or  Mr.  Jennings  to  justify  an  action  for  malicious 
prosecution.  The  prosecutors  were  Allder  and  Wright. 
If  it  was  intended  to  bring  actions  against  the  other 
parties  there  were  two  distinct  forms. 

The  Judge  overruled  the  objection,  holding  that  Allder 
and  Wright  were  merely  dummies. 

Mr.  Gregory  submitted  that  the  facts  had  justified  the 
steps  which  had  been  taken,"  and  further  that  the  Associa- 
tion could  not  sue,  being  a  trade  union.  On  behalf  of 
Mr.  Jennings  he  specially  submitted  that  he  had  nothing 
to  do  with  the  case,  as  it  was  done  by  Ridyard  the  clerk 
without  consulting  his  master. 

The  Judge  overruled  these  objections. 
Mr.  Gregory,  addressing  the  jury  on  behalf  of  h-is 
clients,  said  there  had  been  friction  between  the  two  sets 
of  officials  of  the  Association  and  the  Spectacle-makers' 
Company.  There  had  been  actions  for  libels  on  both 
sides,  and  these  had  been  withdrawn.  There  had  been  a 
wordy  warfare  in  their  newspapers.  The  question  was 
who  started  and  worked  this  out.     He  believed  that 
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Bidyard  had  hidden  the  case  from  his  master  Mr. 
Jennings,  and  he  (counsel)  believed  that  it  was  remorse 
for  what  he  had  done  which  had  affected  Ridyard's  brain 
and  caused  him  to  be  confined  in  an  asylum  from  which 
it  was  feared  he  would  never  come  out.  Counsel  had  not 
finished  his  speech  when  the  Court  rose.  The  hearing  was 
adjourned  till  Monday. 

Medicine  Stamp-duty  Act,  1812. 

A  Remedy  for  Obesity. 

At  the  Marlborough  Police  Court  on  December  14,  Mr. 
Denham  resumed  hearing  of  the  case  in  which  the  Phato- 
lene  Co.,  Ltd.,  Berwick  House,  Oxford  Street,  London, 
W.,  was  summoned  by  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and 
Excise  for  selling  and  exposing  for  sale,  unstamped,  a 
medicine  called  "Phatolene";  also  for  trading  in  the 
article  without  having  the  necessary  licence.  As  reported 
in  the  C.  &  D.,  December  10,  pp.  853-4,  there  were  four 
summonses  in  all.  Hearing  of  the  case  had  been  ad- 
journed in  order  that  witnesses  should  be  called  for  the 
defence.  Mr.  Simmons,  of  the  Solicitors'  Department  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise,  appeared  in 
support  of  the  prosecution,  and  Mr.  Cyril  H.  Kirby  (of 
Messrs.  Neve,  Beck  &  Kirby)  defended. 

Mr.  Kirby,  in  opening  the  case  for  the  defence,  said 
he  rather  gathered  from  his  Worship's  observation  on  the 
occasion  of  the  last  hearing  that  he  took  the  view  that  a 
company  might  not  be  within  the  exemptions  mentioned 
in  the  Medicine  Stamp-duty  Act,  which  provided  that  a 
surgeon,  apothecary,  chemist,  or  person  who  had  served 
a  regular  apprenticeship  to  a  chemist  might  sell,  un- 
stamped, a  pure  or  entire  drug  under  a  fancy  name.  He 
submitted,  however,  that,  according  to  a  circular  issued 
by  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise  in  April 
1909,  a  company  is  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  exemptions 
if  its  business  is  under  the  management  of  a  qualified 
chemist.  If,  therefore,  the  article  in  this  case  ("Phato- 
lene ")  were  held  to  be  a  pure  drug,  the  defendant  com- 
pany might  set  that  out  as  an  absolute  answer  to  the 
charge,  as  Mr.  Blount,  the  manager,  clearly  filled  the 
office  of  a  qualified  manager  or  superintendent. 

Mr.  Denham  remarked  that  he  did  not  intend  to  con- 
vey that  a  company  was  not  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the 
exemption  referred  to.  He  thought,  however,  Mr.  Kirby 
was  wandering  into  a  side-issue. 

Mr.  Kirby  pointed  out  that  Mr.  Blount  mentioned  to 
Mr.  Cope,  the  representative  of  the  Commissioners,  that 
his  company  was  exempt  because  the  article  sold  came 
within  the  meaning  of  a  medicinal  drug  vended  entire, 
without  any  admixture  or  composition  with  anything  else. 

Mr.  Denham  remarked  that  the  article  was  not  a  pure 
drug. 

Mr.  Kirby  submitted  that  if  the  information  Mr. 
Blount  received  from  the  manufacturers  that  the  article 
he  received  was  a  pure  drug  had  been  correct,  he  would 
have  been  entitled  to  sell  it  under  whatever  fancy  name 
he  chose  without  incurring  any  liability  as  to  stamp-duty. 
Then,  again,  he  had  to  contend  that  obesity  was  not  a 
disease,  although  he  gathered  that  at  last  hearing  his 
Worship  held  that  it  was. 

Mr.  Denham  said  that  in  the  printed  paper  in  which 
the  box  was  wrapped,  mention  was  made  of  what  a 
dreadful  disease  obesity  is.  The  words  were  "  a  very 
serious  disease,  often  resulting  in  death."  Defendant 
company  asked  people  to  give  17s.  6c?.  for  stuff  on  the 
ground  that  it  would  cure  a  disease,  and  a  very  dangerous 
disease — "sooner  or  later  ending  in  sudden  death."  The 
disease  here  referred  to  was  obesity. 

Mr.  Kirby  remarked  that  people  wished  to  remove 
obesity  without  regarding  it  as  a  disease. 

Mr.  Denham  :  So  they  might.  If  you  merely  say,  "  I 
have  some  bladderwrack  which  has  a  tendency  to  make 
you  less  fat  than  you  are,"  without  saying  that  obesity 
is  a  disease,  then  your  argument  would  hold  good ;  but  as 
the  fact  is  that  obesity  is  described  as  a  disease,  it  does 
not. 

Mr.  Kirby  :  The  fact  that  defendants  call  it  a  disease 
does  not  make  it  so. 

Mr.  Denham  :  It  makes  him  unreasonable.  He  piles 
on  the  agony  about  this  thing  being  a  disease  in  order  to 
sell  this  bottle  of  stuff. 


Mr.  Kirby  said  he  would  not  pursue  the  point  any 
furth.".  The  active  ingredient  in  the  article  sold  was  an 
extract  of  bladderwrack,  and  the  other  ingredients  were 
admitted  by  the  analyst  of  the  Commissioners  to  be  neutral. 
Now  he  put  it  that  the  presence  of  these  neutral  ingredients 
was  a  parallel  to  the  old-fashioned  practice  of  taking  a  pill 
or  a  powder  in  jam,  and  had  no  medicinal  effect. 

Mr.  George  Blount,  manager  of  Phatolene,  Ltd.,  then 
gave  evidence.  He  stated  that  he  bought  the  business  of 
the  company  from  a  Mr.  Laurence  about  twenty-five  years 
ago,  and  the  article  in  question  was  one  of  Mr.  Laurence's 
prescriptions.  When  he  sold  the  pills  he  thought  they 
were  pure  Fucus  extract ;  or  Fucus  vesiculosus,  to  give  it 
its  long  Latin  name.  He  had  been  purchasing  the  pills 
from  two  firms — Lloyd  of  Leicester,  and  Cox  of  Brighton 
— both  old-established  and  reputable  houses.  The  pill 
marked  512  on  Messrs.  Lloyd's  list  was  the  one  in  question, 
and  was  named  as  he  had  mentioned.  When  he  sold  the 
article  he  certainly  thought  it  was  a  pure  drug.  The 
makers  had  said  all  along  that  it  is  a  pure  drug,  and 
not  liable  to  stamp-duty.  Mr.  Cope,  the  representative 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise,  did  not  give 
him  a  copy  of  the  analysis,  although  he  asked  him  for  it, 
and  would  give  him  no  information  regarding  the  per- 
centages of  the  quantities.  In  cross-examination  witness 
said  the  letter  accompanying  the  packet  of  "  Phatolene" 
was  concocted  by  another  director  of  the  company. 

Mr.  Denham  said  the  question  was  whether  the 
article  sold  was  or  was  not  a  pure  drug,  and  they  could 
not  get  any  further  than  the  fact  that  the  person  who 
sold  it  said  he  thought  it  was.  It  seemed  to  him  beyond 
all  dispute  that  "  Phatolene,"  which  was  not  a  pure  drug, 
had  been  held  out  by  the  vendor  as  being  adapted  to  cure 
or  relieve  a  distemper,  malady,  or  ailment  affecting  the 
human  body — viz.,  obesity.  There  could  be  no  question 
that  defendants  did  their  best  to  put  forward  obesity  as 
a  disease  which  "  Phatolene"  could  cure.  Having  quoted 
passages  from  the  printed  matter  issued  with  the  article 
in  support  of  this  view,  Mr.  Denham  went  on  to  say  that 
bladderwrack  did  not  seem  to  be  a  recognised  remedy  in 
the  medical  profession,  nor  was  it  referred  to  in  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia.  Allusion  was,  however,  made  to 
it  in  some  of  the  less  authoritative  works,  such  as  Squire's 
"  Companion  to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,"  where  it  was 
referred  to  as  being  sometimes  used  or  tried  for  the 
reduction  of  obesity.  It  had  been  referred  to  in  the  course 
of  the  case  as  being  used  for  the  fattening  of  pigs.  Whether 
it  would  reduce  a  Daniel  Lambert  to  the  proportions  of  a 
skeleton,  or  increase  anyone  to  the  size  of  a  bullock,  was 
not  the  question.  Bladderwrack  was  one  thing,  and 
"Phatolene"  was  another.  The  defendants  having  sold 
"  Phatolene  "  unstamped  were  in  his  opinion  liable.  There 
would  be  a  fine  of  51.,  and  costs,  on  all  the  summonses. 

Licensing  Act,  1872. 

Sale  of  Wincaknis  with  Quinine. 

At  the  Manchester  County  Police  Court  on  Decem- 
ber 9,  Richard  Needham.  chemist  and  druggist,  Mottram 
Road,  Stalybridge,  and  Ernest  Harold  Aves,  chemist  and 
druggist,  his  manager,  City  Road,  Old  Trafford,  were 
summoned  for  selling  Wincarnis  with  Quinine  without  a 
licence  at  Old  Trafford  on  September  30.  Mr.  John. 
Crofton  prosecuted  on  behalf  of  the  local  licensing 
authority,  and  Mr.  Gordon  Hewart  defended. 

Mr.  Crofton  explained  that  the  defendants  carried  on 
business  at  437  City  Road,  Old  Trafford,  and  on  Septem- 
ber 30  two  bottles  of  Wincarnis  with  Quinine  were  pur- 
chased. One  was  sent  to  the  county  analyst  at  Liverpool, 
and  the  result  of  the  analysis  showed  that  the  liquid  con- 
tained 14.2  per  cent,  of  alcohol,  and  1  grain  of  quinine 
per  fluid  ounce.  Mr.  Crofton  submitted  that  as  the 
alcohol  was  produced  as  a  result  of  fermentation  the  wine 
in  question  came  within  the  Act,  and  therefore  the  licence 
was  necessary. 

Evidence  was  given  by  Police-Constable  Gray  as  to  the 
purchase  of  the  Wincarnis,  and  cross-examined  by  Mr. 
Hewart,  the  witness  said  there  were  three  labels  on  the 
bottle,  which  read  "Wincarnis  with  Quinine." 

Mr.  Collingwood  Williams,  the  county  analyst,  stated 
that  7  oz.  of  the  wine  contained  1  oz.  of  alcohol.  The  wine 
would  intoxicate  if  drunk  in  sufficient  quantity.    It  con- 
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tained  meat-and-malt  extract  and  port-wine.  In  cross- 
examination  Mr.  Williams  admitted  that  he  had  drawn  up 
a  report  on  the  wine,  in  which  he  stated  that  it  was  suffi- 
ciently medicated  to  render  it  unpalatable  as  a  beverage. 
He  knew  chemists  sold  large  quantities  of  tinctures  which 
contained  spirit,  and  orange-quinine  wine  contained  10  to 
12  per  cent,  of  alcohol. 

For  the  defence  Mr.  Hewart  submitted  that  Wincarnis 
with  Quinine  came  under  the  protecting  clause  of  the 
Act,  as  it  was  a  medicated  wine.  Mr.  Needham  had  a 
good  many  shops  in  Lancashire,  and  had  been  selling  the 
wine  for  a  number  of  years  without  question. 

Mr.  Needham,  in  the  witness  box,  said  he  had  always 
regarded  Wincarnis  with  Quinine  as  a  medicine  and  r.ot 
a  beverage,  and  he  had  never  known  a  single  case  where 
it  had  been  purchased  as  a  beverage. 

Dr.  Reynolds,  of  Manchester,  said  that  assuming  there 
was  1  grain  of  quinine  per  ounce  in  the  liquid,  it  was, 
in  his  opinion,  a  drug.  He  had  known  it  to  be  recom- 
mended by  many  doctors  as  a  drug.  Questioned  as  to 
its  intoxicating  powers,  Dr.  Reynolds  said  it  would  pro- 
duce quinine-poisoning  before  it  would  bring  on  intoxica- 
tion. 

The  Stipendiary  said  he  would  like  to  take  a  little 
time  to  consider  the  question,  and  he  would  give  his  de- 
cision on  Wednesday.  When  the  case  was  called  on  that 
day  a  further  adjournment  was  agreed  to  owing  to  counsel 
for  the  defendants  being  unable  to  attend. 

Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

Address  on  the  Label  Case. 
A  case  was  down  for  hearing  at  the  Cardiff  County  Court 
on  Friday,  December  9,  in  which  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  sought  to  recover  a  penalty  of 
51.  from  Messrs.  Sparks,  Treharne  &  Densham,  wholesale 
chemists,  of  London  and  Cardiff,  for  the  alleged  sale  of 
poison  by  retail  at  Cardiff  on  September  15 ;  but  when  the 
case  was  called  it  was  stated  that  the  action  had  been 
withdrawn,  as  the  alleged  sale  had  previously  been  the 
subject  of  a  prosecution  before  the  Cardiff  Stipendiary,  but 
the  case  had  been  dismissed  (C.  <£•  D.,  November  5,  p.  681). 
A  subsequent  application  to  the  Magistrate  to  state  a 
case  for  appeal  had  also  been  refused  as  frivolous.  Mr.  Ivor 
Vachell,  on  behalf  of  the  defendants,  on  Saturday  applied  to 
Judge  Hill-Kelly  to  grant  costs  under  Scale  C.  His  Honour, 
however,  held  that,  although  the  defendants  had  his  sym- 
pathy, the  action  brought  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
was  not  one  of  such  difficulty  or  intricacy,  or  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  public,  as  to  warrant  his  giving  costs  under 
Scale  C,  and  he  therefore  refused  the  application. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

"  What  is  Cocoa?  " 
At  the  West  London  Police  Court  on  December  8,  Mr. 
Fordham  was  again  called  upon  to  decide  the  question  of 
"What  is  cocoa?"  Former  convictions  related  to  cocoa 
containing  excessive  (added)  amounts  of  cocoa-shell.  In 
the  present  case  the  defendants,  Messrs.  Miller  &  Sons, 
grocers,  Fulham  Road,  London,  S.W.,  were  summoned  for 
selling  cocoa  (stated  to  be  Epps's  cocoa)  containing  18  per 
cent,  of  ground  cocoa-shell. 

Mr.  C.  H.  Cribb,  public  analyst  for  Fulham,  who  gave 
details  of  his  analysis  of  the  sample,  admitted  that  he  was 
formerly  in  partnership  with  Mr.  Booth,  chemist  to 
Messrs.  Cadbury  Bros.,  and  that  they  had  made  experi- 
ments from  beans  supplied  by  Cadbury  Bros.  He  was  not 
aware  that  there  were  two  different  kinds  of  cocoa-bean — 
"plantation"  and  "native." 

Mr.  C.  E.  Cassal,  public  analyst  for  Kensington  and 
Westminster,  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  presence  of 
ehell  in  cocoa  is  evidence  of  adulteration. 

Mr.  Booth,  chemist  to  Cadbury  Bros.,  stated  that  that 
firm  manufactured  cocoa  solely  from  the  bean,  freed  from 
the  shell  as  far  as  possibly  could  be  done.  He  denied  that 
Cadbury  Bros,  sold  a  chocolate  containing  12  per  cent, 
of  shell,  or  that  the  firm  kept  at  their  establishment  a 
special  machine  for  grinding  shell. 

For  the  defence,  Mr.  A.  H.  M.  Muter,  public  analyst, 
stated  that  in  his  opinion  commercial  cocoa  consisted  of  the 
whole  bean  ground  up,  and  that  it  would  thus  contain  a 
percentage  of  shell  varying  with  the  quality  of  the  bean. 


Mr.  Max  Montesor,  managing  director  of  Messrs. 
Schweitzer  &  Co.,  cocoa  manufacturers,  agreed  that  com- 
mercial cocoa  was  made  of  the  nib  and  the  shell  combined,. 
though  high-class  cocoas — such  as  their  own  cocoatina — 
did  not  contain  shell. 

The  hearing  was  adjourned.

On  the  application) 
of  Mr.  Robb,  the  first  public  sitting  was  passed  and  the- 
second  sitting  adjourned  generally.  The  consent  between  the 
assignees  and  the  Ulster  Bank,  Ltd.,  who  held  mortgages  by 
equitable  deposit  for  363?.  Is.  2d.  for  the  sale  of  the  property,, 
was  made  a  rule  of  Court.

A  hopeful  view  was  taken  of  the  future,  and  in  the  meantime 
every  effort  is  being  made  to  maintain  the  quality  of  the 
company's  goods.    The  report  came  in  for  but  few  criticisms, 
Mr.  Hodgson  and  Mr.  Hicks  inquiring  why  the  reserve  fund 
could  not  be  drawn  upon  instead  of  borrowing  from  the  bank. 
The  Chairman  explained  that  the  reserve  fund  was  well  in 
vested.    Other  matters  raised  were  the  valuation  and  rating 
of  properties  to  which  satisfactory  answers  were  given.  Mr. 
Airey  was  in  optimistic  vein  and  looked  forward  to  good 
dividends  following  improvement  of  the  weather.    The  report 
and  accounts  were  adopted  and  Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris  and  Mr. 
James  Bradford  re-elected  directors.    The  auditors  were  also 
re-appointed.

Deutsche  Pharmazeutische  Qesellschaft. 

The  twentieth  birthday  of  the  Deutsche  Pharmazeutische 
Gesellschaft,  which  was  celebrated  in  Berlin  on  December  10, 
will  be  remembered  with  pleasure 
by  the  hundred  who  participated 
as  members,  or  who  were  privi- 
leged to  attend  as  guests  of  the 
evening.  The  function  took 
place  in  the  handsome  new 
headquarters  of  the  Apotheker 
Verein.  The  proceedings  were 
opened  by  a  speech  by  Professor 
Dr.  H.  Thorns  (the  President), 
who  briefly  sketched  the  rise  of 
the  Society  since  its  inception. 
At  the  time  of  its  creation  there 
was  no  really  scientific  corpora- 
tion to  unite  those  German  phar- 
macists who  have  done  so  much 
to  advance  the  position  of  the 
profession  in  their  country  and 
to  make  its  members  respected 
far  beyond  the  frontiers  of  the 
-Fatherland.  Professor  Tschirch 
was  the  first  to  propose  the  idea  ; 
but  it  remained  merely  a  proposal 

until  the  matter  was  taken  in  hand  by  Professor  Thorns,  and 
the  present  important  and  honoured  position  of  the  Deutsche 
Pharmazeutische  Gesellschaft  among  scientific  bodies  of  the 
world  is  mainly  due  to  his  untiring  energy  and  efforts  to 
further  its  interests.  It  must  have  been  some  compensation 
for  him  to  observe  that  on  this  auspicious  occasion  his  work 
in  this  direction  received  unstinted  and  well-deserved  praise, 
full  recognition  being  rendered  him  for  his  masterly  guidance 
of  the  Society's  transactions  during  his  many  years  of  presi- 
dency. Professor  Thorns  alluded  to  the  growth  the  Society 
had  made  in  the  few  years  of  its  existence ;  it  now  numbers 
over  800  members,  many  of  whom  occupy  honoured  positions 
in  the  world  of  pharmacy  outside  the  German  Empire.  Many 
important  discoveries  have  been  first  made  known  by  their 
authors  through  the  medium  of  the  Society ;  thus  Fischer's 
synthesis  of  caffeine,  Behring's  theory  of  the  determination 
of  the  units  of  immunity  in  diphtheria  antitoxin,  and  many 
others  which  are  now  matters  of  common  knowledge.  The 
Society's  field  of  activity  has  extended  to  researches  by  its 
members  in  practically  every  branch  of  science  related  to  the 
art  of  healing,  and  Professor  Thorns  dwelt  on  the  good  rela- 
tions existing  between  the  Society  and  the  medical  profession. 
The  opening  speech  was  received  with  great  applause,  and 
greetings  to  the  Society  on  its  birthday  were  tendered  by 
several  of  the  guests  present,  among  whom  we  noticed  Geh. 
Reg.  Rat  Dr.  Duisberg,  Professor  Robert.  Dr.  Salzmann, 
Dr.  Dieterich,  Dr.  Laux.  Geh.  Rat  Froelich,  Dr.  Ritsert, 
Professor  Schwalbe.  and  M.  Barfoed  as  representative  of  the 
Danish  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

Privat-Docent  Dr.  Anselmino  then  read  a  paper  on 

The  New  German  Pharmacopoeia, 
pointing  out  the  changes  effected  and  explaining  many  of  the 
grounds  for  such  innovations.    Some  of  his  remarks  have 
more  than  a  purely  national  interest;  thus  his  remark  to  the 


Dr.  H.  Thoiis. 
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effect  that  the  pharmacist  stood  or  fell  with  the  question  of 
the  personal  preparation  of  galenicals  was  received  with 
great  applause :  "  If  the  pharmacist  wishes  merely  to  act  as 
a  trader  by  selling  ready-made  preparations,  then  why  this 
agitation  for  a  higher  education  ?  Either  remain  a  pharma- 
cist by  exercising  th©  profession,  or  become  a  tradesman." 
The  provision  of  the  Brussels  Conference  that  the  extracts 
of  potent  drugs  should  contain  10  per  cent,  of  water  was  not 
adopted,  as  it  had  been  found  that  these  extracts  contained 
at  least  15  per  cent,  of  moisture.  No  assay  of  tincture  of 
aconite  is  now  prescribed,  as  it  has  been  found  that  in  the 
case  of  this  preparation  its  efficacy  seems  entirely  independent 
of  its  alkaloidal  content.  He  mentioned  one  peculiar  conse- 
quence of  the  new  edition — the  tariff -charge  for  boric-acid 
ointment  will  be  now  lower  than  formerly.  This  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  this  ointment  is  now  to  be  prepared  with  white 
vaseline  instead  of  paraffin  ointment ;  formerly  there  were 
two  galenicals  to  make  in  its  preparation — i.e.,  paraffin  oint- 
ment and  with  it  the  boric  ointment — now  there  is  only  on© 
manipulation,  the  direct  preparation  of  the  ointment  by 
mixing  the  two  ingredients.  He  closed  his  interesting  survey 
with  a  few  words  on  the  scientific  value  of  the  new  work, 
which  was  called  to  promote  scientific  research  and  work  in 
the  pharmaceutical  laboratory.  Th©  interesting  paper  from 
so  competent  an  authority  was  received  with  considerable 
applause. 

The  Banquet 

which  followed  kept  the  company  together  for  several  hours, 
and,  in  addition  to  the  preparations  dispensed  in  accordance 
with  the  culinary  Pharmacopoeia  of  the  Vereinshaus  Deutscher 
Apotheker  and  the  well-chosen  products  of  its  cellars,  many 
gracefully  worded  and  witty  speeches  went  to  make  the  event 
a  social  success.  G-eh.  Reg.  Rat  Dr.  Duisberg  humorously  and 
aptly  touched  upon  the  now  burning  question  of  the  relation- 
ship of  apothekers  to  manufacturers.  As  a  member  of  the 
"  confounded  "  great  manufacturers,  he  had  looked  forward 
to  the  appearance  of  the  book  which  formed  the  subject  of 
Dr.  Anselmino's  paper  with  mixed  feelings.  But  now  he  had 
become  a  fervent  admirer,  the  wheel  of  progress  could  not  be 
arrested,  and  his  wish  was  that  "  no  water  might  be  poured 
into  the  wine  "  ;  the  apothekers  formed  the  best  clients  of  the 
great  manufacturers,  and  both  had  to  depend  for  returns  upon 
th©  same  public. 

A  very  happy  allusion  was  made  by  Dr.  Salzmann  (Presi- 
dent of  the  Apotheker  Verein),  who  reminded  the  company  of 
one  who,  although  not  figuring  on  th©  list  of  members,  had 
•done  much  towards  the  realisation  of  this  successful  evening 
and  the  event  it  commemorated  by  helpful  and  devoted 
assistance  to  its  President — he  referred  to  the  wife  of  Pro- 
fessor Thorns,  and  this  toast  was  drunk  with  enthusiasm.

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Observations  and  Reflections.

The  Counter,  prescribing 

Blue-book  has  an  appendix  of  con- 
densed reports  from  considerably  more  than  200  places  in 
England  and  Wales,  an  examination  of  which  is  likely  to 
allay  any  alarm  that  may  have  been  caused  by  the  general 
Eeport.  The  exact  number  of  places  is  (if  I  have  not 
miscounted)  218.  In  thirty-eight  of  these  practice  by  un- 
qualified persons  is  rejiorted  to  be  non-existent ;  in  twenty- 
six  only  is  it  «aid  to  be  increasing,  and  in  several  of  these 
the  increase  is  but  slight,  while  in  others  it  is  only  probable  ; 
in  111  places  it  is  either  not  increasing  or  not  known  to  be 
increasing,  and  in  several  of  these  it  is  definitely  said  to  be 
decreasing.  The  reports  under  this  head  are  in  one  or  two 
cases  ambiguous,  but  only  in  very  few  is  any  great  increase 
noted.  As  regards  the  effect  of  this  irregular  practice,  the 
reports  are  almost  equally  reassuring  to  the  timid  person. 
In  forty-seven  of  them  it  is  admitted  that  no  appreciable 
mischief  is  done ;  in  forty-two  nothing  at  all  is  said  on  this 
point,  which  is  fairly  good  evidence  that  no  great  harm 
is  known  to  have  resulted ;  and  in  many  in  which  ill-results 
are  alleged  the  terms  used  are  so  general  as  to  be  without 
any  real  force.  "  Undoubtedly  injurious,  but  difficult  to 
give  particulars,"  says  one  judicially  minded  gentleman; 
"The  assumption  is  that  it  is  deleterious,"  says  another; 
"  Unsatisfactory,"  says  a  third,  but  does  not  state  to  whom  ; 
"  On  the  whole  beneficial  to  the  medical  profession," 
chortles  another,  and  adds,  rather  cynically,  "if  the  public 
suffer  it  is  their  own  fault."  Of  really  serious  and  definite 
harm  done  there  is  much  less  evidence  than  one  would 
expect  from  the  general  tone  of  the  Report ;  and  it  is  abun- 
dantly clear  that  neither  the  increase  of  irregular  practice 
nor  the  harm  resulting  from  it  is  chargeable  mainly  to 
ohemists.  Indeed,  if  the  Report  proves  anything  it  is  that 
chemists  prescribe  less  than  they  did  formerly.  Why 
then  this  outcry  against  us  ? 

Mr.  Stephenson's  Address 

on  pharmaceutical  ethics  is  worthy 
of  a  countryman  of  Mr.  Haldane's,  and  probably  it  would 
not  be  so  far  above  the  heads  of  an  Edinburgh  audience  as 
the  famous  speech  in  the  "  Wee  Free  "  case  wa6  above  the 
House  of  Lords.  Scots  appear  to  be  by  nature  inclined  to 
the  study  of  metaphysics,  but  to  the  average  Englishman 
it  seems  rather  a  hard  saying  that  without  a  general  know- 
ledge of  ethics  we  cannot  act  as  moral  beings.  Especially 
is  this  the  case  if  Mr.  Stephenson's  ethical  theory  is  correct. 
Is  it  really  true  that  ethics  derives  from  the  cellular  struc- 
ture of  organised  matter,  or  from  any  of  the  facts  of 
physical  science  ?  It  is  safer,  and  I  think  more  philo- 
sophical, to  base  it  upon  other  than  material  grounds — that 
is  to  say,  upon  the  idea  of  duty,  the  consciousness  that  we 
ought  to  do  this  and  ought  not  to  do  that,  which  rests  (says 
Professor  Watson)  upon  the  further  consciousness  of  an 
ideal  good  for  man  identical  with  the  good  of  existence  as 
a  whole.  Whence  this  comes  I  will  not  now  stay  to  inquire  ; 
but  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  cells  can  have  it,  or  can  feel 
any  desire  to  do  the  right  thing,  or  in  any  strict  sense 
"  agree  "  not  to  develop  at  the  expense  of  their  neighbours. 
If  they  did,  cancer  would  not  exist.  Ethics  may  indeed  be 
regarded  as  the  result  of  a  long  process  of  evolution — though 
not,  I  think,  of  the  evolution  of  mere  matter — but  to  speak 
of  an  "ethical  "  element  present  before  the  birth  of  con- 
sciousness is  a  contradiction  in  terms.  Perhaps  Mr. 
Stephenson  only  does  this  metaphorically.  Put  as  he  puts 
it,  however,  his  theory  of  ethics  appears  to  be  based  on  a 


materialistic  monism  which  fails  to  explain  not  only  the 
moral  but  any  of  the  facts  of  existence.  In  any  case,  he 
has  used  a  prodigiously  long  lever  for  moving  his  neigh- 
bours to  support  the  Association  ho  represents.  One  envies 
his  audience  the  intellectual  treat  afforded  by  such  an 
address,  but  the  "application"  is  hardly  commensurate 
with  the  sermon. 

To  Make  Esperanto 

a  substitute  for  a  foreign  language  in 
the  Minor  examination,  as  Mr.  Lea  proposes,  would  be 
a  serious  mistake.  Esperanto  is  not  in  any  proper  sense 
a  language,  though  it  may  be  a  very  good  medium  for 
business  communications.  But  even  as  a  matter  of  busi- 
ness French  or  German  is  much  more  useful  to  a  man 
in  retail  trade  either  in  England  or  abroad.  A  knowledge 
of  Esperanto  would  not  help  a  man  to  a  situation  any- 
where ;  it  would  not  enable  him  to  read  foreign  scientific 
works ;  and  for  conversational  purposes  at  home  it  would 
be  of  little,  if  any,  use.  This,  however,  is  the  least  of  the 
objections  to  the  proposed  change.  The  acquisition  of 
Esperanto  would  not  be  comparable  as  a  mental  training 
to  the  learning  of  any  real  language.  To  regard  it  as  such 
is  equivalent  to  thinking  a  puzzle  as  good  a  means  of 
education  as  a  proposition  in  Euclid  ;  indeed,  it  is  still 
more  absurd.  The  educative  value  of  the  study  of  another 
language  is  immense  :  it  is  like  entering  a  new  world  ;  it 
opens  to  us  the  mind  of  another  people ;  makes  us 
acquainted  with  new  thoughts,  new  feelings ;  gives  us  an 
altogether  new  apprehension  of  life.  A  language  is  not 
a  collection  of  arbitrary  symbols ;  it  is,  as  a  recent  writer 
in  "  The  Nationalist"  says,  "  the  expression  of  a  people's 
soul,  the  definition  of  their  individuality."  The  value  of 
a  word  does  not  lie  merely  or  chiefly  in  its  logical  mean- 
ing, but  far  more  in  its  associations  and  emotional  con- 
tent. This  is  why  pure  literature  can  never  be  adequately 
translated  ;  it  is  also  because  of  this  that  language  is  the 
finest  instrument  of  culture — such  an  instrument  as 
Esperanto  can  never  be. 

The  New  Interest 

in  old,  half-forgotten  books,  which  has  now 
become  so  general,  is  perhaps  responsible  for  the  publica- 
tion of  a  dainty  edition,  which  can  scarcely  be  meant  for 
students,  of  "The  Closet  of  Sir  Kenelm  Digby  Opened," 
a  work  not  previously  reprinted,  I  believe,  since  1677.  Its 
receipts  must  be  rather  out  of  date  for  practical  purposes ; 
but  the  book  is  of  much  historical  interest,  though  for 
the  pharmacist  it  is  exceeded  in  this  respect  by  the  same 
good  knight's  "  Choice  and  Experimental  Receipts  in 
Physick  and  Chirurgery,"  published  posthumously  in  1668,. 
with  a  dedicatory  epistle,  by  Digby's  former  assistant 
Hartman,  to  George,  Duke  of  Buckingham,  the  "  Chemist, 
statesman,  fiddler,  and  buffoon  "  of  Dryden's  satire.  Sir 
Kenelm  was  almost  as  versatile  a  person  as  this  patron  of 
his  book,  having  been  in  the  course  of  his  sixty -two  years, 
student,  traveller,  privateer,  diplomatist,  courtier,  chemist, 
botanist,  philosopher,  and  theologian ;  and  although  the 
stigma  proper  to  such  universal  geniuses,  "  Jack  of  all 
trades,  master  of  none,"  is  more  or  less  applicable  to  him 
also,  he  had  more  than  a  smattering  of  the  science  of  his 
time,  and  collected,  if  he  did  not  discover,  many  valuable 
medical  and  other  "secrets."  He  is  said,  indeed,  to  have 
been  the  first  to  notice  the  importance  of  oxygen  to  plants. 
His  "Receipts  "  as  a  whole  are  by  no  means  to  be  judged 
as  on  a  par  with  the  absurd  "  Powder  of  Sympathy  "  by 
which  he  is  best  remembered.  Evelyn  called  him  "  an 
arrant  mountebank,"  and  Stubbes  "the  very  Pliny  of  the- 
age  for  lying,"  and  he  was  undoubtedly  both  credulous 
and  bombastic;  but  these  failings  have  been  found  in 
men  of  greater  eminence  than  he.  It  is  easy  to  laugh  at 
such  notions  as  that  a  piece  of  the  plant  known  as 
shepherd's  purse  held  in  the  hand  or  worn  in  the  hat  will 
stop  bleeding  at  the  nose,  that  scraped  peony-root  applied 
to  the  soles  of  the  feet  will  cure  epilepsy,  or  that  to. 
scratch  the  gum  round  an  aching  tooth  with  an  iron  nail 
until  it  bleeds  and  then  drive  fch£  nail,  still  wet  with  blood, 
up  to  the  head  in  a  beam  will  ensure  future  immunity  from 
toothache  ;  but  superstitions  of  this  kind  were  not  extinct 
even  among  the  regular  practitioners  of  his  time.

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Ceylon  Grass  Oils. 

A  Few  Years  ago  Dr.  Otto  Stapf,  of  the  Royal  Gardens, 
Kew,  undertook  a  botanical  revision  of  the  aromatic 
grasses  assigned  to  the  genus  Andropogon  and  renamed 
this  portion  of  the  genus  Cymbopogon  ;  so  that  citronella 
grass  became  Cymbopogon  Nardus,  and  the  lemon-grasses 
were  separated  into  two  species,  the  one  yielding  the 
"  soluble  lemon-grass  oil "  of  the  East  Indies  being 
Cymbopogon  flexuosus,  while  that  furnishing  the  "  in- 
soluble lemon-grass  oil "  of  the  West  Indies  was  named 
Cymbopogon  citratus.  This  botanical  work  was  described 
in  the  C.  &  D.  at  the  time.  It  gave  a  fresh  stimulus  to  the 
chemical  examination  of  the  oils  furnished  by  these 
grasses,  and  in  1908  Mr.  J.  F.  Jowitt,  of  Craig,  Bandara- 
wela,  Ceylon,  sent  to  the  Imperial  Institute  for  examina- 
tion a  long  series  of  oils  prepared  from  the  wild  and 
cultivated  citronella  grasses  of  that  island  for  examination. 
The  first  results  of  that  work  were  published  in  the 
Chemist  and  Druggist  for  September  3,  p.  394,  and 
full  details  are  given  in  the  last-issued  number  of  the 
"  Circulars  and  Agricultural  Journal  of  the  Royal  Botanic 
Gardens,  Ceylon,"  Vol.  V.,  No.  12.  The  oils  are  classified 
botanically  according  to  Dr.  Stapf's  identifications  of  the 
grasses  yielding  them,  and  in  many  cases  the  figures 
quoted  represent  the  first  analyses  of  oils  from  thoroughly 
authenticated  sources.  It  is  well  known  that  the  citronella 
grasses  of  Ceylon  are  of  three  types  : 
(a)  Mana,  or  wild  grass. 

(6)  Lena-batu,  the  variety  cultivated  by  natives  and 
yielding  the  typical  citronella  oil  of  Ceylon. 

(c)  Maha-pengiri,  or  Winter's  grass,  yielding  the  finest 
Ceylon  oil,  which  approximates  to  Java  and  some  Malay 
States  oils  in  character  and  composition. 

The  Mana  grasses  show  considerable  variation  in  habit, 
but,  according  to  Dr.  Stapf's  identifications  in  this  article, 
they  all  belong  to  two  varieties  of  Cymbopogon  Nardus — ■ 
viz.  :  (1)  Cymbopogon  Nardus  var.  Linna:i,  (2)  Cymbo- 
pogon Nardus  var.  Confertiflorus.  The  oils  from  these 
Mana  grasses  show  great  variation  in  composition  and 
quality ;  thus  the  "  total  alcohols  "  range  from  26  to  64  per 
cent.,  citronellal  from  17  to  33  per  cent.,  and  geraniol 
from  6.3  to  44  per  cent.,  though  in  this  connection  it  must 
be  pointed  out  that  the  variation  is  shown  to  be  due  in 
part  to  distillation  of  grass  at  varying  periods  of  growth. 
Thus,  to  quote  only  one  instance,  one  plot  of  C.  Nardus 
var.  Linncei,  distilled  on  three  different  occasions,  yielded 
oils  containing  51.6,  63.2,  and  57.2  per  cent,  respectively 
of  "total  alcohols."  From  a  commercial  point  of  view, 
however,  the  most  interesting  fact  is  that  these  Mana 
grasses  give  only,  as  a  rule,  0.1  to  0.26  per  cent,  of  oil, 
as  compared  with  the  0.42  to  0.56  per  cent,  got  from 
Lena-batu  grass  and  0.59  to  0.77  per  cent,  obtained  from 
Maha-pengiri  grass.  The  report  draws  attention  to  an 
interesting  point  in  connection  with  these  Mana-grass  oils 
■ — viz.,  that  certain  of  them  approximate  in  type  to  Lena- 
batu  oil  and  others  to  Maha-pengiri  oils ;  but  ,  unfor- 
tunately, this  chemical  classification  of  the  oils  into  two 
groups  does  not  fall  into  line  with  Dr.  Stapf's  division  of 
the  grasses  yielding  them  into  two  groups.  This  result  is 
rather  disappointing,  in  view  of  Baker  and  Smith's  re- 
searches on  the  eucalypts  of  Australia,  and  more  recently  on 
the  conifers  of  the  same  continent,  which  seem  to  indicate 
that  the  characters  of  the  essential  oils  yielded  by  plants 
are  of  great  diagnostic  value  in  botanical  classification. 

Dr.  Stapf  has  apparently  found  it  convenient  to  regard 
Lena-batu  grass  as  a  distinct  variety,  which  he  names 
Cymbopogon  Nardus,  Lena-batu.  The  Imperial  Institute 
analyses  of  the  oils  from  the  carefully  selected  and  culti- 
vated samples  of  this  grass  show  that  they  contain  from 


57  to  62  per  cent,  of  "  total  alcohols,"  24.2  to  33.6  per 
cent,  of  citronellal,  and  26.3  to  34.5  per  cent,  of  geraniol, 
which  agreed  fairly  well  with  the  results  already  on  record 
for  good  Ceylon  oil  of  the  ordinary  type.  The  oils  are 
described  as  giving  clear  solutions  with  their  own  volume 
of  80-per-cent.  alcohol,  but  becoming  slightly  opalescent 
on  dilution  with  ten  volumes  of  the  alcohol.  Maha- 
pengiri  grass,  which  yields  the  best  citronella  oil  of 
Ceylon,  such  as  Winter's,  is  now  named  Cymbopogon 
W interianus,  Jowitt.  This  grass  gives  a  very  high  yield 
of  good-quality  oil  rich  in  citronellal,  but  unfortunately 
it  does  not  seem  to  grow  in  the  island  without  attention, 
and  for  that  reason  has  never  recommended  itself  to  native 
cultivators.  The  three  authentic  samples  of  this  oil 
examined  gave  79  to  84.8  per  cent,  of  "total  alcohols," 
24.1  to  32.5  per  cent,  of  geraniol,  and  46.5  to  60.7  per 
cent,  of  citronellal,  and  showed  great  similarity  to  Java 
oils.  A  number  of  samples  of  lemon-grass  oil  were  also  ex- 
amined, and  the  results  confirmed  Dr.  Stapf's  view  that  the 
"good  soluble  oil"  is  the  product  of  C.  flexuosus,  while 
the  "insoluble  oil"  comes  from  C.  citratus;  but  the 
C.  flexuosus  oil  exhibits  certain  peculiarities  which  further 
cultivation-work  will  be  needed  to  explain.  A  new  oil 
altogether  is  that  from  C.  polyneuros,  which  has  appa- 
rently nothing  in  common  with  any  of  the  commercial 
Cymbopogon  oils,  such  as  ginger-grass,  lemon-grass,  or 
citronella,  and  this  is  to  be  subjected  to  detailed  investiga- 
tion at  the  Imperial  Institute. 


Citronella-oil  Standards. 

It  is  not  easy  to  understand  the  opposition  of  some 
of  the  firms  interested  in  the  citronella-oil  industry  to 
the  readjustment  of  the  standards  upon  which  the  oil 
is  sold.  This  is  the  more  difficult  of  comprehension  when 
it  is  borne  in  mind  that  in  many  cases  it  is  the  firms  who 
object  to  any  definite  change  who  have  been  the  heaviest 
losers  by  the  difficulties  surrounding  the  present  unsatis- 
factory standard.  There  are  really  no  insuperable  diffi- 
culties in  the  way  of  an  immediate  adoption  of  a  more 
rational  standard ;  on  the  contrary,  it  is  not  only  a  quite 
easy  matter,  but  one  which  would  benefit  all  parties 
concerned.  In  order  to  make  this  quite  clear  it  is  neces- 
sary to  understand  the  great  objections  to  the  present 
standard — Schimmel's  test.  These  may  be  summed  up 
as  follows  : 

1.  The  test  is  worded  in  so  lax  a  manner  that  cases  may 
often  lie  on  the  border-line,  and  give  rise  to  differences  of 
opinion  between  analysts. 

2.  The  introduction  of  more  soluble  adulterants  would  at 
once  allow  a  native  adulterator  to  introduce  more  of  the 
adulterant  into  the  oil  without  interfering  with  the  test. 

3.  If  an  oil  just  fails  to  pass  the  test,  although  its  perfume- 
value  has  only  been  reduced  by  perhaps  1  per  cent.,  much 
difficulty  is  encountered  in  getting  users  to  accept  such  an 
oil,  and"  consequently  the  allowances  are  usually  quite  out  of 
proportion  to  the  reduced  value  of  the  oil. 

The  remedy  for  these  objections  clearly  lies  in  the 
adoption  of  the  geraniol-standard,  when  the  allowances, 
if  any,  would  be  proportional  to  any  reduction  in  perfume- 
value  of  the  oil.  The  only  possible  objection  to  this 
course  that  has  been  brought  forward  is  that  there  would 
be  a  great  deal  of  difficulty  in  having  the  samples  analysed 
in  Ceylon.  To  this  objection  there  are  at  least  two  satis- 
factory answers.  In  the  first  place,  the  determination  of 
geraniol— or,  to  be  more  accurate,  of  acetylisable  com- 
pounds returned  as  geraniol — is  a  process  which  certainly 
requires  skill  and  training ;  but  at  the  same  time  it  is  by  no 
means  outside  the  scope  of  work  of  a  qualified  phar- 
macist who  has  paid  a  reasonable  amount  of  attention 
to    analytical   work.    Indeed,    any    pharmacist   who  is 
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capable  of  accurately  carrying  out  the  assay-processes  for 
alkaloids  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  would  be  able  with 
a  little  practice  to  carry  out  the  geraniol  determination. 
This  fact  would  do  away  with  the  objection  that  there 
are  not  more  than  one  or  two  practising  analysts  avail- 
able for  the  work  in  Ceylon,  for,  if  need  be,  drug-firms 
there  could  undertake  the  work.  The  following  is  a 
detailed  account  of  the  actual  method  of  carrying  out  the 
determination  : 

About  10  c.o.  of  the  oil  is  placed  in  a  small  flask  with 
15  c.c.  of  acetic  anhydride  and  1  to  2  grams  of  dry  sodium 
acetate.  The  mixture  is  boiled  under  a  reflux  condenser  for 
two  hours.  The  sodium  acetate  is  used  in  order  to  absorb 
water  formed  during  the  process  of  esterification,  and  so 
prevent  a  reverse  action,  as  boiling  water  will  partially 
hydrolyse  the  esters  formed.  As  a  result  of  this,  the  whole  of 
the  geraniol  is  converted  into  geranyl  acetate,  and  citronellal 
is  first  converted  probably  into  isopulegol,  and  finally 
into  isopulegyl  acetate.  The  reaction-liquid  is  now  trans- 
ferred, when  sufficiently  cool,  to  a  stoppered  separator  and 
repeatedly  shaken  with  water,  and  each  time  allowed  to  stand 
until  separation  is  complete,  when  the  water  containing 
acetic  acid  is  run  off.  This  is  repeated  until  the  wash-water 
is  free  from  acid.  This  may  be  decided  by  adding  1  drop  of 
normal  alkali  and  a  drop  of  phenolphthalein  to  200  c.c.  of 
wash-water,  and  if  the  colour  is  discharged  as  the  wash-water 
separates,  a  further  washing  must  take  place.  If  only  a 
trace  of  acid  remains  in  the  wash-water,  a  final  washing  with 
water  containing  a  trace  of  sodium  bicarbonate  will  remove 
the  last  traces.  The  washed  oil  is  then  warmed  on  a  water- 
bath  with  a  little  anhydrous  sodium  bisulphate  to  remove 
traces  of  water,  and  filtered  through  a  dry  filter-paper.  _  The 
oil  is  now  ready  for  saponification.  About  2  grams  is  weighed 
into  a  small  saponification-flask,  and  exactly  25  c.c.  of  an 
alcoholic  solution  of  caustic  potash  run  in.  This  solution 
should  be  of  approximately  half  normal  strength ;  but,  as  a 
standard  is  used  for  each  determination  or  set  of  determina- 
tions, the  strength  need  not  be  exactly  half  normal. 

A  second  similar  flask  is  used  for  a  blank  experiment,  and 
contains  only  25  c.c.  of  the  same  solution  of  potash.  The  two 
flasks  are  boiled  for  thirty  minutes  under  reflux  condensers. 
Care  must  be  taken  not  to  use  the  same  condenser  as  that 
under  which  the  acetylation  took  place,  as  it  may  be  so 
saturated  with  acetic  acid  that  the  results  would  be  entirely 
vitiated.  After  cooling,  the  contents  of  the  flasks  are  titrated 
with  semi-normal  sulphuric  acid,  using  phenolphthalein  as  an 
indicator. 

The  difference  in  the  titration-values  is  a  measure  of  the 
potash  used  for  the  saponification  of  the  esters  formed  by  the 
aoetylation-prooess.  The  following  formula  may  be  used 
for  calculating ;  it  will  give  the  amount  of  geraniol  (and 
citronellal)  in  the  original  oil,  on  the  assumption  that  the 
original  oil  contains  no  esters,  which  is  sufficiently  correct  not 
to  interfere  to  any  extent  with  the  accuracy  of  the  determina- 
tion— 

NxM 
'     W( W  -  0.042N) 

where  x  is  the  percentage  of  geraniol,  etc.,  in  the  original 
oil,  M  is  the  molecular  weight  (which  is  154  in  the  case  of 
both  geraniol  and  citronellal),  and  N  is  the  number  of  c.c.  of 
normal  alkali  used  in  the  saponification  of  the  weight  (W)  of 
the  aoetylated  oil.  To  save  this  tedious  calculation,  the 
saponification-value  may  be  at  once  calculated  from  the 
amount  of  alkali  used  in  the  saponification — that  is,  the 
number  of  milligrams  of  actual  KOH  used  to  saponify  1  gram 
of  the  aoetylated  oil.  Several  works  on  essentia]  oil  contain 
full  tables  giving  the  percentage  as  calculated  from  this 
formula,  corresponding  with  saponification-values  within  very 
wide  limits. 

It  is  thus  evident  that  the  process  for  the  determination 
of  geraniol  presents  no  difficulties  that  a  qualified  phar- 
macist of  ordinary  skill  cannot  deal  with.  But  there'  is 
a  second  satisfactory  answer  to  the  objection  that  difficul- 
ties would  arise  in  Ceylon  in  regard  to  the  analysis  of  the 
oil.  It  must  be  remembered  that  so  long  as  the  oil  does 
pass  Schimmel's  test,  and  the  adulterant  is  not  changed 
from  that  which  is  used  at  present,  no  citronella  oil  will, 
in  fact,  contain  less  than  about  57  per  cent,  of  geraniol, 
etc.  The  only  difficulty  in  practice  is  with  oils  which  jusi 
fail  to  pass  Schimmel's  test.  But,  as  pointed  out  above, 
these  oils  contain  perhaps  only  about  1  per  cent,  more 
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adulterant  than  the  normal  oils,  so  that  if  the  exporters 
in  Ceylon  found  that  there  was  really  any  great  difficulty 
in  having  the  samples  analysed  they  would  be  perfectly- 
safe  in  relying  on  Schimmel's  test  there  and  still  selling 
the  oil  as  guaranteed  to  contain,  say,  57  per  cent,  of 
geraniol.  The  only  difficulty  to  arise  would  be  when  an 
oil  was  exported  which  just  failed  to  pass  Schimmel's 
test,  when  it  would  be  found  on  arrival  and  on  being 
tested  to  contain  55  to  56  per  cent,  of  geraniol  (these  figures 
are  actual  results  of  the  examination  of  numerous  samples 
of  the  oil).  Consequently,  as  the  basis  of  sale  and  allow- 
ances would  have  been  fixed  on  some  such  scale  as  an 
allowance  of  1  per  cent,  for  each  1  per  cent,  deficiency  in 
geraniol,  the  exporter  could  not,  even  when  he  had  care- 
lessly sent  forward  such  an  oil,  have  to  pay  an  allowance 
of  more  than  1  or  2  per  cent,  on  the  value  of  the  oil; 
whereas  on  the  old  system,  as  holding  at  the  present 
moment,  allowances  of  several  pence  per  lb.  had  to  be 
paid.  We  repeat  that  the  adoption  of  the  geraniol- 
standard  would  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  Ceylon  exporters 
more  than  to  anyone  else,  and  would  provide  a  basis  of 
business  which  would  be  absolutely  fair  as  between  buyer 
and  seller;  and  we  maintain  that  the  above  considerations 
show  that  there  are  no  real  difficulties  in  the  way  of 
adopting  the  proposed  geraniol-standard. 


"The  Medical  Directory." 

The  1911  edition  of  the  "Medical  Directory,"  which 
has  been  published  this  week  (Churchill,  14,s.),  contains 
some  interesting  statistical  information  showing  that, 
although  the  number  of  medical  practitioners  has  in- 
creased, the  relative  increase  (173)  shown  in  this  year's 
Directory  is  smaller  than  it  has  been  for  many  yeare. 
Against  this  has  to  be  noted  the  fact  that  the  previous  year 
exhibited  an  abnormal  increase  (564),  which  makes  it  im- 
possible to  judge  whether  the  popularity  of  the  medical 
profession  is  on  the  wane.  Of  the  40,643  practitioners 
mentioned  in  the  "Directory,"  6,415  reside  in  London, 
17,721  in  the  Provinces,  1,336  in  Wales,  3,958  in  Scotland, 
and  2,724  in  Ireland.  The  remainder  are  divided  among 
those  in  the  Services  or  those  residing  abroad.  Improve- 
ments in  this  year's  issue  of  the  "  Directory  "  include  lists 
of  coroners  and  continental  health-resorts.  Apart  from 
the  advantages  of  the  book  to  medical  men,  it  is  of  special 
utility  to  chemists  as  a  reference  work.  Inquiries  as  to 
the  qualifications  of  medical  practitioners  are  not  un- 
common in  the  pharmacy,  and  by  the  aid  of  this  Directory 
these  may  be  answered  with  the  greatest  facility. 

Agri-horticultural  Poisons. 

The  Divisional  Court  of  King's  Bench,  consisting  of 
Justices  Phillimore  and  Horridge,  did  not  take  long  to 
decide  the  appeal  by  Nash  in  Pharmaceutical  Society  v. 
Nash  (see  p.  883).  Mr.  Lane,  counsel  for  the  appellant, 
was  on  his  feet  exactly  fifty  minutes,  about  a  third  of  this 
time  being  taken  up  by  argument  with  the  Judges.  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones  spoke  about  thirty  seconds  (with  one  inter- 
ruption from  Mr.  Justice  Phillimore),  when  the  Judges 
intimated  that  they  did  not  require  to  hear  more,  and  within 
the  next  three  minutes  they  had  dismissed  the  appeal  and 
agreed  to  an  application  to  carry  the  case  further.  If  the 
appellant  fails  in  the  higher  Courts,  it  is  not  unlikely  that 
an  effort  will  be  made  to  get  the  1908  Act  amended  when 
Lord  Clinton's  Bill  repealing  the  Fertilisers  and  Feeding- 
stuffs  Act  is  again  brought  forward.  This  Bill  continues, 
with  certain  modifications,  the  present  legal  requirements 
as  to  invoicing  fertilisers  and  feeding-stuffs,  and  extends 
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them  to  seeds  and  certain  agricultural  and  horticultural 
preparations,  the  sub-clause  as  to  the  latter  being  as 
follows  : 

"  Where  a  person  sells  any  article  for  use  as  a  wash  for 
plants  or  seeds,  or  as  a  dip  for  cattle,  or  as  a  weed-killer,  or  as 
an  insecticide,  the  invoice  shall  state  that  a  sample  of  the 
article  has  been  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  in  accordance  with  conditions  pre- 
scribed by  the  Board,  and  that  the  article  sold  is  not  below 
:che  quality  or  standard  of  the  sample  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries." 

Several  of  the  principles  of  the  Bill  are  quite  as  novel 
as  this,  so  that  its  prospects  of  becoming  law  are  somewhat 
nebulous,  particularly  as  the  support  of  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Agriculture  has  to  be  secured.  In  the  mean- 
time a  Court  of  Appeal,  consisting  of  three  Judges  and 
the  House  of  Lords,  have  to  hear  Pharmaceutical  Society 
v.  Nash,  if  it  is  carried  as  far.  Those  who  are  backing 
the  appellant  intend  to  carry  it  to  the  Court  of  Appeal 
at  least.  If  they  win  there,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
would  no  doubt  carry  it  to  the  House  of  Lords.  For  our- 
selves, we  do  not  see  how  it  is  legally  and  physically 
possible  for  an  unlicensed  employe  of  a  licensed  person  to 
lawfully  conduct  a  sale  of  arsenical  weed-killer  in  his  em- 
ployer's absence ;  and  that  being  so,  it  is  also  illegal  for 
him  to  sell  any  poison  covered  by  Section  2  of  the  1908  Act. 


Poisoning  Cases. 


Nine  fatalities,  including  two  by  misadventure,  have  been 
recorded  from  poisoning  since  our  last  issue. 

Laudanum  taken  in  overdose  was  responsible  for  the  acci- 
dental death  of  Esther  G.  M.  Mercer  (30),  the  wife  of  a  New 
Cross  surveyor. 

Lysol. — At  the  inquest  at  Leeds  held  on  Harriet  Thompson 
.(31),  who  died  from  lysol-poisoning,  the  City  Coroner  (Mr. 
J.  C.  Malcolm)  said  the  bottle  of  lysol  was  properly  labelled 
*'  Poison,"  and  was  described  as  an  antiseptic  and  disinfec- 
tant. The  medical  evidence  showed  that  lysol  had  acted 
like  carbolic  acid,  and  heart-failure  was  the  cause  of  death. 
The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  suicide  while  of  unsound  mind. 

Nitric  Acid,  taken  intentionally,  caused  the  death  of  a 
watch-repairer  named  Albert  Cramer  (66),  of  Burnley,  who 
had  been  depressed  owing  to  bad  trade.  Dec-eased  kept  the 
acid  on  his  premises  for  trade  purposes. 

Foot-rot  Styptic  was  the  suicidal  agent  used  by  a  Yearsley 
servant-girl  named  Jane  Burnett. 

Salt  of  Lemon  was  taken  with  suicidal  intent  by  Henry 
Jenkins  (34),  warehouseman,  Shoreditch. — This  poison  also 
■caused  the  death  of  William  Riley  (30),  forgeman,  of  Leeds. 
Deceased,  who  arrived  home  under  the  influence  of  drink, 
had  told  his  sister  that  he  was  taking  a  dose  of  health-salts ; 
but  a  Coroner's  jury  found  that  deceased  died  under  circum- 
stances pointing  to  suicide  during  temporary  insanity. 

Spirit  of  Salt. — At  Greenwich,  Walter  Samuel  Hine  (54) 
committed  suicide  with  this  poison. 

Strychnine. — The  death  of  the  three-year-old  son  of  David 
Bell  took  place  at  Newcastle  in  consequence  of  taking  six  or 
seven  strychnine-pills,  which  the  child's  mother  had  left  lying 
upon  the  table. 

Veronal  tablets  were  apparently  the  lethal  agent  used  by 
Caroline  Florence  Browne,  of  Addlestone,  to  compass  self- 
destruction  while  travelling  in  a  Reading  train. 

Kind  Not  Stated. — William  Hewitt  (36).  mill-worker, 
died  at  Dundee  after  drinking  a  poisonous  liquid. — Donald 
McKinnon,  spirit-salesman,  died  in  the  Greenock  Infirmary 
from  the  effects  of  some  poison.  Deceased  is  believed  to 
have  inadvertently  swallowed  some  carbolic  acid  or  a 
poisonous  liniment. 


Pimento  or  Cayenne. — A  correspondent  points  out  in  regard 
to  a  paragraph  in  the  C.  &  D.,  December  10,  p.  866,  re  the 
export  of  "  ground  pimento  "  from  Cartagena,  Spain,  that 
it  is  not  likely  that  this  spice  would  be  imported  from  Jamaica 
for  re-exportation.  The  Consular  Report,  from  which  our 
statement  is  taken,  has  evidently  erred  in  translating  the 
Spanish  "  pimiento  "  into  the  English  "  pimento  "  instead 
of  capsicum. 


Salvarsan  ("606"). 

Note  on  the  Preparation  of  Suspensions  and 
Solutions  of  this  new  Remedy  suitable  for 
Intramuscular,  Subcutaneous,  and  Intravenous 
Use.

CHEMISTS  having  occasion  to  assist  medical  men  in 
preparing  injections  of  "  606,"  which  is  dioxy-diamino- 
arsenobenzoldi  hydrochloride,  C^HcAs^OHJ^NHO^HCl)^ 
will  perhaps  find  these  few  lines,  on  an  experiment  per- 
formed in  my  laboratory,  of  assistance,  as  they  elaborate 
the  directions  supplied  by  the  manufacturers.  The 
contents  of  a  tube  (0.6  gram)  were  divided  into  two 
approximately  equal  portions,  one  weighing  0.288  gram 
and  the  other  0.3  gram.  It  was  proposed  to  prepare 
experimentally  an  intramuscular  or  subcutaneous  injection, 
as  it  would  be  employed  in  practice,  from  the  smaller 
portion.  This  amount  was,  therefore,  placed  in  a  little  dish 
and  rubbed  with  a  pestle  with  the  addition  of  4  drops 
of  15-per-cent.  sodium-hydrate  solution  as  directed.  The 
mixture  clogs  somewhat,  necessitating  turning  it  over  a 
few  times  with  a  clean  spatula.  Sterile  distilled  water 
was  then  added  from  a  measure  containing  5  c.c,  drop  by 
drop  at  first.  The  total  5  c.c.  having  been  added,  it  was 
found  that,  firstly,  2  or  3  more  drops  of  the  sodium- 
hydrate  solution  were  requisite  to  neutralise  to  litmus 
as  the  mixture  was  still  acid ;  secondly,  that  at  least 
another  1  c.c.  of  water  had  to  be  added  to  render  the 
mixture  at  all  capable  of  removal  from  the  dish  to  the 
previously  sterilised  hypodermic  syringe  by  pouring ; 
though  it  could  be  drawn  up  if  the  needle  be  wide  enough 
in  calibre.  The  suspension  of  the  basic  substance  dioxy- 
diamido-arsenobenzol  thus  prepared — i.e.,  after  the  two 
HC1  radicals  have  been  neutralised,  forms  a  homogeneous 
cream,  and  is  then  ready  for  use.  Note. — Dilute  hydro- 
chloric acid  of  B.P.  strength  may  be  used  to  overcome  any' 
slight  excess  of  alkali  should  it  have  been  previously  added 
by  mistake.)  The  other  portion  of  "  606"  (0.3  gram)  was 
treated  somewhat  more  scientifically,  as  "  drops  "  are  known 
to  vary.  It  was  placed  in  a  small  glass  mortar  and  rubbed 
with  5  c.c.  of  water,  in  which  quantity  it  is  easily  soluble 
(the  exact  solubility  was  not  determined,  but  it  certainly 
dissolved  in  3  c.c).  N/10  sodium  hydrate  was  then  added 
from  a  burette.  A  precipitate  formed,  which  redissolved 
until  5.8  c.c.  had  been  added.  The  mixture  became 
gelatinous  when  6.4  c.c.  had  been  added,  and  looked  some- 
what like  melted  yellow  petroleum-jelly,  becoming  thinner 
again  on  further  addition  of  alkali  (6.8  c.c.  according  to 
theory  are  required  to  produce  the  mono-hydrochloride). 
Adding  the  alkali  further  it  was  found  that  12  c.c 
approximately  in  all  were  requisite  to  neutralise  to  litmus- 
paper — i.e.,  the  formation  of  the  base  (theory  demands 
13.7  c.c).  Adding  alkali  further  the  precipitate  visibly 
diminished,  an  almost  clear  solution  being  formed  when 
18  c.c.  in  all  had  been  added  (theory  demands  20.5  c.c. 
for  the  formation  of  the  mono-sodium  compound — the  thiro. 
stage  in  the  matter).  The  addition  of  a  further  quantity 
of  alkali  (up  to  27.4  c.c. — the  amount  theoretically  necessary 
for  the  di-sodium  compound)  did  not  render  the  solution 
absolutely  clear,  but  nitration  would  effectually  remove 
the  slight  opalescence. 

For  intravenous  use  a  more  dilute  solution  has  been 
advised  by  the  makers — e.g..  0.5  gram  is  to  be  treated  with 
0.95  c.c.  of  15  per  cent,  by  weight  of  sodium-hydrate 
solution,  the  liquid  being  finally  diluted  to  about  200  c.c. 
If  we  transpose  this  amount  of  alkali  into  terms  of  N/10 
sodium  hydrate  it  will  be  found  to  work  out  to  about 
40.9  c.c.  (theory  demands  34  c.c.  approximately  for  the  mono- 
sodium  compound).  The  40.9  c.c.  is  theoretically  equiva- 
lent to  a  compound  of  equal  molecular  proportions  of  mono- 
and  di-sodium  bodies.  I  do  not  say  there  is  such  a  body. 
I  merely  point  out  the  fact.  I  assume  that  the  proportion 
of  alkali  in  question  is  deemed  safe  and  satisfactory  by 
the  manufacturers.  MarWsd  excess  of  alkali  is  to  be 
avoided  in  all  forms  of  the  injection. 
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The  New  German  Pharmacopoeia. 


A  First  Glance  through  the  Fifth 
on  December  15,  1910. 

"  TTTAS  lange  wahrt  wird  endlich  gut,"  says  a  German 
VV     proverb.    Let  us  hope  that  the  apotheker  will 


echo  this  sentiment  when  he  has  recovered  from  the  shock 
he  will  undoubtedly  experience  on  seeing  the  profound 
changes  which  so  signally  distinguish  the  fifth  edition  of 
the  German  Pharmacopoeia  from  its  predecessors. 

The  long-awaited  new  edition  marks  a  break  in  the 
official  traditions  of  the  German  Pharmacopoeia  ;  indeed, 
the  new  work  seems  to  possess  a  totally  altered  appear- 
ance, although  the  general  setting  and  type  are  the  same 
as  formerly  employed.  In  the  first  place,  the  title  has 
been  altered  from  "  Arzneibuch  fur  das  Deutsche  Reich" 
to  "  Deutsches  Arzneibuch."  The  most  significant 
change  is  that  the  book  has  lost  a  great  deal  of  its 
"  commandmental  "  wording,  the  text  is  less  imperative 
and  more  polite,  and  the  apotheker  has  been  taken  into 
the  confidence  of  the  revisers  and  has  been  deemed  worthy 
of  receiving  an  explanation  as  to  the  grounds  for  apply- 
ing certain  tests.  Indeed,  the  new  edition  in  many 
respects  savours  %aore  of  a  text-book  than  of  the  legal 
standard  work  on  the  purity  of  drugs.  But  the  material 
changes  are  found  principally  in  the  altered  tests, 
formulae,  and  descriptions ;  further,  in  the  inclusion  of 
structural  formulas,  indication  of  molecular  and  atomic 
weights,  and  in  the  abandonment  of  the  former  attitude 
towards  the  protected  designations  of  synthetic  remedies. 
Before  dealing  with  the  changes  effected,  a  few  words  on 

The  Elaboration  of  the  German  Pharmacopoeia 
may  be  of  interest.  With  the  creation  in  1900  of  the 
Sanitary  Council  for  the  Empire,  to  widen  the  scope  of 
the  Imperial  Board  of  Health,  the  permanent  Pharma- 
copoeia Commission,  created  in  1887,  was  dissolved  and  its 
duties  were  delegated  to  the  department  for  remedies  of 
the  former  body,  the  members  of  which  are  appointed  by 
the  Federal  Council.  This  department  consists  of  a 
medical  section,  composed  of  medical  officers  of  health 
delegated  by  the  larger  German  States,  and  a  pharma- 
ceutical section  ;  the  two  together  have  twenty-six  members. 
The  latter  section  includes  three  professors  of  pharma- 
ceutical chemistry,  one  professor  of  botany  and  one  of 
pharmacognosy,  two  chemists  delegated  by  the  Imperial 
Board  of  Health,  five  pharmacists  in  business,  and  two 
representatives  of  leading  chemical  manufactories.  With 
two  exceptions  all  the  present  members  of  the  pharma- 
ceutical section  were  originally  members  of  the 
pharmaceutical  profession.  This  department  is  con- 
tinuously supplied  with  cuttings  from  the  professional 
Press  of  the  whole  world  of  articles  bearing  on  its  field 
of  activity,  and  all  expressions  of  opinion  regarding  the 
Pharmacopoeia  are  collected.  In  1906,  when  work  on  the 
present  edition  was  begun,  a  public  request  was  issued  to 
all  physicians,  pharmacists,  and  veterinary  surgeons  to 
express  their  wishes  regarding  the  new  edition,  and  in  the 
following  year  the  owners  of  125  of  the  more  important 
town  and  country  businesses  were  asked  for  information 
concerning  any  older  non-official  preparations  that  might 
still  be  prescribed  by  physicians,  and  which  official  pre- 
parations were  no  longer  in  request  in  prescription  work. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  twelve  foreign  Pharma- 
copoeias which  have  appeared  during  the  past  ten  years 
were  also  critically  examined,  and,  needless  to  add,  any  new 
demands  made  by  the  army  or  navy  were  also  carefully 
considered,  as  also,  for  the  first  time,  the  conditions  pre- 
vailing in  the  German  colonies. 

At  the  several  meetings  of  the  whole  department  other 
members  of  the  board  were  often  called  upon  to  attend, 
as  well  as  representatives  of  the  Home  Office,  the  Patent 
Office,  the  Prussian  War  Office,  etc.,  and  also  two  experts 
on  botany  and  pharmacognosy,  and  two  further  repre- 
sentatives of  clinical  medicine.  As  a  departure  from  the 
usual  custom,  a  part  of  the  draft  of  the  new  edition  was 
published  early  this  year  (C.  &  D.,  March  12,  1910,  p.  401). 
lhe  final  editing  of  the  work  was  entrusted  to  a  commission

of  six  members,  and  then  the  whole  was  again  gone  through 
by  the  Imperial  Board  of  Health. 

The  Introduction  to  the  Pharmacopoeia 


contains  some  interesting  details  with  regard  to  the  motives 
which  led  to  the  changes  introduced.  In  the  first  place, 
it  is  recognised  that  this  work  must  be  regarded  as  an 
official  collection  of  formulae.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
book  has  to  be  studied  by  pharmaceutical  apprentices  and 
students  in  the  course  of  their  curriculum,  and  to  facilitate 
ite  comprehension  it  was  decided  to  widen  its  scope  without 
giving  it  the  character  of  a  text-book.  At  the  same  time 
it  was  resolved  to  frame  the  monographs  in  such  a  way  that 
the  physician  could  more  easily  than  had  hitherto  been  the 
case  inform  himself  of  the  percentage  of  active  con- 
stituents and  degree  of  purity  of  the  official  preparations. 
This  has  been  effected  by  including  the  structural  formulae 
and  molecular  weights  in  the  case  of  chemicals,  an  indica- 
tion of  the  impurity  to  be  detected  by  the  application 
of  each  reaction,  and  the  percentage  of  active  prin- 
ciples in  drugs  or  galenical  preparations.  The  pro- 
visions of  the  Brussels  Convention  have  to  a  great 
extent  been  adopted,  and  such  articles  are  designated  by 
the  addition  of  the  letters  "P.  I."  to  the  title  adopted  by 
the  Convention,  which  here  appears  as  a  sub-title. 
Tinctures,  however,  are  all  prepared  by  maceration,  and 
only  the  fluid  extracts  are  prepared  by  percolation. 

The  Introduction  is  followed  by  two  very  comprehensive 
chapters  entitled 

"General  Technical  Explanations"  and  "Analytical 
Methods." 

These,  in  addition  to  the  general  information  regarding 
testing,  temperature,  specific  gravities,  etc.,  contain  full 
details  for  determining  the  melting-point  of  crystals,  etc., 
and  of  fats,  boiling-points,  solidifying-points,  and  deter- 
mination of  residue ;  as  well  as  for  estimating  iodine- 
numbers,  acidity,  acid-number,  saponification  and  ester 
values.  To  each  description  a  practical  example  is 
appended  to  facilitate  calculations.  There  is  a  remark 
to  the  effect  that  the  solubilities  given  do  not  represent 
the  exact  figures,  but  are  calculated  to  suit  practical 
requirements.  Sterilisation,  when  prescribed,  must  be 
performed  in  accordance  with  bacteriological  methods ;  and 
before  effecting  solution  of  a  substance  to  be  analysed  in 
alcohol  or  ether,  the  solvent  must  first  be  neutralised, 
using  the  indicator  prescribed  for  the  test.  As  another 
innovation,  the  Introduction  is  separated  from  the  descrip- 
tive part  by  the  insertion  of  a  page  of  thick  blue  paper,  and 
a  similar  separation  from  the  appendices  is  effected. 

The  radical  nature  of  the  changes  is  further  evident  by 
a  glance  through  the  book  itself.  Thus  the  analytical 
methods  have  been  carefully  revised ;  titration  is  almost 
exclusively  adopted  in  the  estimation  of  the  percentage 
of  alkaloidal  active  ingredients,  which  are  now  much  more 
clearly  defined  than  was  formerly  the  case.  Thus  it  is 
stated  that  cort.  cinchon.  should  contain  at  least  6.5  per 
cent,  of  quinine  and  cinchonidine ;  nux  vomica  and  its 
preparations  are  assayed  for  their  total  content  of  strych- 
nine and  brucine ;  and  the  official  solanaceae  are  assayed 
for  their  content  of  hyoscyamine.  Hydrastis  should  yieid 
2.5  per  cent,  of  hydrastine  (gravimetrically),  and  rhubarb 
should  produce  35  per  cent,  of  extract  on  maceration  for 
twenty-hour  hours  with  a  mixture  of  equal  parts  of  alcohol 
and  water. 

The  monographs  on  drugs  of  vegetable  origin  are  admir- 
able examples  of  German  thoroughness.  Not  only  are  the 
external  characters  well  described,  but  the  microscopic 
details  also  of  the  powdered  drug  are  minutely  elaborated 
and  suplied,  with  indications  of  the  sizes  of  cells,  etc.,  in 
micromillimetres.  In  some  cases  the  nomenclature  de- 
cisions of  the  Botanical  Congress  (1905)  held  in  Vienna  have 
been  adopted.  To  many  monographs  recommendations  are 
added  regarding  the  storage  of  the  substance  dealt  with. 
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Thus  we  find  that  digitalis  should  be  dried  over  quicklime, 
and  not  kept  for  longer  than  a  year.  The  same  also 
applies  to  ergot. 

A  peculiar  feature  is  to  be  found  in  the  articles  on 
adeps,  sevum,  brandy,  and  wine.  Only  a  brief  description 
is  given,  with  the  remark  that  the  preparation  must  meet 
the  requirements  set  forth  in  the  special  laws  affecting 
each  of  these  substances.  To  the  following  products  the 
mode  of  preparation  has  been  added  : 

Bismuth,  nitras.  Quinin.  ferro-citric. 

Bismuth,  subgallas.  Quin.  tannas. 

Bismuth,  subsalicyl.  Hydrargyr.  iodid.  rubr. 

Arachis  oil  is  largely  employed  instead  of  olive  oil  in 
liniments  and  official  oils,  while  the  use  of  paraffin  oint- 
ment in  many  ointments  has  been  replaced  by  vaseline. 
The  use  of  a  special  indicator  is  prescribed  in  each  titra- 
tion. Iodesin,  phenolphthalein,  and  hsematoxylin  figure 
frequently,  while,  as  an  innovation,  the  use  of  dimethyl- 
amido-azobenzol  is  required  in  titrating  several  mineral 
acids,  borax,  alkalies,  and  alkaline  carbonates. 

Wholesalers  Eecognised. 
In  the  case  of  the  essential  oils,  camphoric  acid, 
camphor,  sugar,  and  scopolamine  hydrobromide,  the  optical 
rotation  is  given ;  however,  it  is  distinctly  stated  that  the 
apotheker  is  not  required  to  apply  these  tests,  which  have 
been  principally  included  for  the  guidance  of  wholesalers. 
This  is  the  first  time  that  wholesalers  have  been  recognised, 
for  the  apotheker  alone  is  'personally  responsible  by  law- 
for  the  quality  of  his  products,  and  this  responsibility  can 
under  no  circumstances  be  shifted.  It  is  added  that  the 
pharmacist  can  only  gain  by  making  use  of  the  data  thus 
afforded. 

The  lists  of  articles  dismissed  from  the  Pharmacopoeia 
and  of  those  added  to  the  present  edition  do  not  err  on 
the  side  of  conservatism  or  refusal  to  recognise  the 
strides  made  by  the  German  chemical  industry.

The  number  of  additions  to  this  edition  form  approxi- 
mately one-eighth  of  the  total  671  official  articles.  Cassia 
cinnamon,  hitherto  official  in  Germany,  has  been  replaced 
by  the  Ceylon  variety,  without  altering  the  titles  of  the 
respective  monographs.  Synthetic  oil  of  mustard  is  speci- 
fied, and  anethol  and  eugenol,  introduced  in  the  fourth 
edition,  have  been  dropped  in  favour  of  the  oils  them- 
selves. Powdered  opium  has  to  have  a  content  of  10  per 
cent,  of  morphine,  and  if  necessary  is  to  be  diluted  with 
rice  starch.  The  expressions  "pleasant  smell,"  "sweet 
taste,"  and  similar  subjective  impressions  have  been 
omitted. 

Trade-marked  Names. 

The  repeated  occurrence  of  protected  designations  in  the 
above  list  of  additions  will  surprise  those  who  have  fol- 
lowed even  superficially  the  recent  trend  of  events  in 
Germany.  It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  responsible  authori- 
ties so  far  to  avoid  in  any  way  recognition  of  vested 
rights,  and  thus  in  the  last  edition  the  German  pharmacist 
was  regaled  with  the  appalling  scientific  appellations  for 
antipyrin  and  salipyrin.  In  the  draft  of  the  present 
edition,  this  attitude  was  adhered  to,  and  the  full  chemical 
designation  of  novocaine  and  stovaine,  for  instance,  figured 
as  the  only  titles  to  the  respective  monographs.  The 
explanation  of  this  volte-face  is  not  without  interest  and 
piquancy.  We  are  told  that  where  the  scientific  designa- 
tion is  more  convenient  or  in  general  use  it  has  been 
adopted;  in  other  cases  the  protected  name  was  chosen  as 
the  title,  followed  by  the  chemical  name,  and  the  pro- 
tected name  also  appears  beneath  the  scientific  title  as  a 
sub-title.  The  adoption  or  mention  of  the  registered 
appellation,  however,  merely  indicates  that  the  -protected 
preparation  must  in  every  respect  fulfil  the  requirements 
set  forth  in  the  Pharmacopoeia.  This  means  that  the 
Pharmacopoeia  is  now  the  official  standard  for  such  pro- 
tected preparations  as  have  been  included — certainly  a 
bold  step,  as  now  the  plea  cannot  be  advanced  that  the 
substitute  differs  in  its  properties  from  the  protected 
article.  It  is,  however,  distinctly  stated  that  this  inno- 
vation does  not  refer  to  the  dispensing  of  such  products, 
which  is  regulated  by  the  law  on  registered  trade-marks. 
It  cannot  be  said  that  the  above  reasoning  has  been  conse- 
quentially carried  through  ;  certainly  antipyrin  (now  given 
as  a  sub-title)  is  more  convenient  than  the  still  retained 
principal  title  Pyrazolonum  phenyldimethylicum ;  the 
same  applies  in  the  case  of  salipyrin. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  tables  of  atomic  weights, 
maximum  doses  not  to  be  overstepped  on  a  prescription 
without  the  addition  of  "  !  "  by  the  prescriber,  lists 
of  preparations  to  be  kept  under  lock  and  key,  and  those 
to  be  stored  apart  from  the  others,  table  of  specific  gravi- 
ties, an  extensive  list  of  reagents  and  stains  for  biological 
analysis  has  been  inserted.  This  list  embraces  the  neces- 
sary reagents  for  the  analysis  of  urine  (albumin,  sugar, 
pentoses,  acetone,  aceto-acetic  acid,  urobilin,  urobilinogen, 
bile  pigments,  indican,  iodine,  salicylic  acid,  blood,  and 
for  applying  the  diazo-reaction),  of  stomach-contents,  and 
blood;  stains  and  mounts  for  bacteriological  and  micro- 
scopical work. 

It  will  be  evident  from  the  above  excursion  through  the 
leaves  of  the  new  edition  that  the  German  Pharmacopoeia 
of  1910  marks  in  many  respects  a  departure  from  the  ortho- 
dox ideas  of  this  volume.  In  other  articles  we  propose 
to  deal  more  fully  with  the  preparations  of  general  interest, 
especially  in  their  relation  to  the  requirements  of  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia. 
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BENEVOLENT  FUND. 

THREE  annuitants  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  were  elected 
at  a  meeting  held  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  London, 
W.C.,  on  December  13.  There  were  five  candidates,  and 
voting-papers  had  been  sent  out  to  subscribers  and 
members.  The  scrutineers  met  in  the  morning  to  count 
•up  the  votes,  and  after  luncheon  the  result  was  declared  by 
the  President  (Mr.  J.  F.  Harrington).  Mr.  W.  F.  Gulliver 
was  chairman  of  the  scrutineers,  and  in  his  report  stated 
that  7,989  voting-papers  were  sent  out,  of  which  4,493 
were  returned.  Of  these  101  were  informal.  The  result 
was  as  follows  :

The  President  declared  the  first  three  to  be  elected 
annuitants  and  thanked  the  scrutineers  for  the  work  which 
they  had  performed  so  expeditiously. 


EVENING  MEETING. 

The  same  evening  a  scientific  meeting  was  held  which  was 
Tafcher  better  attended  than  usual.  The  President  was  in 
the  chair,  with  the  Secretary  (Mr.  Bremridge)  on  his  left. 
Among  those  present  were  Messrs.  C.  T.  Allen,  R.  R. 
Bennett,  C.  J.  F.  Bird,  J.  0.  Braithwaite,  E.  T.  Brewis, 
H.  Deane,  O.  Elias,  H.  Firmemore,  F.  Goldby,  W.  F. 
Gulliver,  E.  F.  Harrison,  J.  A.  Jennings,  E.  W.  Lucas,  G. 
Miller,  F.  Ransom,  F.  A.  Rogers,  C.  E.  Sage,  E.  A.  Umney, 
and  W.  J.  U.  Woolcock. 

The  President,  in  opening  the  meeting,  said  it  had  been 
intended  to  have  had  a  paper  on  Alkaloids,  but  this  could 
not  be  prepared  in  time.  Mr.  Hill,  Mr.  Umney,  and  Mr. 
Holmes  had,  however,  stepped  in  the  breach  with  papers. 
He  then  called  upon  Mr.  C.  A.  Hill,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.,  to  read 
a  paper  on 

The  Crystallisation  of  Sodium  Salicylate. 

Fifty-per-cent.  solution  of  sodium  salicylate,  which  some 
pharmacists  keep  for  dispensing  purposes,  occasionally 
deposits  spontaneously  at  the  ordinary  temperature  in 
winter  large  masses  of  transparent  crystals.  It  is  not  easy, 
however,  to  obtain  the  crystals  even  if  the  solution  is  cooled 
below  freezing-point,  but  if  a  cold  solution  is  "  inoculated  " 
by  adding  a  crystal  a  large  crop  is  readily  obtained.  The 
chance  of  crystallisation  seems  to  be  reduced  if  the  solution 
is  made  with  hot  water  or  if  the  solution  is  heated  after- 
wards. The  author  has  examined  the  crystals  and  finds 
that  they  consist  of  a  hydrated  sodium  salicylate  of  the 
-formula  C6H4(0H) C00Na,6H20.  Mr.  Hill  then  gave  the 
details  of  the  analyses,  and  comparing  the  crystals  with  the 
commercial  salt  taken  as  a  starting-point  proved  that  no 
appreciable  amount  of  the  phenolic  hydrogen  had  been  re- 
placed by  sodium.  The  author  confirmed  Martindale, 
Squire,  and  the  B.P.  Codex  as  to  the  commercial  salt  being 
anhydrous.  The  hydrated  salt  consists  of  large  prisms, 
fairly  stable  in  a  damp  atmosphere  but  efflorescing  on  a 
dry  day  or  in  a  desiccator.  When  heated  the  anhydrous 
salt  is  obtained. 

Mr.  Hill  then  gave  a  demonstration  of  the  formation  of 
'the  crystals. 

In  the  discussion  which  followed  Mr.  Sage  said  the 
sodium  salicylate  of  commerce  is  essentially  different  from 
the  salt  employed  some  years  ago.  Formerly  a  saturated 
solution  would  be  obtained  of  a  rosy  colour,  but  now  one  of 
■a  distinctly  laurel-green  is  not  unusual.  The  difference  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  Kolbe  patent  at  first  employed  gave 
a  salt  frequently  impure  from  cresolic  acid ;  it  is  now  made 
from  naphthalin  instead  of  phenol  as  the  starting-point. 
He  asked  whether  Mr.  Hill  had  proved  the  salicylic  acid 
from  the  sodium  salicylate  to  be  ortho-salicylic  acid ;  the 
melting-point  would  have  thrown  light  on  this. 


Mr.  Lucas  confirmed  the  author's  results.  He  had  had 
his  attention  drawn  to  the  matter  some  time  ago, 
but  did  not  investigate  it  at  the  time.  He  had  had  the 
melting-points  of  salicylic  acid  and  sodium  salicylate 
systematically  checked  for  some  years  in  an  endeavour  to 
find  if  by  this  means  it  is  possible  to  distinguish  between 
the  natural  and  artificial  products.  The  only  difference 
appeared  to  be  0.5°  between  the  physiologically  pure  acid 
and  that  prepared  from  gaultheria  oil. 

Mr.  Hill,  in  reply,  said  that  the  formation  of  the 
crystals  had  been  noticed  many  years  ago.  He  had  not 
checked  the  melting-points  of  "the  salicylic  acid  ob- 
tained from  the  salt,  but  he  hardly  thought  that  had  a 
bearing  on  the  matter. 

The  next  paper,  by  Mr.  J.  C.  Umney,  F.C.S.,  was  en- 
titled 

A  Triangular  Contest  in  Peppermint  Oils. 

Mr.  Umney  began  by  referring  to  the  death  of  M.  Louis 
Gatefosse,  editor  of  "La  Perfumerie  Modern,"  to  whose 
observations  in  the  September  issue  the  paper  is  to  some 
extent  an  answer.  M.  Gatefosse  contended  that  the  state- 
ment that  English  peppermint  oils  are  the  best,  which 
was  true  for  fifty  years,  is  no  longer  tenable,  for  the  reasons' 
(1)  that  the  output  of  the  oil  described  as  English  is  greater 
than  the  production  in  England,  and  (2)  the  production  and 
qualities  of  modern  French  oils  are  superior  to  true  English, 
oils.  Mr.  Umney  explained  that  he  would  only  deal  in 
the  paper  with  the  English,  French,  and  Italian  oils,  the 
last-named  including  Sicilian  oils.  He  then  recalled  his. 
paper  before  the  Society  in  1896,  and  dealing  with  the 
varieties  said  black  peppermint  seldom  flowers  in  this 
country,  while  the  bloom  of  the  white  peppermint  is  easily 
seen  at  a  distance.  The  black  variety  is  the  one  cultivated 
principally  in  the  Vaucluse  district,  but  in  other  parts  of 
the  Alpes-Maritimes  a  variety  is  grown  approaching  the 
white.  The  designation  of  the  two  plants  in  Italy  is  some-' 
what  different,  but  the  red  variety  corresponds  to  the 
English  black  peppermint.  The  Sicilian  variety  differs  but 
little  from  the  last-named. 

Dealing  next  with  the  area  under  cultivation  Mr.  Umney 
gave  this  as  450  to  500  acres  in  the  Mitcham  district.  Con- 
siderable areas  are  also  cultivated  by  Messrs.  Ransom  & 
Son,  Hitchin ;  Messrs.  Stafford  Allen  &  Sons,  Long  Melf ord, 
and  at  Elsenham.  The  area  under  cultivation  in  Lincoln- 
shire and  Cambridgeshire  is  not  known,  but  the  total  out- 
put of  pure  oil  does  not  probably  exceed  10,000  lb.  In 
France  the  area  under  cultivation  at  Vaucluse  is  617  to 
741  acres.  In  the  other  districts  of  the  Alpes-Maritimes  the 
area  varies,  but  the  output  of  oil  is  probably  not  more  than 
1,760  lb.  Sir  Walter  Gilbey  cultivates  about  30  acres. 
The  area  in  Italy  is  not  considerable,  M.  Carles  at  Pan- 
calieri  (Piedmont)  cultivating  185  acres,  with  an  annual 
output  of  3,000  to  4,000  lb.  of  oil.  The  area  under  cultiva- 
tion in  Sicily  is  very  small.  The  soil  that  best  suits  pepper- 
mint is  clay  mixed  with  chalk.  In  England  only  one  crop  is 
obtained  yearly,  but  in  Sicily  it  has  been  shown  that  it  is 
possible  to  obtain  two  crops  in  the  year.  The  yield  of  oil 
varies,  at  Elsenham  it  is  10  to  15  lb.  per  acre ;  at  Mitcham 
it  averages  about  the  same,  but  in  good  seasons  may  be  as 
high  as  25  lb.  per  acre.  The  yield  in  the  Vaucluse  district 
is  much  greater — 44.5  lb.  per  acre. 

Mr.  Umney  then  referred  to  the  peppermint  disease — 
rust  or  snuff — which  probably  plays  an  important  part  in 
influencing  the  chemical  and  physical  properties  of  the  oil, 
and  next  dealt  with  the  methods  of  distillation.  The  old- 
fashioned  fire-still  is  largely  used  at  Mitcham,  although 
steam-stills  are  being  employed  in  some  districts.  In 
France  and  Italy  only  steam-stills  are  used.  The  two  types 
of  peppermint  undoubtedly  divide  themselves  into  two 
natural  groups,  according  to  the  ester  percentage,  but  there 
are  certain  combined  characters  which  appear  to  point  to 
the  English  oil  being  superior  to  either  French  or  Italian 
oil — i.e.,  the  high  menthol  percentage  associated  with  a. 
fair  percentage  of  ester.  As  the  white  oil  of  Mitcham 
commands  a  much  higher  price  than  the  black,  one  might 
expect  the  oils  produced  in  France  from  their  high  per- 
centage of  ester  to  be  worth  more  than  those  with  the  lower 
percentage;  but  the  deficiency  in  pungency  and  too  pro- 
nounced softness  are  against  these  oils  rather  than  in  their 
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favour.  The  following  table  was  then  exhibited  as  a  lan- 
tern-slide, the  analyses  having  been  performed  in  the 
laboratories,  of  Messrs.  Wright,  Layman  &  Umney,  Ltd.

Mr.  Umney  said  it  has  since  been  ascertained  that  the 
ester  percentage  of  the  white  oil  increases  materially  on 
keeping.  He  then  dealt  with  the  valuation  of  peppermint 
oils,  and  said  there  can  be  no  question  that  what  is  required 
is  a  true  carminative  associated  with  delicacy  and  softness 
of  flavour.  When  dealing  with  oils  produced  originally 
from  the  Mitcham  type,  there  is  no  question  that  they  have 
features  in  common.  Where  pungency  with  softness  is 
required,  the  probability  is  that,  having  regard  to  the 
analytical  results,  a  blend  of  French  with  English  oils 
would  give  the  best  results,  or  that  under  certain  condi- 
tions a  blend  of  French  with  American  oil  might  be  desir- 
able. After  referring  to  colour  reactions  which  distin- 
guish the  oils,  the  question  of  adulteration  was  considered. 
One  of  the  leading  distillers  of  English  oil  offers  l,0O0Z.  to 
anyone  who  can  prove  that  he  has  ever  handled  any  other 
oil  than  that  grown  in  the  Mitcham  district,  and  Mr. 
Umney  wished  that  some  such  statement  would  be  forth- 
coming from  all  those  who  sell  English  oil.  The  output 
from  England  of  so-called  Mitcham  or  English  oil  appears 
to  be  at  least  twice  what  could  possibly  be  produced  with 
the  area  under  cultivation,  and  it  is  the  same  with  French 
oil.  At  the  same  time,  said  Mr.  Umney,  the  integrity  of 
the  leading  distillers  must  have  its  own  reward,  if  there  is 
really  any  ground  for  marketing  their  oils  at  prices  from 
two  to  three  times  that  of  an  American  oil.  He  appealed 
to  all  who  use  the  oil  to  deal  only  with  those  whose  reputa- 
tion is  above  suspicion,  and  to  those  who  handle  peppermint 
oils  to  endeavour  to  maintain  the  high  status  of  the  business. 

The  lecture  was  interspersed  with  a  very  interesting 
series  of  lantern  slides  showing  peppermint  growing  and 
distilling. 

Discussion. 

Mr.  Ransom  said  that  black  peppermint  flowers  rather 
more  freely  than  Mr.  Umney  stated.  It  is  interesting  to 
hear  that  the  plants  from  which  are  produced  the  best 
foreign  oils  are  from  Mitcham  stock.  He  did  not  see  in 
the  table  any  note  as  to  the  percentage  of  menthone  present 
in  the  oils.  The  Italian  oil  is  said  to  be  superior  on  account 
of  its  menthone  content. 

Mr.  Finnemore  said  that  he  lived  in  the  peppermint 
district,  and  noticed  that  the  peppermint  was  cut  by  hand. 
It  would,  he  thought,  lessen  the  cost  of  production  if  a 
reaping  machine  were  employed,  and  very  little  essential 
oil  is  contained  in  the  base  of  the  stalk. 

Mr.  Miller  said  that  this  year  he  had  cut  from  fifty  to 
sixty  acres  of  his  crop  by  machinery,  but  it  is  only  possible 
to  employ  a  reaping  machine  in  the  case  of  a  strong  thick 
crop.    It  certainly  saves  labour  and  cost.    There  is  less  of 


the  plant  to  distil,  as  there  is  no  oil  in  the  stalk.  The 
disease  known  as  ''snuff"  or  "rust"  is  a  peculiar  thing, 
which  he  cannot  explain  even  after  forty  years'  experience. 
His  firm  had  tried  all  they  could  to  prevent  it,  as  the  disease' 
is  the  drawback  to  the  cultivation  of  peppermint  in  this- 
country.  As  soon  as  the  rust  attacks  a  crop  it  must  be 
cut  at  once,  or  only  stalks  would  be  left.  This  is  one  of 
the  reasons  why  the  quality  varies.  He  wished  the  Board 
of  Agriculture  would  take  up  the  matter,  because  if  the 
plant  could  be  grown  longer  the  yield  of  oil  would  be  quite 
50  per  cent,  more  than  it  is.  The  prevalence  of  rust  had 
done  more  to  reduce  the  cultivation  of  peppermint  than 
anything  else.  He  had  in  his  hand  a  list  of  forty  persons 
who  grew  the  herb  twenty-five  years  ago,  but  of  these  only 
three  are  in  business  to-day.  The  practice  of  mixing, 
foreign  oil  with  English,  to  which  reference  had  been 
made,  has  also  done  much  harm  to  the  trade.  Firms  who- 
produce  little  or  no  oil  sell  large  quantities  as  English  oil. 
The  only  redeeming  feature  is  that  a  lower  price  is  created  ;. 
but  for  this  the  price  would  be  double — the  mixing  spreads- 
it  over. 

Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes  said,  as  a  grower  of  peppermint  on  an 
experimental  scale,  he  had  found  that  rust  attacks  plants- 
when  the  vitality  is  lowered.  If  the  plants  are  grown  in  a 
dry  place  they  are  always  attacked  by  rust.  Peppermint, 
grows  naturally  in  wet  places,  and  in  its  natural  haunts 
is  not  attacked  by  disease.  The  reason  the  plant  is  grown 
on  chalk  is  because  it  produces  more  oil  in  proportion  to- 
rts size,  the  growth  not  being  so  luxuriant.  He  suggested 
that  care  should  be  taken  to  have  air  between  the  plants; 
growers  tried  to  get  too  much  in  the  space.  Perhaps  if 
the  plant  were  grown  from  seed  a  stronger  strain  might  be 
obtained,  which  would  withstand  disease.  Potassium 
sulphide  is  the  best  remedy  for  the  trouble,  but  this  would 
not  be  required  if  the  plant  were  grown  naturally.  He 
called  attention  to  a  variety — vulgaris — which  has  not  so 
far  been  cultivated,  and  mentioned  that  M.  arvensis  varies; 
in  odour  according  to  the  place  of  cultivation,  perhaps  ore 
account  of  some  alteration  in  the  percentage  of  the  con- 
stituents. 

Mr.  Miller,  replying  to  Mr.  Holmes,  said  "snuff" 
attacks  one  field  and  not  another — it  may  appear  in  half 
a  field  only — but  why  he  could  not  explain.  He  had  tried 
planting  other  crops  between,  but  that  had  not  prevented 
rust.  Heavy  crops  are  more  liable  to  "snuff"  than  thin 
crops. 

Mr.  Holmes  said  that  lavender  grown  in  the  damp 
part  of  a  field  is  liable  to  disease,  and  it  may  be  that, 
part  of  the  field  in  which  peppermint  is  grown  is  damp. 
Growing  plants  between  does  not  improve  matters,  it  is 
more  air  that  is  wanted. 

Mr.  Miller  :  We  have  tried  all  sorts  of  soil — clay, 
chalk,  gravel — and  have  had  samples  analysed,  but  cannot 
get  at  the  reason  for  the  appearance  of  the  disease. 

Mr.  Hill  said  that  in  discussing  the  cultivator's  point 
of  view  the  meeting  had  somewhat  lost  sight  of  the 
analytical  and  consumer's  part.  Mr.  Umney  had  not 
explained  why  on  maturing  the  white  oil  the  ester  value 
went.  What  change  took  place  on  keeping?  He  pre- 
sumed the  ester  content  was  taken  after  redistilling. 

Mr.  Naumann,  referring  to  the  estimate  of  English  oil 
sold,  said  large  handlers  of  the  oil  had  estimated  that 
30  tons  of  so-called  English  oil  goes  out  of  the  country. 

Mr.  Umney,  in  reply,  said  he  would  call  the  attention 
of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  to  the  matter.  He  had  not 
found  the  percentage  of  menthone  to  be  of  any  constant 
value,  so  had  not  included  it  in  the  table.  The  ester 
content  of  the  matured  oil  was  taken  after  redistilling  at 
reduced  pressure.  He  had  examined  a  number  of  samples 
for  a  confectionery  firm  who  made  a  point  of  keeping  the 
oil  for  ten  years  before  use.  The  object  of  the  paner  was 
to  make  chemists  think  and  then  act. 

Mr.  Holmes  then  read  a  paper  on 

Sleeping-sickness  Flx, 

in  the  course  of  which  he  mentioned  that  at  a  certain 
period  of  the  year,  during  the  cold  months,  the  fly  is  in 
the  chrysalis  stage,  so  that  just  before  and  after  this 
period  seemed  the  right  time  to  attack  it  and  lessen  its 
numbers.    The  larvce  only  enter  the  soil  a  short  distance,. 
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or  are  deposited  in  the  forks  or  at  the  roots  of  plants 
where  dead  foliage  or  debris  collects,  so  that  a  fire  applied 
at  the  surface  along  the  few  yards  to  which  the  fly  usually 
extends  from  the  shore  should  destroy  an  immense 
number.  Just  outside  this  zone  plants  like  tobacco  and 
the  Dalmatian  insect-powder  plant  might  be  grown,  and 
utilised  as  soon  as  the  flies  appeared  in  numbers  after  the 
cold  season.  The  flies  had  a  dislike  of  any  powerful 
odour,  and  the  carrying  of  sulphur  or  camphor,  or  the 
use  internally  of  small  doses  of  copper  and  quassia,  might 
be  tried,  since  copper  is  an  excellent  insecticide,  and 
especially  destructive  of  lower  algal  life.  At  the  time  of 
the  last  cholera  epidemic  in  this  country  it  was  asserted 
that  those  who  worked  in  copper  escaped  the  disease. 
An  interesting  part  of  the  lecture  was  the  display  of 
lantern-slides  showing  the  various  species  of  the  tsetse- 

fly. 

Mr.  Holmes  followed  this  with  a  note  on 
Trtjxillo  Coca, 
the  point  of  which  was  that  there  are  two  forms  of  both 
Bolivian  and  Truxillo  coca,  distinguished  by  short  and 
long  stamens.    This  paper  also  was  illustrated  by  lantern- 
slides. 

Votes  of  thanks  were  given  to  the  authors,  and  the 
members  adjourned  to  the  Examination  Hall  for  refresh- 
ments.

It  behoves  the  student,  however,  to  con- 
tinue studying-  muscular  and  nerve  force,  so  that,  after  test- 
ing for  refraction  and  giving  the  correction  without  relief,  he 
may  be  able  to  tackle  muscular  anomalies,  which  are  really  the 
bedrock  of  far  more  headaches  than  they  are  credited  with. 
The  lecturer  was  accorded  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks. 

Association  of  Women  Pharmacists. —  A  meeting 
was  held  on  December  9  at  Gordon  Hall,  Gordon  Square, 
London,  W.C.  Among  those  present  were  Miss  Bedell,  Miss 
Hughes,  Miss  Borrowman,  Miss  Falconer,  Miss  MacDiamid, 
and  Miss  Wardle.  Miss  Buchanan  gave  a  Jicport  of  a  Con- 
ference of  the  National  Union  of  Women  Workers,  which 
was  held  at  Lincoln  this  year,  and  which  she  had  attended  as 
delegate  of  the  Association.

It  was 
decided  unanimously  that  the  Secretary  should  write  a  letter 
of  congratulation  to  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  M.P.,  on  his 
election  to  Parliament.  At  8  p.m.  there  began  one  of  the 
Association's  most  successful  smoking-ooncerts  as  regards 
talent  and  variety.  Songs  were  rendered  by  Messrs.  Fox, 
Edward  Harvey.  W.  S.  Thurman,  Geo.  C.  Williams.  Martin 
James,  A.  H.  Cleland,  E.  Vaughan  Rippin,  and  James 
Bender,  and  recitations  were  given  by  Messrs.  A.  Mortimer, 
H.  Soper,  and  J.  E.  Eastman.  Gramophone  selections  by 
Mr.  R.  R.  Clapp  and  a  banjo  solo  by  Mr.  Ernest  James 
enlivened  the  proceedings,  the  latter  also  giving  an  excellent 
skit  entitled  "  Five  Minutes  of  Blood  and  Thunder."  Messrs. 
Edgar  Burdett  and  S.  Clifford  Jones  very  ably  acted  as 
accompanists. 

Aberdeen  Pharmaceutical  Association.— The  quar- 
terly meeting  was  held  in  Robert  Gordon's  Technical  College 
on  Wednesday,  December  7,  Mr.  Robt.  Leslie  presiding.  It 
was  agreed  to  purchase  a  copy  of  the  eighth  edition  of  Squire's 
"London  Hospitals  Pharmacopoeia."  Mr.  J.  F.  Tocher, 
B.Sc.  (Peterhead),  was  formally  installed  as  an  hon.  member 
of  the  Association.  Mr.  Chas.  Simpson,  in  a  characteristic 
speech,  eulogised  Mr.  Tocher's  success  in  science,  and  Mr. 
Tocher,  in  replying,  spoke  of  the  debt  he  owed  the  Association. 
A  discussion  took  place  on  The  Present  System  of  Contract- 
ing for  Medicines.  A  considerable  amount  of  information 
had  been  got  together,  and  was  submitted  to  the  meeting, 


when  it  was  resolved  to  remit  the  whole  matter  to  a  com- 
mittee to  consider  and  report  to  a  further  meeting.  During 
this  discussion  the  result  of  the  Stepney  Parliamentary  elec- 
tion was  received,  and,  amid  considerable  enthusiasm,  it 
was  agreed  to  wire  congratulations  to  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  M.P., 
on  his  success.  Consideration  of  the  Government  Depart- 
mental Report  on  Unqualified  Medical  Practice  had  to  be 
postponed,  owing  to  the  late  hour. 

Chemists'  Assistants'  Association.— At  the  meeting 
held  at  73  Newman  Street,  London,  W.,  on  December  8,  the 
President  (Mr.  H.  Grange)  occupied  the  chair.  There  were 
also  present  Messrs.  A.  Barbour,  H.  L.  Browning,  S.  H. 
Crews,  J.  H.  Drust,  L.  Gwatkin,  J.  Hutcheon,  F.  L.  K. 
Loxley,  J.  G.  McMillan,  P.  Phillips,  W.  Roberts,  W.  P. 
Styles,  E.  Thompson,  G.  A.  Tocher,  and  F.  J.  R.  Bennett 
(Hon.  Secretary).  A  lantern-lecture  by  Mr.  G.  T.  Gale  on 
The  Jcnolan  Caves  of  New  South  "Wales  was  the  subject  for 
the  evening.  Mr.  Gale,  wrho  during  the  lecture  stated  that  the 
caves  could  justifiably  claim  to  be  one  of  the  world's  greatest 
sights,  explained  the  contour  of  the  surrounding  country  and 
the  formation  of  the  caves  by  the  solvent  action  of  water 
containing  carbon  dioxide  on  the  limestone  ridges.  Numerous 
lantern-slides  illustrated  the  main  features  of  the  caverns, 
including  the  marvellous  mimicry  of  familiar  objects  and  the 
"  mystery  "  form  of  stalactite,  which  is  bent  upwards  for 
some  distance.  Mr.  Lownsbrough  pointed  out  that  there 
are  the  Stump  Cross  Caverns  near  Pateley  Bridge,  which 
provided  in  miniature  the  wonders  they  had  seen  portrayed 
that  night. 

Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical  Society.— 

At  a  meeting  on  December  14  Mr.  H.  B.  Hammond  read  a 
paper  on  Dispensing  and  Dispensing  Problems.  He  com- 
menced by  defining  the  word  "  dispenser  "  as  "  one  who  is 
efficient  in  dispensing."  Since  dispensing  was  defined  as 
"  the  art  of  compounding  medicine,"  the  dispenser  is  an 
artist,  and  after  having  mastered  the  rudiments  of  his  craft 
frequently  strikes  out  a  fresh  line  of  his  own.  He  thought  the 
trouble  occasioned  by  the  glut  of  proprietary  articles  might 
be  overcome  by  mutual  agreement  between  medical  men  and 
pharmacists.  As  to  dispensing  being  confined  solely  to 
pharmacists,  he  considered  it  was  time  some  movement  was 
set  afoot  for  promoting  the  dispensing  of  medicines  by 
thoroughly  capable  men  in  the  interest  of  public  safety,  and 
in  view  of  the  agitations  among  various  professional  bodies 
the  present  is  an  opportune  moment.  The  following  New 
Members  were  elected  :  Messrs.  H.  B.  Hammond,  G.  F.  H. 
Coate's,  and  L.  B.  Anderson.  Messrs.  B.  Tildsley,  John 
Massey,  and  Douglas  Dale  were  elected  associates.  The 
President  (Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme)  occupied  the  chair,  and 
was  supported  by  Mr.  J.  Evans  (Vice-President),  Mr.  G. 
Squire,  Mr.  H.  Antcliffe,  and  Mr.  A.  H.  Culverhouse.  The 
Society  expressed  by  resolution  its  deep  and  sincere  regret 
at  the  death  of  Councillor  A.  Russell  Fox,  who  for  more 
than  thirty  years  had  been  a  valued  member  of  the  Society, 
and  also  their  sympathy  with  Mrs.  Fox  and  the  members  of 
the  deceased's  family. 

A  Cancelled  Scholarship — At  a  joint  meeting  of  the 
Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association  and  the  Salford 
Pharmacists'  Association  on  Wednesday,  December  14,  Mr. 
C.  Brown,  Ph.G,  read  a  paper  on  The  Manchester  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  Scholarship.  He  complained  at  the 
outset  that  this  scholarship  is  entirely  controlled  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  Manchester  Association  having 
no  say  in  the  matter.  His  reason  for  introducing  the  subject 
was  that  this  year  the  scholarship  was  awarded  to  his 
assistant  Mr.  H.  Levi,  who,  owing  to  being  unable  to  fulfil 
one  of  the  conditions  required  by  the  Society,  has  been 
deprived  of  the  scholarship.  The  condition  which  Mr.  Levi 
could  not  comply  with  is  this  :  "  One  scholarship  is  offered 
annually,  and  will  be  presented  at  the  commencement  of 
the  session  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  school  in 
October.  The  scholar  shall  for  that  session  be  a  pupil  in 
the  Society's  school,  or  in  case  he  may  elect,  he  shall  be  a 
pupil  in  any  provincial  school  of  pharmacy  approved  by  the 
Council  of  the  Society."  Mr.  Levi  is  unable  to  attend  the 
lectures  this  session,  as  he  has  not  the  money  to  pay  his 
expenses  while  out  of  employment;  as  a  matter  of  fact,  ever 
since  his  apprenticeship  he  has  been  the  main  support  of  his 
home,  his  father  being  in  such  a  delicate  state  of  health  that 
he  is  unable  to  contribute  anything  to  the  upkeep  of  the 
family,  which  is  not  a  small  one.  Knowing  this,  he  wrote  a 
letter  to  Mr.  Bremridge  on  September  5  asking  to  be  allowed 
to  defer  taking  up  the  scholarship  till  October  1911.  He 
received  a  reply  from  Mr.  Bremridge  on  October  13  (the 
school  session  had  commenoed  on  October  3)  asking,  on  behalf 
of  the  School  Committee,  the  reason  for  the  requested  delay. 
Mr.  Levi  replied  on  October  16  explaining  that  it  was  want 
of  means,  and  on  November  10  he  received  from  Mr.  Brem- 
ridge a  letter  stating  that  "  the  committee,  after  full  -  con- 
sideration, does  not  see  its  way  to  grant  you  permission  to 
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defer  taking  up  your  scholarship  until  next  session."  Upon 
.the  receipt  of  this  Mr.  Brown  interviewed  Mr.  Rymer  Young, 
but  he  could  do  nothing  except  to  write  Mr.  Bremridge,  with 
no  result.  Mr.  Biwn  therefore  went  to  see  Mr.  Kay,  of 
Stockport,  the  donor  of  the  scholarship ;  but  he  was  away, 
so  left  the  correspondence.  Mr.  Kay  replied  that  he  could  do 
nothing.  Then  Mr.  Brown  wrote  to  Mr.  Bremridge,  who 
replied  without  consulting  the  Council  or  School  Committee, 
stating  that  he  had  no  power  to  do  anything  beyond  convey- 
ing the  decision  of  the  committee,  adding :  "  I  am  still 
without  Mr.  Levi's  decision  as  to  whether  he  will  abandon 
±he  scholarship  or  comply  with  the  essential  conditions." 
A  letter  to  the  same  effect  was  sent  to  Mr.  Levi,  who  in  reply 
•said  to  Mr.  Bremridge :  "  It  is  impossible  for  me  to  take  up 
-the  scholarship  before  October  1911,  but  at  the  same  time  I 
■cannot  very  well  see  my  way  to  voluntarily  abandon  it." 
He  was  next  informed  by  Mr.  Bremridge  that  the  Council,  at 
its  meeting  on  December  7,  "  unanimously  resolved  that, 
having  regard  to  the  fact  that  you  are  unable  to  fulfil  the 
■conditions  of  the  scholarship,  the  award  of  the  Manchester 
scholarship  made  to  you  on  those  conditions  for  this  session 
must  be  withdrawn.  The  award  has  accordingly  been  can- 
■celled."  Commenting  on  the  whole  matter,  Mr.  Brown 
said  :  "  Here  we  have  a  most  promising  youth  who  has  won 
:a  prize  which  means  either  that  he  will  one  day  be  a  quali- 
fied chemist,  or  he  will,  through  no  fault  of  his  own,  remain 
unqualified  because  he  had  not  the  money  to  carry  him 
[through  his  examination.  You  will  note  I  mentioned  that 
most  probably  he  would  not  require  all  the  money.  Now,  his 
•cousin  took  the  scholarship  some  years  since,  and  used  211. 
He  wrote  and  asked  if  he  could  have  the  balance  in  books ; 
but  he  was  told  if  he  wanted  the  balance  he  must  go  back 
:to  college  and  take  it  out  in  lectures.  The  Society  still  have 
this  money,  and  also  the  money  from  other  years  when  the 
scholarship  has  not  been  awarded,  either  because  no  one  has 
obtained  sufficient  marks  to  merit  it,  or  no  one  has  entered 
for  it.  What  do  they  do  with  the  money  ?  When  Mr.  Brown 
"had  finished,  the  Chairman  (Mr.  J.  C.  Kidd)  moved  :  "  That 
•this  joint  meeting  of  the  Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
■ciation  and  the  Salford  Pharmacists'  Association  ask  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  to  reconsider  their  decision  with 
-regard  to  the  Manchester  Scholarship,  and  allow  Mr.  H. 
Levi  to  take  up  his  course  of  lectures  in  October  1911."  This 
was  seconded  by  Mr.  E.  H.  Simmons  (President  of  the  Salford 
Association)  end  unanimously  adopted.  Mr.  F.  W.  Bates 
introduced  a  most  interesting  discussion  on  "  Is  a  local  Asso- 
ciation of  any  use  to  a  retail  pharmacist?  "  The  report  of 
this  is  reserved. 


Cambridge  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

The  second  of  a  series  of  meetings  arranged  for  junior 
pharmacists  was  held  on  December  9  at  10  Emmanuel 
■Street.  Among  those  present  were  Messrs.  E.  S.  Peck, 
M.A.,  A.  A.  Deck,  B.  S.  Campkin,  J.  Evans,  Barker, 
Tuck,  Armstrong,  French,  Marriott,  Williams,  Wood, 
'.Course,  Lanshen,  with  the  Hon.  Secretary  (T.  J.  Mallett) 
and  a  number  of  juniors.  Mr.  Horace  Everett  (junior) 
was  elected  chairman,  and  Mr.  Eric  Tittrington  contri- 
•buted  a  paper  entitled  : 

Field  Botany  in  Cambridgeshire. 
After  alluding  to  the  great  importance  of  field  botany, 
-not  only  as  a  hobby,  but  to  those  who  were  looking  forward 
"to  passing  the  Minor  examination,  considerable  amuse- 
ment was  caused  by  Mr.  Tittrington  quoting  a  long  de- 
scription from  a  text-book  on  "  The  Natural  Order  Ranun- 
culaceee,"  and  remarked  that  such  an  elaborate  description 
seemed  out  of  place  when  applied  to  such  a  common  flower 
as  the  buttercup.  Learning  off  natural  orders  from  a  text- 
Tbook  was  very  uninteresting  work,  and  it  was  practically 
impossible  unless  one  had  the  actual  plant  before  him  to 
get  anything  like  a  clear  conception  of  the  subject.  In  the 
schedule  of  work  for  the  Minor  is  a  list  of  forty-five  plants 
'for  recognition ;  of  these  twenty-five  grow  wild  in  the 
county.  For  centuries  Cambridgeshire  has  been  rich  in 
its  varieties  of  wild  flowers,  owing  to  the  varying  character 
of  the  land ;  904  species  are  found  in  the  county,  and  of 
"these  10  per  cent,  are  Germanic  plants,  typical  of  the 
Eastern  Counties.  The  speaker  indicated  the  most  likely 
spots  for  a  successful  botanising  excursion,  and  described 
the  methods  of  pressing  and  mounting  specimens.  It  was 
suggested  that  at  the  next  meeting  the  "Curriculum" 
should  be  discussed. 

North  Staffs  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Roebuck  'Hotel,  Stoke-on- 
Trent,  on  Thursday,  December  3,  Mr.  Weston  Poole  (Presi- 
dent) in  the  chair.    Mr.  F.  J.  Gibson  (Wolverhampton)  was 
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present,  also  Messrs.  J.  B.  Blades  and  E.  Mellor  (Vice- 
Presidents),  Edmund  Jones,  T.  Bentley  (Hon.  Sec),  T.  C. 
Cornwell,  E.  Corner,  J.  H.  Waldron,  E.  Griffiths,  Kemp. 
Cope,  Tipper,  Blades,  junr.,  and  Edge.  It  was  proposed 
by  Mr.  Tipper,  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Kemp,  that  con- 
gratulations be  sent  to  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones  on  his  elec- 
tion as  the  Member  for  Stepney.  The  proposal  was  carried 
amid  loud  applause.  Mr.  F.  J.  Gibson  then  delivered  in 
private  an  address  dealing  with  the  inner  work  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council.  A  critical  discussion  ensued,  to 
which  Mr.  Gibson  replied.  It  was  decided  to  send  a 
donation  of  two  guineas  to  the  Benevolent  Fund. 

Winding-up  the  Federation. 
The  following  letter  has  been  sent  to  secretaries  of  local 
Associations  by  Mr.  Edmund  Jones,  Hon.  Secretary  of  the 
Federation  of  Local  Associations,  and  was  read  to  the 
meeting  : 

"  Doubtless  yourself  and  other  members  of  your  Associa- 
tion have  read  the  account  of  the  Federation  meeting  held  at 
Cambridge  during  the  B.P.C.  week,  and  have  noticed  that  it 
has  been  decided  to  discontinue  the  Federation,  whose  work 
and  objects  will  be  continued  by  the  B.P.C.  and  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  respectively.  It  must  have  been  apparent  to 
your  Association  that  for  some  years  past  the  financial  and 
moral  support  given  to  the  Federation  was  very  unsatisfactory 
and  discouraging  to  those  trying  to  carry  on  the  work. 
Under  such  circumstances  the  Executive  were  unanimous  in 
their  desire  to  wind  it  up.  They  have  not,  however,  adopted 
this  course  without  attempting  to  provide  other  means  for 
carrying  on  the  work.  The  B.P.C,  by  adopting  Mr.  J.  C. 
Umney's  resolutions,  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,_  by 
establishing  a  Local  Associations'  Committee,  have  provided 
means  for  carrying  out  the  objects  of  the  Federation.  I  think 
the  Federation  may  fairly  claim  to  have  oiiginated  these 
new  departures,  which,  we  trust,  will  make  for  the  common- 
weal. Mr.  W.  L.  Currie,  our  respected  Chairman,  has  been 
to  see  me  in  reference  to  a  formal  winding-up  meeting,  and  it 
has  been  decided  to  call  a  meeting  for  January  4,  1911,  at 
Bloomsbury  Square,  to  which  you  are  invited  to  send  a  dele- 
gate. There  will  probably  be  a  few  pounds  balance  in  hand 
then,  and  I  shall  be  glad  to  have  your  Association's  opinion 
as  to  what  they  think  shall  be  done  with  it.  As  a  parting  and 
final  request,  I  should  like  to  ask  Associations  to  again  make 
a  combined  effort  to  extend  the  P.A.T.A.  and  to  send  up  a 
petition  (signed  by  every  chemist  in  their  area)  to  those 
manufacturers  whose  goods  are  out  and  unprotected,  asking 
them  to  put  them  on  the  P.A.T.A.,  or  adopt  some  course  to 
protect  a  reasonable  profit  to  the  retailer  and  secure  his  good- 
will. Petitions,  originals  or  copies,  _  must  be  sent  to  the 
P.A.T.A.  with  a  request  for  presentation." 
It  was  decided  to  appoint  Mr.  Jones  as  the  representative 
of  this  Association  at  the  winding-up  meeting,  and  to 
suggest  that  any  balance  of  funds  should  be  handed  to  the 
Benevolent  Fund. 

The  P.A.T.A. 
Mr.  Jones  thought  the  chemists  of  North.  Staffs  should 
send  a  united  petition  to  manufacturers  on  the  exten- 
sion of  the  P.A.T.A.  list.  It  could  not  do  any  harm, 
and  might  be  productive  of  good. — Mr.  Kemp,  the  Presi- 
dent, Mr.  Mellor,  Mr.  Jones,  and  Mr.  Edge  also  spoke. 
No  resolution  was  passed,  but  the  President  said  that 
the  request  conveyed  in  Mr.  Jones's  letter  would  be 
accepted  as  an  instruction. 

Midland  Pharmaceutical  Association. 
There  was  a  good  attendance  of  members  at  the  Grand 
Hotel,  Birmingham,  on  Wednesday,  December  7.  Mr.  E. 
Corfield  (President)  was  in  the  chair,  and  the  gathering 
included  Messrs.  A.  W.  Southall,  Jas.  A.  Radford,  H.  M. 
Tranmer,  Councillor  Jeffrey  Poole,  E.  W.  Mann,  H. 
Buckingham  (Hon.  Secretary),  Wilson,  Harries,  Kempsey- 
Bourne,  etc.  Mr.  H.  W.  Jones,  F.C.S.,  read  a  carefully 
prepared  digest  of 

Wootton's  "  Chronicles  of  Pharmacy," 
from  which  we  print  the  following  abstract.  After  re- 
calling Mr.  Wootton's  long  connection  with  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist,  Mr.  Jones  said  the  book  was  well  desig- 
nated "  Chronicles,"  as  the  various  chapters  sum  up  a  life's 
work  of  research  into  the  byways  of  pharmacy  and  its 
literature.  It  is  not  a  "  history."  but  there  is  enough 
material  in  the  two  volumes  to  make  one,  and  a  very  good 
general  history  of  pharmacy  too.  Time  would  only  allow 
him,  said  Mr.  Jones,  to  give  a  bare  outline  of  the  matter 
and  manner  of  the  book,  and  he  would  have  to  pass  through 
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Volume  I.  somewhat  more  rapidly  than  he  would  like 
to,  on  account  of  the  wealth  of  material  in  the  second 
volume,  the  latter  being  perhaps  of  more  practical  interest 
to  the  general  pharmacist. 

The  work  opens  with  a  chapter  on  the  "  Myths  of  Phar- 
macy," while  the  second  chapter  shows  'that  historic 
pharmacy  really  began  in  the  time  of  the  Pharaohs.  The 
section  on  "  Pharmacy  in  the  Bible"  shows  a  considerable 
amount  of  research.  Chapters  IV.  and  V.  give  a  very  full 
account  of  Greek  and  Roman  medicine,  and,  in  the  next, 
Arab  pharmacy  is  described  in  a  very  fascinating  manner. 
"It  was  the  Arabs  (says  Wootton)  who  raised  pharmacy 
to  its  proper  dignity."  In  the  chapter  headed  "  From  the 
Arabs  to  the  Europeans"  it  is  stated  that  "there  is  no 
evidence,  and  not  much  probability,  that  Europeans  ac- 
quired any  Eastern  science  of  value  through  the  Crusades," 
but  "  that  the  Arabs  of  the  East  could  have  taught  their 
Christian  foes  much  useful  knowledge  cannot  be  doubted." 

Pharmacy  in  Great  Britain  is  treated  at  some  length, 
a  good  summary  is  given  of  British  pharmacy  in  Saxon- 
England,  and  interesting  extracts  from  the  three  volumes 
published  in  1864,  under  the  authority  of  the  Master  of  the 
Rolls  at  the  expense  of  the  Treasury,  edited  by  the  Rev. 
Oswald  Cockayne,  and  known  as  "  Leechdoms,  Wort- 
cunning,  and  Starcraft."  This  is  followed  by  an  account 
of  early  English  medical  practice,  the  early  English  drug- 
trade,  "  Bucklersbury,"  a  chemist's  advertisement  in  the 
seventeenth  century  (Ambrose  Godfrey  Hanckwitz),  the 
English  apothecaries,  re-corporation  of  the  apothecaries, 
contests  between  the  physicians  and  apothecaries,  and  that 
which  most  concerns  the  modern  pharmacist,  the  apothe- 
caries and  the  chemists  and  druggists.  Mr.  Jones  cpioted 
the  concluding  portion  of  this  chapter  (VIII. )  : 

"  In  the  course  of  the  eighteenth  century,  chemists  and 
druggists  had  to  a  large  extent  replaced  apothecaries  as 
keepers  of  shops  where  medicines  were  sold  and  dispensed, 
and  even  when  the  businesses  were  owned  by  apothecaries 
they  usually  styled  themselves  chemists  and  druegists.  In 
the  year  1841  an  attempt  was  made  to  get  a  Bill  through 
Parliament  which  would  have  made  it  penal  to  recommend 
any  medicine  for  sake  of  gain.  The  Bill  was  introduced 
by  a  Mr.  Hawes,  and  the  chemists  and  druggists  of  London 
opposed  it  with  such  vigour  that  it  was  ultimately  with- 
drawn. In  order  to  be  prepared  against  future  attacks,  the 
victorious  chemists  and  druggists  then  formed  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Grent  Britain,  which  was  incorporated  by 
Royal  Charter  in  1842.  An  Act  protecting  the  title  of 
'  Pharmaceutical  Chemist '  was  passed  in  1852.  and  in  1868 
another  Act.  requiring  all  future  chemists  and  druggists  to 
pass  examinations  and  be  registered,  and  restricting  to  them 
the  sale  of  poisons,  became  law." 

In  "Magic  and  Medicine"  (Chapter  IX.)  is  given 
Egyptian,  Jewish,  and  Arabic  magic,  the  Abracadabra 
mystery,  Greek  and  Roman  magic,  English  folk-lore  super- 
stitions, transferring  diseases,  witches'  powders,  and  the 
chapter  concludes  with  instances  of  such  superstitions  among 
famous  persons. 

Mr.  Jones  then  referred  to  the  chapter  (X.)  on  "  Dogmas 
and  Delusions."  mentioning  that  Stahl's  phlogistic  theory 
was  championed  by  Priestley,  whose  discovery  of  oxygen 
finally  upset  the  theory.  This  part  of  the  work  contains  a 
good  condensed  account  of  the  terms  "hot"  and  "cold" 
as  employed  in  old  works,  while  the  doctrine  of  signatures 
forms  a  considerable  part  of  the  chapter.  The  formula 
and  uses  of  unguentum  sympatheticum  are  given.  "  It  was 
the  weapon  which  inflicted  the  wound  which  was  to  be 
anointed,  and  it  would  be  effective  no  matter  how  far 
away  the  wounded  person  might  be."  Chapter  XI.  con- 
tains biographical  accounts  of  "Masters  in  Pharmacy," 
and  of  Paracelsus  it  is  stated  that  "  no  one  man  in  history 
exercised  such  a  revolutionary  influence  on  medicine  and 
phamacy  as  this  erratic  genius."  Culpeper  appears 
among  the  "  Masters,"  and  deserves  a  place  "  for  the  free- 
dom and  occasional  acuteness  with  which  he  criticised  the 
first  and  second  editions  of  the  London  Pharmacopoeia 
Scheele,  Liebig,  and  Sir  Humphry  Davy  are  among  others 
whose  lives  are  described  in  this  chanter.  Next  dealing 
with  "Royal  and  Noble  Pharmacists,"  the  origin  is  given 
of  Hungary  water,  the  Earl  of  Warwick's  powder  (pulv. 
scammon.  co.).  the  Duke  of  Portland's  gout-powder,  Sir 
Walter  Raleigh's  "Great  Cordial"  (the  original  of  pulv. 
cretse  aromat,).  and  Berkeley's  tar-water.    The  purchase  of 


secret  remedies  by  kings  is  noted  (Goddard's  drops, 
Stephens's  cure  for  stone,  etc.),  and  of  the  concluding 
chapters  of  the  first  volume,  dealing  with  chemical 
remedies,  Mr.  Jones  says  they  are  "  characteristically 
Wootton." 

The  second  volume  opens  with  a  chapter  on  "Animals 
in  Pharmacy,"  and  lists  are  given  of  official  remedies  which 
show  that  "practitioners  of  that  period  ransacked  the 
world  of  animal  life  for  possible   means   of  alleviating, 
human  ills."    Bezoar  stones  were  sold  in  1814  at  from  3/. 
to  51.  per  ounce,  but  some  writers  give  the  value  as  much- 
greater.    Vipers,  mummies,  spermaceti,  honey,  are  dealt 
with  in  detail,  and  a  particularly  good  account  is  given  of 
Dippell,  who  first  made  animal  oil,  and  who  "  accidentally 
produced  Prussian  blue,  but  did  not  realise  the  value  of 
this  discovery."    In  Chapter  XVI.,  "  Reminiscences  of 
Ancient  Pharmacy,"  are  described  mithridatum,  Veniee- 
treacle,  philonium,  and  diascordium.    For  some  centuries 
the  theriaca  was  made  in  turn  at  Constantinople,  Cairo. 
Genoa,  and  Venice,  and  was  of  such  repute  that  customers 
would  have  it  so  branded.    In  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth 
English  apothecaries  began  to  claim  that  they  could  make- 
the°confection  as  well  as  their  Italian  contemporaries,  and 
the  Grocers'  Company  induced  the  College  of  Physicians 
to  prescribe,  the  home-made  article.    "  The  mangled  re- 
mains "  of  diascordium  survive  in  pulvis  catechu  co.  The- 
history   and   virtues  of   precious   stones,   Kermes,  mel 
Eoyptiacum,    terra   sigillata,  oil  of  bricks,  arquebusade- 
water  four  thieves  vinegar,  elixir  proprietates,  and  balsam 
of  sulphur  are  next  dealt  with,  and  then  the  origin  of 
Pharmacopoeias.    The  Florence  "  Antidotanum  .  and  the- 
Nuremburg  "Dispensary"  were  the  first  official  Phar- 
macopoeias ;  the  London  Pharmacopoeia,  which  appeared  in 
1618    beino-  the  first  really  national  publication  of  that 
character.  °It  comprised  1,028  simples  and  932  compounds. 
"  Shakespeare's  Pharmacy  "  (Chapter  XVIII.)  is  a  most  in- 
teresting chapter,  and  so  full  of  references  and  quotation* 
as  to  be  sufficient  to  furnish  a  paper  by  itself.    Mr.  Jones 
gave  some  idea  of  the  completeness  of  the  work  by  quotrng- 
in  Wootton's  own  words  the  account  of  the  apothecary  in 
"  Romeo  and  Juliet,"  and  then  read  a  condensation  of  tne- 
entire  Chapter  XIX.,  which  deals  with  some  noted  drugs. 
The  drugs  mentioned  were  aloes,  castor  oil,  cinchona., 
cubebs    digitalis,  guaiacum,  ipecacuanha   kousso,  opium, 
quassia,  sarsaparilla,  stramonium,  black  draught,  Blaud  s 
pills    Chelsea  pensioner,  citrine  ointment,    cold  creams, 
diachylon   plaster,   Dover's   powder,    ung.    elemi  (ung. 
arccei).    Fowler's    solution,    friar's    balsam,  Gregorys- 
powder,  hiera  picra,  laudanum,  tinct    avand.  co.,  lenitive- 
electuary,  pulv.  glycyrrhizse  co.,  opodeldoc,  paregoric,  pil. 
cochiae,  Plunder's  pills  (pil.  calomel  co.),  ammomatect 
tincture  of  quinine,  pil.  saponis  co.    decoction  of  sar- 
saparilla, Seidlitz  powders,  and  Turner  s  cerate.  Noted 
Nostrums  "  is  the  title  of  Chapter  XXI.,  which  opens  with 
an  excellent  digest  of  most  that  relates  to  patent  medi- 
cines   ' '  The  terni  '  patent  medicines  '  as  now  popularly  used 
means  generally  secret  medicines,  and  the  meaning  is  there- 
fore in  exact  contradiction  to  the  expression.      After  1800 
medicinal  compounds  are  only  rarely  patented  those 
known  to  the  present  generation  include  Ford  s  balsam  ot 
horehound  (1816).  Ridge's  food  (1862),  and  Page  Wood 
cock's  wind-pills  (1852).    This  chapter  gives  very  readable 
accounts  of  many  famous  proprietary  medicines,  and  con- 
cludes with  the  history  of  the  Whitworth  doctors-aim st 
forgotten  now,  but  a  century  ago  they  were  famous  alt 
ovet  En-land.    The  Whitworth  red  bottle  and  Whitworth 
drops  axe  still  more  or  less  popular  ^miniscences^of  their 
pharmacy.    The  remaining  chapters  deal  with  poisons  in 
history  and  names  and  symbols  used  m  pharmacy  The 
pharmaceutical  vocabulary  was  particularly  commended 
the  particulars  given  of  the  word  "  drug     being  used  by 
Mr.  Jones  as  an  illustration  of  the  mode  of  treatment. 

Air  Tranmer  formally  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr. 
Jones  for  his  interesting  review,  and  Mr.  Mann  seconded. 
Speaking  in  support,  Mr.  Buckingham  referred  to  the 
different  practices  adopted  for  syrup  of  foxes  lungs. 

\n  informal  discussion  followed  on  the  Federation  of 
Pharmaceutical  Associations.  While  the  meeting  was  in 
progress  information  was  received  that  Mr.  Glyn-Jones- 
liad  been  returned  for  the  Stepney  Division,  and  it  was 
resolved  to  telegraph  a  message  of  congratulation. 
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Trade  Report  and  Market  Review. 


The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  th«se 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  stock 
the  goods.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs.,  oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher  prices  than  those  here 
quoted  are  obtained  for  selected  qualities  of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retail  buyers  cannot,  therefore,  for  these 
and  other  reasons,  expect  to  purchase  at  these  prices.

IN  certain  directions  there  is  a  perceptible  slackening  off 
in  business,  but  in  spite  of  this  the  markets  generally 
have  a  firm  tone,  and  there  is  more  activity  than  is  usually 
the  case  at  the  expiry  of  the  year.  Price-changes,  how- 
ever, are  few.  They  include  an  active  demand  for  menthol 
to 'arrive  and  a  firmer  tone  in  American  peppermint  oil,  and 
the  outlook,  as  based  on  thle  strong  statistical  position,  is 
regarded  as  favourable  for  a  further  advance  in  the  new 
year.  Opium  is  firm,  but  business  has  practically  ceased 
until  after  the  holidays.  Calumba  has  been  sold  at  higher 
rates  and  is  still  scarce,  arrivals  being  quickly  cleared  off. 
Japanese  refined  camphor  is  steady,  with  more  doing  for 
shipment,  and  an  advance  of  l^d.  is  reported  in  German 
refined.  Cascara  eagrada  is  firm,  a  good  business  being 
reported  from  the  Pacific  Coast.  Castorum  at  auction 
realised  sensational  prices  owing  to  eager  competition. 
Condurango  is  dearer.  Ergot  firm  but  quiet.  Sicilian 
essential  oils  are  unaltered,  bergamot  remaining  firm. 
French  castor  oil  is  scarce,  and  English  tartaric  acid  has 
been  advanced  ^d.  by  one  maker.  Turpentine  and 
ammonia  sulphate  are  easier.  The  following  are  the  prin- 
cipal fluctuations  of  the  week  :

Peppermint  oil  in  tins  is  firm 
at  $2.20  per  lb.  Cartagena  ipecacuanha  has  advanced  to 
$2  per  lb.,  a  rise  of  20c.  Cascara  sagrada  is  hardening  at 
7^c.  per  lb.,  and  asafetida  is  dearer  at  $1.65  per  lb. 

Amsterdam,  December  8  : — At  the  auctions  of  cinchona 
held  here  to-day,  10,703  packages  were  offered,  of  which 
9,744  packages  sold  at  an  average  unit  of  3.04c.  per  half- 
kilo.,  against  3.11c.  paid  at  the  auctions  on  September  29. 
The  following  were  the  approximate  quantities  of  quinine 
in  the  bark  purchased  by  the  factories  :  (1)  The  English  and 
American  factories,  15,654  kilos.  ;  (2)  the  Brunswick  factory,

Italian  Citric  Acid. 

With  reference  to  the  paragraph  published  in  the  C.  &.  D. 
relative  to  the  formation  of  the  "  Fabbrica  Chimica  Italiana 
Goldenberg,"  for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing  chemical- 
products  at  Messina,  H.M.  Consul  at  Palermo  now  reports 
that,  owing  to  difficulties  in  regard  to  site  and  building- 
restrictions  at  Messina,  the  company  appear  to  have  decided 
to  distribute  their  works  between  that  place  and  Palermo. 
Works  are  to  be  erected  at  Messina  with  an  annual  producing 
capacity  of  not  leis  than  800  tons  of  citric  acid,  and  at 
Palermo  for  the  manufacture  of  sulphuric  acid,  tartaric  acid, 
cream  of  tartar,  chemical  manures,  etc.    The  company  have 
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secured  a  site  of  50,000  square  metres  at  Palermo,  and  are  in 
treaty  with  the  Government  for  a  concession  to  build  a  pier 
on  the  adjoining  beach  for  the  direct  loading  and  discharging 
of  vessels  at  their  works.  The  company  are  to  receive  from 
the  Government  a  premium  of  5,0007.  for  establishing  these 
new  chemical  industries  in  Sicily. 

London  Markets. 

Acid,  Citric,  is  quite  inactive  at  Is.  Z%d.  for  English  and 
Is.  Z^d.  to  Is.  3f d.  for  foreign. 

Castorum. — The  annual  auction  of  the  Hudson's  Bay 
Company  was  held  on  Wednesday,  when  1,662  lb.  was 
offered,  as  compared  with  1,898  lb.  last  year.  There  was 
a  full  complement  of  buyers  present,  chiefly  on  German, 
Russian,  Paris,  and  London  account,  and  the  fact  that 
orders  were  plentiful  led  to  extreme  and  wild  competition. 
At  the  opening,  prices  paid  showed  an  advance  of  about 
30  per  cent.,  but  as  the  sales  progressed  extraordinarily 
high  prices  were  paid,  showing  an  average  advance,  as 
compared  with  last  year,  of  about  100  per  cent,  on  firsts 
and  seconds,  150  per  cent,  on  thirds,  200  per  cent,  on 
pickings,  and  75  per  cent,  on  cuttings.  As  it  was,  several 
buyers  were  unable  to  fulfil  their  engagements.  An  analysis 
of  the  catalogue  shows  that  the  1,662  lb.  offered  was  divided 
as  follows  :  Firsts  72  lb.,  firsts  and  seconds  31  lb.,  seconds 
151  lb.,  thirds  515  lb.,  pickings  493  lb.,  and  cuttings 
400  lb.  The  quality  and  condition  were  equal  to  the 
previous  year.

Camphor  (Refined)  is  steady,  the  sales  including  80  cases 
Japanese  2^-lb.  slabs  at  Is.  6^d.  c.i.f.  and  3-oz.  tablets  for 
December-January  shipment  at  Is.  6^d.  c.i.f.;  also  5  and 
^-oz.  at  Is.  6-UZ.  c.i.f.  for  February-March  shipment.  In  the 
drug-auction  five  cases  of  Japanese  refined  (3-oz.  tablets) 
were  limited  at  Is.  l^d.  The  German  refiners  have  advanced 
the  price  of  bells  by  l^d.  per  lb.  to  Is.  l^d.  in  5-cwt.  casks 
for  prompt  delivery,  no  contracts  being  undertaken.

Synthetic  Camphor. 

The  American  Consul  (Mr.  R.  P.  Skinner)  at  Hamburg, 
in  a  report  to  Washington,  states  that  in  the  preparation  of  a 
report  on  the  subject  of  the  manufacture  of  synthetic  camphor, 
which  was  forwarded  for  publication  recently,  he  had  some 
correspondence  with  Mr.  Louis  Brunet,  editor  of  the  "  Revue 
Generate  des  Sciences  Pures  et  Appliques,"  who  at  that 
time  had  never  given  the  matter  any  consideration.  This 
correspondence  resulted  in  the  preparation  and  subsequent 
publication  of  a  report  in  the  "  Revue  "  by  Dr.  G.  Blanc, 
which,  after  dealing  with  the  technical  production  of  cam- 
phor, concludes  with  the  following  very  interesting  opinions 
in  regard  to  its  industrial  future  : 

We  have  reached  the  conclusion  that  below  a  certain  price 
synthetic  camphor  cannot  compete  with  natural  camphor ;  and  the 
purpose  of  the  Japanese  monopoly  evidently  is  to  maintain  prices 
sufficiently  low  to  compel  German  factories  to  suspend  manufacture, 
and  even  to  disappear,  since  it  is  impossible  to  tie  up  a  costly  plant 
indefinitely. 

At  the  period  of  the  Russo-Japanese  war,  when  the  ex- 
portation of  Japanese  products  became  difficult,  an  enormous 
rise  in  the  price  of  camphor  was  brought  about  (15f.  per 
kilo.,  or  $2,895  per  2  2  lb.),  at  which  time  it  was  fairly 
certain  that  the  artificial  product  could  be  manufactured 
profitably.    But  this  situation  did  not  continue,  and  at  the 


actual  price  (4.3f.  or  $0,829)  we  esteem  that  competition 
is  not  possible.  It  is  difficult  to  foresee  how  long  this  state 
of  affairs  can  continue.  Many  events  may  modify  it.  In  the 
first  place,  there  arises  the  increasing  difficulty  for  the 
J apanese  to  produce  camphor.  For  its  extraction  extremely 
old  trees  are  cut  down,  which  naturally  are  not  replaced. 
Plantations  are  made,  it  is  true,  and  replantations  are 
favoured,  but  these  young  trees  become  productive  only  in 
about  thirty  years.  The  immense  forests  of  Formosa  are 
not  yet  nearly  exhausted,  certainly;  but  everything  on  the 
coast  has  been  cut,  and  the  interior  is  penetrated  with  much 
difficulty,  so  that  exploitation  has  become  extremely  perilous. 


Pbarmaceutical  Society  of  Cape  Colony. 

A  Council-meeting  was  held  at  Mercantile  Buildings,  Hout 
Street,  Cape  Town,  on  November  17.  Dr.  Froembling  pre- 
sided, and  there  were  present  Messrs.  G.  R.  Cleghorn  and 
J.  Austin  Thomas  (Vice-Presidents),  F.  C.  Mathew,  J.  Sow- 
den,  A.  E.  A.  Tothill,  C.  L.  Tayler,  J.  S.  C.  Harcus,  and 
H.  R.  Peck  (Hon.  Secretary).  The  minutes  were  read  and 
confirmed  and  followed  by  a  discussion  on  the  report  of  the 
special  committee  appointed  to  draft  rules  for  a  defence  fund. 
At  a  special  meeting  of  the  committee  held  on  November  14, 
Mr.  J.  Sowden  in  the  chair,  the  following  resolutions  were 
passed  : 

1.  "  That  the  title  be  '  The  Chemists'  Trade  and  Vigilance 
Fund.'  " 

2.  "  That  the  entrance-fee  be  half-a-guinea  and  an  annual  sub- 
scription of  5s." 

3.  "  That  no  one  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  benefit  from  the 
fund  unless  he  shall  have  been  a  member  for  a  full  year  from 
January  1,  1911." 

1.  "  That  only  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Cape- 
Colony  shall  be  eligible  for  membership." 

5.  "  That  the  management  of  the  fund  shall  be  controlled  by  a 
committee  consisting  of  chairman,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  seven 
other  members  of  the  Defence  Fund." 

6.  "  All  applications  to  tie  first  submitted  to  the  Defence  and 
Vigilance  Committee  for  consideration,  and  the  committee's  recom- 
mendations to  be  transmitted  to  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Cape  Colony  for  their  final  decision  as  to  what  action 
shall  be  taken." 

7.  "  In  the  event  of  a  ease  being  taken  to  court,  the  fund  shall 
not  be  responsible  for  more  than  75  per  cent,  of  the  total  cost." 
Mr.  H.  R.  Peck  criticised  the  report,  and  thought  the 
time  was  not  ripe  for  such  a  fund,  in  view  of  amalgamation 
with  other  Societies.  Mr.  J.  Sowden,  in  reply,  stated  that, 
should  there  be  amalgamation  with  any  of  the  other  Societies, 
the  possession  of  such  a  fund  would  give  the  Society  a  much 
better  status,  and  further,  that  the  benefits,  which  any 
member  may  derive,  would  be  ample  justification  of  its 
formation,  and  it  was  almost  as  important  as  any  branch  of 
work  the  Society  was  doing.  As  to  the  title,  Mr.  J.  Austin- 
Thomas  suggested  it  be  "  Defence  Fund  "  only,  as  he  con- 
sidered it  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  look  after  their  in- 
terests. Speaking  in  support  of  the  inclusion  of  the  word 
"  Vigilance,"  Mr.  A.  E.  A.  Tothill  pointed  out  that  watchful- 
ness was  most  important.  If  more  vigilance  in  guarding 
their  interests  against  ambiguous  legislation  were  exercised, 
there  would  not  be  so  many  prosecutions.  On  Mr.  F.  C. 
Mathew's  proposal,  the  committee's  recommendations  were 
adopted,  and  will  be  submitted  to  the  next  general  meeting. 

The  Weights  and  Measures  Draft  Act_  was  again  under 
debate.  The  President  had  drawn  up  a  list  of  objeptions  in 
abbreviated  form,  which,  it  was  decided,  should  be  circulated 
among  the  members  of  Parliament.  The  objections  were  as 
follows  : 

1.  That  the  Draft  Act  as  submitted  must  be  considered  incom- 
plete, and  as  far  as  the  definition  of  the  metric  system  is  con- 
cerned, partly  incorrect. 

2.  That  far  too  much  is  left  for  future  regulations,  and  no  oppor- 
tunity is  given  to  legislators  to  approve  of  same  before  actually 
coming  into  force. 

3.  That  the  oompulsory  introduction  of  the  metric  system  into 
pharmacy  before  the  general  public  are  educated  up  to  it,  and 
befoi-e  the  medical  profession  have  adopted  it,  must  be  considered 
premature. 

4.  That  the  Act  should  not  come  into  operation  for  at  least  six 
or  seven  years,  during  which  time  the  education  authorities  could 
give  it  attention. 

5.  That  it  would  seem  unfair  to  single  out  a  particular  profession 
to  start  with,  particularly  the  chemists,  who,  on  account  of  their 
delicate  and  dangerous  work,  ishould  be  the  last  to  be  experi- 
mented with. 

6.  That  the  greater  portion  of  goods  used  by  the  profession 
coming  from  Great  Britain,  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  same 
weighed  and  packed  according  to  the  metric  system  would  seem 
uns'urmountable  so  long  as  the  Motherland  declined  to  adopt  the 
6ame  system. 

7.  That  a  sudden  change  into  the  metrio  system  would  involve 
for  the  majority  of  smaller  chemists  a  heavy  loss  by  being  com- 
pelled to  abolish  all  their  old  weights,  and  incur  _  considerable 
expense  in  acquiring  the  new  ones1 — expenses  which  will  be  felt  the 
more  because  the  weights  and  measures  used  by  the  chemists  out- 
number by  far  those  of  all  other  trades  combined. 

Several  new  members  were  elected,  and  it  is  very  satisfac- 
tory to  note  that  the  membership  is  steadily  increasing. 
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COUNCIL-MEETING. 

THE  Council  met  at  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin,  on 
Wednesday,  December  7,  Sir  W.  J.  Baxter  (President) 
in  the  chair.  The  following  members  of  the  Council  were 
also  present  :  Dr.  J.  A.  Walsh,  Messrs.  G.  D.  Beggs,  J. 
Smith,  P.  N.  White,  J.P.,  R.  Blair,  Thomas  Tait,  J.  H. 
Bowden,  J.  Michie,  J.  Burnett,  W.  F.  Wells,  and  Dr. 
C.  J.  B.  Dunlop. 

New  Examiners. 
A  letter  was  received  from  the  Privy  Council  Office, 
Dublin  Castle,  enclosing  copies  of  an  Order  in  Council 
approving  of  the  appointments  of  Dr.  Ashe,  Mr.  Dundee, 
and  Mr.  Ray  as  examiners.  Later  in  the  meeting  letters 
of  thanks  from  these  gentlemen  were  read. 

Practice  of  Medicine  and  Surgery. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Privy  Council 
Office,  Whitehall,  transmitting  a  copy  of  the  Report  on  the 
Practice  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  by  Unqualified  Persons 
(see  C.  cb  D.,  November  26,  p.  798).  ' 

Mr.  Wells  said  this  was  an  extraordinary  document ;  a 
most  unfair  and  a  most  biassed  Report.  What  puzzled 
him  in  going  through  it  was  how  any  Government  Depart- 
ment should  send  out  such  a  document.  In  a  matter  of 
vast  importance  such  as  this  it  was  absolutely  essential 
that  the  views  of  representatives  of  all  interested  should 
be  obtained,  and  that  the  Report  should  not  merely  be  the 
outcome  of  one-sided  opinions.  There  were  statements  in 
the  Report  absolutely  injurious  to  the  chemist,  statements 
which  went  to  stab  a  man  in  the  back.  Some  of  the  state- 
ments actually  implied  that  chemists  were  killing  people 
throughout  the  country.  They  had  a  gentleman  in  the 
North  Dublin  Union  in  his  report  making  a  statement 
which  was  a  very  unfair  one.    He  says  : 

"  Chemists,  druggists,  and  their  assistants  prescribe  for 
all  sorts  of  diseases,  with  decidedly  injurious  results.  There 
is  an  increasing  tendency  on  the  part  of  the  public  to  '  self- 
medication  '  as  a  result  of  the  introduction  of  the  tabloid 
system." 

Chemists  in  his  (Mr.  Wells's)  experience  certainly  did  not 
recommend  tabloids.  There  were  many  other  statements  in 
the  Report  which  went  to  show  how  venomous  it  was. 
Before  they  gave  voice  to  their  protest  in  some  definite 
form  or  other,  perhaps  some  of  them  might  deem  it 
prudent  to  get  into  communication  with  the  Government 
Department  which  sent  the  document  out.  Perhaps  later 
on  the  question  might  be  raised  of  letting  the  doctor  give 
up  dispensing  and  of  letting  the  chemist  give  up  prescrib- 
ing. He  repeated  his  opinion  that  the  Report  was  highly 
injurious  to  the  chemist ;  and  as  regards  the  growth  of  the 
use  of  tabloids — well,  they  probably  knew  who  was  re- 
sponsible for  that.  He  suggested  that  the  matter  should 
be  referred  to  the  Law  Committee  to  draft  and  bring 
forward  some  strong  resolution  on  the  matter.  Mr.  Wells 
then  read  the  following  extracts  to  show  the  character  of 
the  Report  : 

"  Prescribing  by  chemists  is  stated  to  be  so  common  as  to 
be  practically  universal  throughout  the  country.  In  the 
replies  received,  qualified  and  unqualified  chemists  are  not 
always  distinguished  :  but  it  would  seem  that  the  latter  pre- 
scribe more  recklessly  than  the  former,  as  they  obtain  no 
support  whatever  from  medical  men.  ...  It  is  comparatively 
rarely  that  a  general  practitioner  sees  the  child  of  working- 
class  people  until  it  has  been  purged  and  medicined  for 
several  days  by  the  prescribing  chemist.  ...  It  is  through 
chemists  in  a  great  degree  that  the  sale  of  proprietary  medi- 
cines has  become  so  widespread  and  the  habit  of  self-drugging 
so  prevalent." 

The  President  agreed  that  the  better  course  would  be 
to  refer  the  matter  to  the  Law  Committee.  It  was  due 
and  just  to  the  qualified  pharmaceutical  chemist  to  enter 
a  protest  against  these  statements. 

Mr.  Smith  agreed  as  to  the  extraordinary  character  of 
this  one-sided  Report,  and  seconded  Mr.  Wells's  motion 
that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Law  Committee.  This 
\vas  agreed  to. 


Congress  in  Belfast. 
A  communication  was  received  from  the  Royal  Sanitary 
Institute  inviting  delegates  to  a  Congress  to  be  held  in 
Belfast  from  July  24  to  29,  1911.    Messrs.  Tait,  Jameson, 
and  W.  J.  Hardy  were  appointed  to  attend.

A  communication  was  received  from  Mr.  B.  O'Shaugh- 
nessy,  F.I.C.,  transmitting  a  memorandum  signed  by 
twenty-one  assistants  and  apprentices  employed  in  phar- 
maceutical houses  in  Waterford  in  favour  of  the  recog- 
nition of  the  Central  Technical  Institute,  Waterford. 
After  remarks  from  Mr.  Wells  and  Mr.  Smith,  the  matter 
was  allowed  to  stand  over  for  consideration.

I  may  also  recall  the  observations  made  by  Messrs. 
Schimmel  &  Co.  in  regard  to  the  basis  upon  which  lavender 
oil  should  be  bought  and  sold,  viz.  : 

"  We  entreat  consumers  of  lavender  oil,  in  their  own  in- 
terest, only  to  buy  the  article  on  the  basis  of  the  guaranteed 
ester-content,  in  order  that  the  French  dealers,  who,  strange 
to  say,  still  oppose  themselves  to  the  adoption  of  our  system 
of  value-determination,  may  be  forced  to  abandon  their  anti- 
quated empiric  methods." — Report  of  October  1895. 

"  Scientific  methods  for  the  estimation  of  lavender  oil  have 
as  yet  not  found  favour  in  conservative  Southern  France. 
They  still  adhere  to  the  olfactory  organs  as  criterion  of  the 
quality  of  this  oil,  without  ever  endeavouring  to  give  better 
and  approved  methods  a  fair  trial.  Empiricism,  however, 
has  outlived  its  day,  and  indulgence  in  thi.;  direction  some- 
times turns  out  rather  an  expensive  notion."-  -Report  of  April 
1896. 

Coming  from  the  firm  which  advocated  so  persistently  the 
valuation  of  French  lavender  oil  by  ester  percentage  and 
cassia  oil  by  aldehyde  percentage,  the  opinion  which  they 
have  expressed  in  regard  to  citronella  oil  is  retrograde  and 
lacking  in  their  usual  courageous  advocacy  of  reform.  If 
there  is  only  one  competent  analyst  in  Ceylon.,  what  an 
opening  for  our  overcrowded  profession  at  home  ! — one,  I 
am  confident,  that  will  be  taken  advantage  of  only  too 
readily.  Let  us  make  no  mistake.  Citronella  oil  now  is 
adulterated  down  to  such  point  as  will  "scrape  through" 
Schimmel's  original  test.  Adulterants  will  be  found 
probably  to  pass  their  raised  test.  Let  us  have  a  test  that 
shows  value,  not  "merely  a  general  criterion  as  to  the  quality 
of  the  oil"  ("  P.R.,"  March,  p.  66),  as  they  acknowledge 
even  their  raised  test  to  be.    With  the  active  support  of  my 
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proposals  for  reform  by  such  firms  as  Messrs.  Schimmel  & 
Co.  we  shall  have  no  twelve  months'  current  quotations  for 
Ceylon  citronella  oil,  reading  :

just  as  now  we  have  cassia  oil  with  its  accurate  gradings 
and  proportionate  valuations.  I  know  that  the  progressive 
Ceylon  firm  that  advertises  for  and  obtains  its  own  analyst 
first  will  get  the  business  in  this  oil.  The  largest  household- 
soap  makers  in  this  country  unanimously  support  the 
proposal.

Counter-prescribing. 

Sib, — Is  there  not  a  reason  why  so  many  chemists  have 
to  resort  to  counter-prescribing  ?  I  will,  with  your  per- 
mission, give  an  instance  of  the  stock  of  a  medical  officer 
under  the  Local  Government  Board.  In  the  village  where 
I  started  nearly  fourteen  years  ago,  there  had  never  been 
a  chemist,  hence  the  medical  officer  had  by  force  of  circum- 
stances to  do  his  own  dispensing.  After  a  great  deal  of 
persuasion  on  behalf  of  a  number  of  prominent  residents 
I  decided  to  embark;  but  before  buying  a  pennyworth  of 
stock  I  called  on  the  doctor  and  told  him  my  intention.  He 
at  once  threw  cold  water  on  my  venture,  and  said  I 
would  be  just  taking  the  bread  out  of  his  mouth,  and 
he  would  not  give  up  dispensing,  and  the  best  thing  I  could 
do  was  to  go  down  the  road.  My  spirits  were  damped, 
but  I  had  a  good  father  and  mother,  and  many  friends  who 
urged  me  on,  so  I  started  (within  three  weeks  of  passing 
the  Minor)  in  a  temporary  shop.  I  was  soon  asked  to 
prescribe  for  all  sorts  of  minor  ailments,  and  seemed  to 
be  successful,  as  one  friend  told  another  to  try  the 
"  chemist."  Now,  the  following  shows  what  stock  the 
medical  man  had,  or  rather  did  not  have.  The  doctor 
always  took  a  fortnight's  holiday,  and  got  a  young  "  locum," 
just  after  the  graduation  ceremony  at  the  nearest  Uni- 
versity. One  year  the  locum  happened  to  be  a  pharma- 
ceutical chemist,  and  a  silver  medallist  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society;  but  he  could  find  scarcely  any  drugs  in  the 
dispensary,  and  bought  from  me  potass,  iodid.  §ss., 
phenacetin  Jss.,  tinct.  nucis  vom.  Jj.,  spt.  chloroform.  3ij., 
and  spt.  amnion,  aromat.  §ij.  Strange  to  say,  in  after 
years,  when  other  locums  were  left  in  charge,  they 
were  told  to  write  prescriptions  and  send  the  patients 
to  the  chemist;  the  dispensary  was  kept  locked, 
and  our  pharmaceutical  M.D.  was  the  last  locum  allowed 
to  buy  stock.  Some  time  after  the  doctor  returned  from 
this  holiday,  he  called,  and  asked  me  what  was  the  matter 
with  the  tincture  of  nux  vomica,  as  it  was  so  dark.  I 
explained  that  it  was  altered  in  strength  in  the  1898 
B.P.  He  never  heard  of  a  new  B.P.  being  issued  !  A 
few  years  after  this  a  young  doctor  put  up  his  plate  in 
the  village  and  at  once  came  to  me,  and  said  he  did  not 
want  to  be  bothered  with  dispensing,  and  he  would  send  his 
work  to  me.  I  at  once  said  I  would  give  up  prescribing, 
which  I  had  to  resort  to  for  a  living.  Two  years  later 
the  older  man  left  the  district,  and  is  now  living  on  the 
pile  he  amassed  in  twenty-eight  years.  Strange  to  say, 
he  managed  to  get  another  medical  man  to  take  up  the 
remaining  practice  he  had.  He  likewise  does  his  own 
dispensing,  and  gets  odds  and  ends  from  me.  I  feel 
sure  a  good  deal  of  blame  rests  with  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  not  insisting  that  medical  men,  who  hold 
appointments  under  parish  councils,  must  get  their  medi- 
cines dispensed  by  the  local  chemist.  It  is  the  duty  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  take  immediate  action  to 
see  that  the  rights  of  chemists  are  safeguarded.

Sin, — In  reading  through  the  very  one-sided  Report  upon 
the  wrongdoing  of  the  chemist,  qualified  and  otherwise, 
I  cannot  help  thinking  how  much  the  medical  man  forgets 
that  he,  and  he  alone,  is  to  be  corrected  for  all  the  harm 
he  has  done  to  a  respectable  and  honourable  body  of  men. 
I  refer,  of  course,  to  the  fully  qualified  pharmacist. 
Taking  an  average  example,  he  is  the  man  who,  after 
a  decent  apprenticeship,  and  many  berths  in  good-class 
pharmacies,  is,  through  no  fault  of  his  own,  bound  to  run 


a  pharmacy  on  the  so-called  "store  lines,"  selling  every- 
body's patent  medicines,  and  offering  the  bulk  of  his  own 
goods,  put  up  under  fancy  titles,  in  order  to  get  a  living 
and  make  both  ends  meet.  This  is  not  what  it  was  in- 
tended a  pharmacist  should  be.  In  olden  days  he  dis- 
pensed doctors'  scripts  galore  and  sold  the  sundry  articles 
appertaining  to  true  pharmacy.  His  window  contained 
a  specie  jar  or  so,  and  specimens  of  various  roots  and 
barks.  In  those  days  it  was  a  dignified  calling,  and  the 
pharmacist  was  looked  up  to  and  respected.  He  made  a 
good  living,  but  rarely  a  fortune.  To-day,  what  have  we? 
The  so-called  store  chemist,  with  an  elaborate  window  and 
"  goods  marked  in  plain  figures  "  (Is.  size  for  b^d.,  and  so 
on) ;  and  he  has  had  to  take  up  side-lines,  anything  from 
a  picture  postcard  to  fancy  jewellery,  to  earn  an  honest 
penny.  He  is  looked  upon  as  a  mere  trader,  and  when 
he  offers  any  article  bearing  his  own  name  is  told  that  he 
is  making  lid.  profit  in  the  Is.  and  robbing  the  public. 
I  venture  to  say  that  the  medical  profession,  as  a  body, 
are  practically  to  blame  for  this  state  of  things,  for  the 
following  reasons  : 

(«)  The  indiscriminate  recommendation  of  largely  adver- 
tised articles,  for  the  bulk  of  which  the  doctor  could  write  a. 
script. 

(b)  By  supplying  their  patients  with  surgical  and  other 
appliances  themselves. 

(c)  Taking  the  compounding  of  scripts  out  of  the  hands  of 
the  very  men  who  are  best  able  and  fitted  to  dispense  them. 

(d)  By  the  formation  of  clubs,  whereby  a  whole  family  can 
obtain  medical  attention  and  physic  for  the  sum  of  5s.  per 
annum. 

With  regard  to  (a),  the  medical  man  tells  his  patient  to 
obtain  Kutnow's  for  a  sluggish  liver.  He  gets  it.  Next 
time  the  man  is  queer,  does  he  go  to  the  doctor?  No,  he 
goes  to  the  stores  and  gets  his  cure  for  2s.  6d.  Is  not  the 
medical  man  in  this  case  cutting  off  his  nose  to  spite  his  face  ? 
As  to  (b),  what  chance  has  the  pharmacist  of  obtaining  a 
living  when  a  doctor  supplies  such  things  as  enemas,  lints, 
wools,  trusses,  clinicals,  malt  and  oil,  etc.  ?  An  illus- 
tration of  (c)  :  I  know  of  a  town  of  17,000  people  where 
there  are  fourteen  medical  men,  each  one  of  whom  does  his 
own  dispensing  and  supplies  his  patients  with  all  neces- 
sities such  as  mentioned  in  paragraph  (b).  Where  does  the 
pharmacist  come  in?  As  to  (d),  what  can  a  family  expect 
for  5s.  a  year?  My  experience  tells  me  that,  as  a  rule, 
when  a  family  is  in  a  club,  they  have  all  they  can  get 
until  they  become  disgusted.  No  wonder  they  eventually 
turn  to  the  stores  and  buy  a  "patent."  The  remarks  in 
the  Report  as  to  pharmacists  recommending  proprietary 
medicines  are  absurd  and  silly. 

Now,  brother  pharmacists,  let  us  join  hands  and  put  our 
shoulders  to  the  wheel.  Show  these  wonderful  medical 
men,  who  never  do  anything  wrong,  what  we  can  do,  and 
that  what  is  fair  for  them  will  have  to  be  fair  for  us.  Do 
not  let  us  allow  it  to  pass  by  until  one  day  we  wake  up 
and  find  it  is  too  late  to  remedy  matters.  Before  long, 
reading  between  the  lines  of  the  Report,  the  medical  men 
will  be  running  the  pharmacies  and  we  shall  be  non  est. 
But  not  if  we  wake  up  and  fight  for  ourselves.

Medicines  in  India. 

Sir, — Your  correspondent  Mr.  McCarthy,  whose  letter 
appears  in  the  issue  of  your  paper  for  November  25,  is 
wrong  in  assuming  that  because  an  ordinance  is  not  in 
force  in  Bombay  it  may  not  be  different  in  Madras.  A 
recent  visit  there  tells  me  it  is  very  much  as  your  previous 
correspondent  stated  as  regards  sale  of  all  opium  prepara- 
tions. Mr.  McCarthy  is  wide  of  the  mark  in  stating  that 
native  dealers  import  bad  tinctures  with  false  descriptions. 
This  is  not  true.  A  London  exporter  would  be  a  fool  to 
make  an  inferior  tincture  when  for  another  penny  a  pound 
it  could  be  first-class,  and  if  he  mislabelled  he  would  be 
fined  by  the  Customs.  Tinctures  sold  by  native  dealers  in 
"  original  bottles  "  are,  as  a  rule,  of  very  good  quality.  The 
only  tinctures  I  have  found  deficient  in  spirit  strength  have 
been  made  in  the  country  in  order  to  undersell  the  imported 
article.

Dissolve.  Heat  to  12°  F.  and  impregnate  the  paper  with 
the  solution.

Your  stipulation  practically  limits  the  composition  of  the 
hair-dye  to  pyrogallol  solution.    The  following  illustrates  the 


composition  of  such  a  hair-dye  : 

Pyrogallol    Jss. 

Solution  of  ammonia    3ij. 

Rectified  spirit    3j. 

Water   3iij. 


This  produces  a  brown  hair-dye.  Some  recipes  provide  for 
an  acid  solution,  but  our  experience  is  that  the  ammoniacal 
liquid  is  quicker  in  action.  Another  variety  provides  for  two 
solutions :  (a)  A  10-per-cent.  solution  of  ferrous  sulphate ; 
(&)  a  2-per-cent.  solution  of  pyrogallol  in  eau  de  Cologne. 
Another  formula  for  a  1-per-cent.  solution  iron-pyro  dye  con- 
taining ferric  chloride  was  given  in  the  C.  cfj  D.,  October  1, 
p.  518. 

O.  \V.  (118/7).— Detecting  Annatto  in  Milk.— Fifty  c.c.  of 
milk  is  shaken  in  a  separator  with  100  c.c.  of  a  mixture  of 
alcohol  (93  per  cent.),  240  c.c.  ;  ether,  320  c.c. ;  water,  20  c.c.  ; 
and  solution  of  ammonia  (sp.  gr.  0.920),  8  c.c.  After  stand- 
ing twenty  minutes,  the  lower  watery  layer  is  run  off  into 
another  separator,  and  half  its  volume  of  10-per-cent.  sodium- 
sulphate  solution  gradually  added ;  the  casein  separates  in 
white  flocculent  masses,  which  rise  to  the  surface,  and  allows 
the  greater  part  of  the  liquid  to  be  drawn  off  clear  and 
strained  through  a  fine-wire  gauze.  The  liquid  is  then  placed 
in  a  series  of  test-tubes  so  as  to  two-thirds  fill  them,  and  each 
tube  is  shaken  with  amylic  alcohol.  The  tubes  are  then 
plunged  into  a  beaker  of  cold  water,  which  is  gradually 
heated  on  the  water-bath  to  80°  C,  when  complete  separation 
of  the  alcohol  will  generally  have  taken  place.  The  alcoholic 
solution  is  collected  and  evaporated ;  the  residue  thus  ob- 
tained is  treated  with  warm  water  faintly  alkaline  with 
ammonia  and  containing  a  trace  of  alcohol.  A  strip  of 
bleached  cotton  is  immersed  in  the  liquid,  which  is  heated 
until  nearly  dry.  The  yellow  dyed  cotton  is  now  gently 
washed  and  placed  in  a  solution  of  citric  acid.  If  annatto  is 
present,  a  rose-tint  is  instantly  developed.  (2)  Preparation 
of  Lecithin  from  animal-matter. — The  process  consists  in  ex- 
tracting the  finely  comminuted  matter  with  acetone  contain- 
ing 20  per  cent,  of  ether  to  remove  fatty  matter,  colouring, 
and  cholesterol.  The  residue  contains  the  lecithin,  which  is 
extracted  in  the  pure  state  by  means  of  hot  ethylic  alcohol. 


— This  would  be  re- 
presented by  emplastrum  resinse,  or  by  Dale's  plaster,  which 
is  made  as  follows  :

Resin    3  lb. 

Yellow  wax    3  lb. 

Melt,  mix,  and  make  into  f-oz.  rolls.

— Your  sample  has 
only  a  trace  of  odour,  and  gives  indications  of  sodium  chloride, 
sodium  bicarbonate,  and  borax.    A  douche-liquid  on  these 
lines  could  be  prepared  as  follows : 
Sodium  bicarbonate, 

Sodium  chloride    aa.    gr.  Ixxx. 

Sodium  salicylate   gr.  viij. 

Glycerin  of  borax   3j-.. 

Thymol  solution  to   3viij- 

Mix.    For  use,  dilute  with  4  parts  of  water. 

— Sheets  of 
tissue-parjer  laid  on  waxed  glass  are  painted  with  the  follow- 
ing liquid  : 

Sandarac    1  oz. 

Copal   -3  oz.

Rectified  spirit    11  oz. 

Oil  of  turpentine    11  oz. 

The  paper  is  allowed  to  dry,  and  is  then  stripped  from  the 
glass,  cut  to  size,  placed  between  the  print  and  mount,  and 
ironed  with  a  hot  flat-iron. 

Amherst  (116/73).— Formaldehyde-estimation.— The  method 
which  you  mention  of  using  decinormal  solutions  of  iodine 
and  sodium-thiosulphate  solutions  is  accurate  if  other  alde- 
hydes, as  well  as  ketones,  are  proved  to  be  absent.  Ten  c.c. 
of  the  sample  of  formaldehyde  solution  is  diluted  to  contain 
about  1  per  cent,  of  H.CHO  and  added  to  100  c.c.  of  deci- 
normal iodine  solution.  Next  sodium-hydrate  solution  is 
added  drop  by  drop  until  the  liquid  becomes  bright  yellow. 
After  standing  for  ten  minutes,  acidify  with  hydrochloric  acid 
and  titrate  the  free  iodine  decinormal  sodium-thiosulphate 
solution.  Each  c.c.  decinormal  iodine  used  is  equivalent  to 
0.0015  gram  of  formaldehyde.  There  is  no  simpler  method 
of  estimation  known  to  us,  the  ammonia-process  being  equally 
complicated  and  not  always  so  satisfactory.

NOTTINGHAM  SECTION. 

THE  second  meeting  of  the  session  (postponed  on  account 
of  the  Parliamentary  elections)  was  held  at  University 
College  on  December  7,  Mr.  S.  J.  Pentecost  being  in  the 
chair.  Among  the  members  present  were  Messrs.  L. 
Archbutt,  J.  M.  C.  Paton,  H.  Rogers,  J.  H.  Gill,  W.  G. 
Timmans,  John  White,  etc.  Mr.  S.  R.  Trotman,  M.A., 
F.I.C.,  read  a  paper  on 

The  Relative  Value  of  the  Lime  and  Soda  Boil 
for  Cotton, 

in  which  he  stated  that,  although  the  older  and  somewhat 
complicated  lime  system  has  been  largely  replaced  by  the 
soda-boil,  the  former  still  meets  with  certain  favour  in 
Lancashire.  In  the  lime  process  the  goods  are  boiled  with 
lime  and  water  under  pressure  for  several  hours,  which 
converts  the  wax  and  oil  into  lime-soaps,  while  the  pectins 
are  changed  into  soluble  compounds,  and  the  tannins  into 
calcium  tannates.  These  various  compounds  are  decom- 
posed by  a  dilute  solution  of  either  sulphuric  or  hydro- 
chloric acid,  leaving  in  the  fabric  the  free  fatty  and  pectic 
acids,  which  are  reconverted  into  soluble  soda-compounds, 
and  removed  by  washing  with  hot  water.  A  resin-soap 
is  generally  added  to  help  in  the  operation,  but  requires 
careful  use,  as  it  is  apt  to  produce  discoloration.  The 
soda-boil  is  a  much  simpler  process.  The  goods  are  packed 
in  the  kier  with  a  dilute  solution  of  caustic  soda  (ap- 
proximately 2  per  cent.),  are  brought  to  a  temperature 
of  about  130°  C,  and  after  thorough  washing  they  are 
ready  for  bleaching.  The  author  said  :  "  It  is  not  quite 
clear  wherein  the  advantages  of  the  lime-boil  lie,  in  com- 
parison with  the  extra  time  and  processes  involved.  At 
the  same  time  many  experienced  bleachers  are  convinced 
of  the  superiority  of  the  process,  and  belief  in  the  lime-boil 
is  one  of  the  most  interesting  parts  of  the  Lancashire 
trade."  After  discussing  the  advantages  claimed,  Mr. 
Trotman  said  that  in  point  of  cost  there  seems  little  to 
choose  between  the  two  processes  when  everything  is  taken 
into  account;  while  there  can  be  no  question  that  in  point 
of  time  the  soda-boil  has  every  advantage.  Mr.  L. 
Archbutt,  F.I.C.,  then  read  a  paper  on 

Some  Characteristics  of  Neutralised  Olive- 
residuum  Oils, 
He  stated  that  the  scarcity  of  olive  oil  resulting  from 
bad  seasons  had  led  to  these  oils  being  put  upon  the  market 
for  lubricating.    The  residuum  oils  collected  from  various 
sources  containing  more  or  less  large  amounts  of  free  fatty 


acids,  also  the  kernel  oil  and  matters  derived  from  the 
shell  of  the  olive  nut,  are  washed  with  alkali  to  remove  the 
free  fatty  acid  and  sold  under  the  description  of  ' '  neutral  " 
or  "  saponified"  oils.  They  are  usually  characterised  by 
turbidity,  are  sometimes  dark  in  colour,  generally  contain 
traces  of  moisture,  and  frequently  have  an  abnormally  high 
viscosity.  They  are  also  peculiar  in  respect  to  the  amount 
of  unsaponifiable  matter  they  contain,  which  may  exceed 
3  per  cent.,  and  this  excess  is  associated  with  unusually 
low  saponification  value.  When  shaken  with  cold  nitric 
acid  of  1.375  sp.  gr.  they  behave  in  a  characteristic  manner, 
giving  an  immediate  brown  or  greenish-brown  emulsion. 
The  results  of  examinations  of  a  number  of  samples  of 
these  oils  were  communicated. 


The  Spectacle-makers' 
Examination. 


Ametropic  sends  us  an  account  of  his  experiences  at  the 
recent  examination  of  the  Spectacle-makers'  Company,  from 
which  we  abstract  the  following  notes  : 

Having  finished  a  correspondence  course  covering  the 
syllabus  of  the  Preliminary  and  Final  examinations,  I  decided 
to  enter  for  the  November  examination.  A  month  prior  to 
the  date  of  the  examination  I  sent  up  the  entrance  fees 
(6~.  6s.),  and  three  weeks  afterwards  I  received  a  notice  to 
appear  at  St.  Bride  Institute,  Ludgate  Circus,  London,  E.C., 
on  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday,  November  1, 
2,  3,  and  4.  On  Tuesday  the  subject  was  the  "  Preliminary 
Paper  "  :  ten  questions — time  allowed,  three  hours.  The 
questions  were  on  the  whole  very  fair,  and  to  answer  them  all 
rightly  required  a  sound  knowledge  of  light  and  general 
optics.  Wednesday  morning  I  had  to  appear  at  10.30  a.m.  for 
practical  sight-testing,  lens-neutralising,  face-measuring,  and 
viva  voce.  I  had  two  fairly  normal  subjects  to  test,_  although 
I  found  both  suffering  from  hypermetropic  astigmatism. 
The  time  allowed  for  testing  the  two  subjects  is  an  hour. 
After  testing  I  was  given  six  lenses  to  neutralise,  each  one 
being  a  sphero-cylinder  and  one  having  a  prism  of  2°.  The 
time  allowed  for  neutralising  is  twenty-five  minutes,  which  is 
hardly  enough.  Having  finished  this  part,  I  was  told  to 
measure  a  man's  face  for  a  pair  of  distance  and  reading 
glasses,  this  to  occupy  not  more  than  ten  minutes.  I  was 
then  directed  upstairs  to  be  examined  by  medical  men  regard- 
ing heterophoria,  strabismus,  and  spasm  of  the  accommoda- 
tion. I  was  asked  why  six  metres  is  considered  a  sufficient 
distance  for  sight-testing  ?  How  would  I  treat  young  myopes  ? 
In  what  directions  does  the  superior  oblique  muscle  rotate  the 
front  of  the  eye  ?  I  was  then  called  to  another  room,  where 
another  medical  man  asked  me  what  is  the  stenopaic  slit  used 
for,  and  how  is  it  used  ?  The  uses  and  theory  of  the  retino- 
scope,  ophthalmoscope,  Maddox  double  prism,  and  the  pin- 
hole disc?  He  then  passed  on  to  the  anatomy  of  the  eye, 
asking  me  the  functions  of  the  retina,  crystalline  lens/sclerotic, 
and  cornea.  After  half-an-hour's  rest  I  was  called  to  Mr. 
Coleman,  who  showed  me  several  uncommon  prescriptions  to 
translate;  he  also  asked  various  questions  about  lenses  and 
spectacle-frames,  the  majority  of  which  I  was  able  to  answer. 
I  now  had  to  face  Mr.  Ellis,  who  kept  me  about  half  an  hour. 
His  speciality  was  the  detection  of  cross-cylinder  lenses, 
sphero-cylinders,  distortions  in  lenses,  and  values  of  spectacle- 
frames.  He  also  asked  me  how  I  would  measure  a  man  who 
had  convergent  strabismus  for  a  pair  of  spectacles,  the  reply 
to  be  demonstrated.  This  finished  the  most  difficult  part  of 
the  examination.  On  Thursday  the  written  paper  in  visual 
optics  occupied  from  1.30  till  4.30  p.m.  There  were  ten  search- 
ing questions,  which  required  many  pages  of  writing  to 
answer.  Friday  morning,  at  10  A.M.,  I  presented  myself  for 
bench-work  and  preliminary  viva  voce,  which  was  taken  by 
Dr.  Drysdale  and  a  colleague.  For  the  optical  bench-work  I 
was  handed  a  card  upon  which  were  printed  eight  experi- 
ments, four  to  be  picked  out  by  the  candidate,  and  from  these 
the  examiner  selects  two  for  the  candidate  to  perform.  Twenty 
minutes  is  allowed  for  each  experiment.  I  had  to  show  the 
magnification  of  the  microscope,  and  "  prove  that  when  two 
ex.  lenses  are  in  contact  their  combined  convergent  power  is 
equal  to  the  sum  of  the  convergent  power  of  each.  '  In  the 
viva  voce  I  was  asked  why  is  light  refracted  and  how  ?  What 
is  polarised  light  ?  How  is  light  polarised  ?  How  can  one 
measure  the  /x  of  a  block  of  glass?  What  is  the  pressure 
of  a  light* wave?  Explain  the  wave  theory  of  light  by 
the  help  of  a  diagram.  Why  does  a  convex  lens  bring 
light  to  a  focus?  What  causes  spherical  aberrations, 
chromatic  aberrations,  and  radial  astigmatism  ?  I  have  since 
received  a  notice  to  say  that  I  have  satisfied  the  examiners 
in  the  Preliminary  part  of  the  examination,  but  have  failed 
to  satisfy  them  in  the  Final— hence  I  must  have  another  try.
